I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 10th instant #128-1-5 with reference to the 
proposed workshop and store at the Mackay Indian 
Residential School. I would ask the Department if 
they are aware of the fact that part of this building 
is to be used as a store for the purpose of trading 
with the Indians, and if the Department have given 
official consent for such an enterprise. IT have 
never yet heard of the Government putting up puildings 
to allow private concerns to operate a store, and that 
4s what the Principal of the Mackay Boarding School 
wishes to d0o- 


In submitting this plan to me, Mr. Waddy makes 
the following comment,- 


"The cost will be proportionately less if the 
workshop alone is built; I recommend that this 
be allowed. I do not recommend the store part 
be built by the Department. The Church 
Authorities will no doubt make a profit if they 
run a store and can pay the cost of ite However, 
as the Principal thinks he is within his rights 
in asking Zor it I have put it on the plan." 


My own opinion is that Mr. Waddy could have told the 
Principal very emphatically that it was against the 
law, and even if it were not against the law it would 
have been wrong to allow him to trade with Indians.

Yesterday acting on your instructions I visited 
The McKay School, and herewith is submitted my report 
following my inspection. 


The general health of the pupils is excellent. There 
has been considerable number of cases of colds and influenza 
during the past winter season but these have been very 
efficiently handled by the staff. There are some half dozen 
pupils with defective vision and I would advise that these 
be fitted with suitable lenses at the earliest opportunity. 


Inspected food and clothing of pupils and have no 
criticism to offer in regard to these. 


Inspection of building showed that Dormitories, 
classrooms, playrooms, washrooms etc in the building were 
clean and in the case of the former, being well ventillated 
during the time that the children were excluded from them, 

he staff complain that it ‘s difficult to keep the sleeping 
quarters well airad at nicht as the pupils close the windows 
left open as soon a the members of the sta@f have retired. 
In their own homes there is a notorious want of ventillation 
even the key hole in the doors being plugged. It would seem 
advisable to devise some system of obtaining fresh air in 
these rooms by some contrivance which the pupils could not 

anipulate th emseives, 


I have previously reported on the outside water 
Closets at this Institution. As seen yesterday at inspection 
it is impossible to describe the filth of these two out 
buildings. Fven the floors are piled with excreta in the 
girls' W'C' end from the looks 0” the floor in the Boys! it 
would appear that the floor there had just recently been 
relievéd of a similar load. by tis repent it is not intended 
to cast any reflec‘ion on the staff for this condition of 
affairs. The closets in the builaing off the Dormitories are 
closed during the day and pupils must use the outside closets. 
Owing to the nature of th- soil it is said to be impossible 
© dig latrines of sufficient depth, Latrine pails that could 
w emptied in an incinerator every morning wuld answer for 
the summer months but would be impracticable in the cold 
weather, The only solution I can see is to either build an 
outhouse that would be connected with the water system of the 
institutuon and be heatel from itg or to fax up W.0.s in 
the building. I went over the ground with Mr. Hill the Plumber 
and he states that at least three seats could be put in off 
the boys' play room, together with a urinal. These could be 
fitted with an automatic flush which would do away with the 
main objection to the inside W.0, system, viz: that the pupils 
bo Slash them after using.

As you are aware the Mackay School is 
electric lighted and has a vast view from the top of 
the building looking all over the country adjacent to 
it. There is considerable travelling done between here 
and Sturgeon Landing and Cumberland House,and this 
traffic goes by the Mackay School. It has occurred to 
me that it would be a very great help to the travelling 
people especially during snow storms and blizzards and 
late at night on this road to have a small electric 
light installed in the tower of the roof of the Mackay 
School. This light would be seen for quite a long 
distance around and would aid 4@ travelling people 
who might be caught in a storm at night. 


The Guy Indian School at Sturgeon- 
Landing have one of these lights installed on the top 
of their water tower and it can be clearly seen 12 
miles across Sturgeon Lake.

With reference to the Pump trouble at The WVcKay Boarding 
School at the Big Fddy, I beg to report as followsé- 


The Pump is in a worn condition, and needs some replacements. 
As far as I can ascertain it has been doing steady service 

for 14 years. 

The plunger and foot valves are worn, especially the moving 
parts and their guides. Also the pump rods, which are of oak 
are soggy worn thin and peel off. 

These should be renewed at an early date, as they are liable to 


break at any time, and it is somewhat serious if they preak in the 


well 40 or 50 ft. down, which causes considerable trouble 

to get them out again, also delay in getting the water service 

in action again. 

The water pumped is not as much as it was originally for the 

following reasons. 

1. The worn condition of the vaives. 

2, The present pump head je smaller than the original, 
both in the area of discharge, and the length of stroke. 
The pump is capable of throwing more water than the present 
Mead or Jack can handle. 

Until the valves are renewed it is impossible to tell if the 

well casing leaks,but by its appearence, this is still in 

good condition. 

The engine power is adequate. 

There does not appear to be any shortage of water, as the pump 

plunger is submerged about 15ft. 


I trust the above will enable you to form a correct estimate 
of the present condition of the plant.

Dear gir;- 

In reference to letter #128-1-5 
of the 17th ulto regards pump for the 
Mackay School, I beg to say that I have 
delayed answering this letter until 
I investigated the matter fully, 


I went to the school and tried 
to find out why the pump could not be 
pulled up as is usual when repairs are 
being made, I asked all sorts of questions 
and at last found that the trouble thre is 
that the lining for the well was only put 
down one length from the top, then the 
pump was installed in the well. In the years 
which have passed since then dirt and rocks 
have fallen in and jamned the pipe of the 
pump so it cannot be withdrawn, In other words 
if they cannot fix the pump they will need a 
new well. Mr. Turner who was Inepector 
of Construction at time the school was erected 
told me the truth when I asked him, after 
I found out that the casing was not put into 
the well, He said that when the well was dug 
they did not put in casing after the rock 
formation was reached, I then tried to 
get them to consent to using the old well 
pipe as a casing and insert a eualler pump, 
but they state this would not be satisfactory. 
All we can do not is fix the pump the best way 
we can and when it plays out dig a new wil 
and go to all the expense of a new pupp.

Dear Sir:- 


With regard to the installation of a telephone system 
between the Mackay School and the town of The Pas, Manitoba, 
I beg to enclose herewith for your information a copy of a 
letter addressed by Mr. Indian Agent Waddy to Mr. Turner, the 
Acting Principal of this School setting forth a detailed 
statement of the approximate cost of the same. You will note 
that the total amount sanctioned by the Indian Commissioner for 
this purpose is $1,000. only and that the estimated cost 
according to Mr. Waddy's figures is not less than $1,641. As 
the School stands very much in need of this means of 
communication with the town of The Pas, and the Acting Principal 
is anxious to do all he can to have it installed, he has 
written to me for advice and instruction in the matter. He is 
strongly of the opinion that better results could be obtained 
if the work were let by contract than if undertaken by the 
School management. In the contract the wish of the Indian 
Commissioner that Indian labour be employed, could be stipulated. 
As the chief difficulty, according to Mr. Waddy's letter, 
appears to be one of cost, I shall be glad if you will give this 
matter further consideration and take whatever steps may be in 
your power to provide the additional amount required over and 
above the amount wpich the Indian Commissioner has already 
sanctioned.

Report on Deep Well Pump. 


I have to report that the well casing is either broken at 
a joint, or corroded at several small places. 

As long as the pump is working the casing remains full, 
and pumps water to the storage tank, but immediately the 
pump stops, the water disappears. 

Tt had a difficulty in getting the plunger past a poing 

35 feet from the surface, the obstuction seems to be 

a broken joint in the pipe. The water would get away there, 
and at places where corrosive action has eaten through 

the casing. I am inclined to think that thére is considerable 
corrosion, as the pires have been in for about 14 years, 
and I have had to replace in this district, water pipes 
that have only done 10 years service.Casing isa of wrought 
Iron pipe.

The bake oven is all worn out. It is 
an Economy oven made by Daoust holding about 60 
loaves. ‘This school requires a larger oven. ‘The 
baker does not like this make of oven and, if the 
Department will supply another oven, I beg to 
recommend that some other make be supplied. 


The barn floor is worn out and requires 
52 planks, 1 foot by 10 feet, to fix it up. 
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Ottawa, March 2nd, 1928. 


Sir: 


Relative to that portion of your report for 
the month of February, last, on the MacKay Indian Resi- 
dential School in which you state that the bake oven at 
present in use is worn out and that a new oven is required, 
I have to request that you will state definitely the make 
of oven required, giving full particulars as to the capacity, 
dimensions, ete., as well as the name of the manufacturer, 
as it is noted that the baker at the school does not like 
an oven of the Economy type, which is at present in use. 
When we have this information, consideration will then be 
given to authorizing the purchase of the new oven, 


You may arrange for the purchase and delivery 
of 32 planks, each 10' in le and 1' in width, for the 
repairs required to the barn floor. You should endeavour 
to obtain these planks ut the lowest possible cost, and 
forward an account, in duplicate, properly certified, 
covering the expenditure incurred, It is understood 
that the school authorities will provide any labour re ,uired 
in putting in the planks without cost to the Department,

Yuring my recent visit to the Mackay School (May 5 & 6) 
my attention was directed to the urgent need of a new and larger 
boat for this institution, and I am writing for the express 
purpose of soliciting the assistance of your Department in meeting 
this need. 


The School, as you are aware, is situated approximately 
% miles from The Pas on what is known as Fischer Island. As 
communication between the School and the tewn is meintained during 
the summer months along the Saskatchewan River, it is necessary 
that a serviceable boat to meet the different kinds of weather 
should be available for the School management. The canoe which is 
in use st present and which has been fitted with an outboard 
engine is an 18 foot freighter, and is too small to negotiate the 
currents at the Big Bddy, or to ride the waves on so wide a river 
when proceeding against the strong wind. I know very well myself 
from actual experience the dangers to which the School management 
are exposed when travelling in the discharge of theix duties on so 
small a craft, and I do not think that they should be exposed to 
this @anger any longer than can possibly be helped. At the time 
of my visit practically the whole countryside was flooded and the 
channel between the highland of the Reserve and the Island, and in 
which I had never seen water on any of my former visits, was now 
filled to a depth of 5 feet or more, and running with a strong 
current. The need of a bigger and stronger boat fitted with a good 
engine was so obvious to me that I talked the matter over with lr. 
Indian Agent Waddy who stated that he felt it was essential for 
this School to be prowided with a larger and stronger boat such as 
I had suggested. He informed me that The Pas Canoe Company built 
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Reb tentoxe poat which cost approximately $600.00, and I am of the 
ofinion that a boat of this type would meet the immediate needs 

of this institution. As the canoe at present in use can no longer 
be considered seaworthy, and will soon have to be serapped, I beg 
to recommend that your Department authorize the purchase of one 

of the standard boats as built by The Pas Canoe Company for the 
use of the Mackay School, or that you make the purchase direct 
through your Indian Agent.

I have your letter cf the 10th instant, 
requesting that a new boat be supplied for the use of 
the MacKay Indian Residential School to replace the 
present canoe, fitted with an outboard engine, which has 
been in service for a number of years and is unsafe for 
further use. 


In reply I beg to say that the sum of $1500 
was provided in the Estimates for the current fiscel year 
for spaize and replacements at this school, also the sum 
of $60 to erect a hog pen. We have already authorized 
the purchase of a bake oven, at a cost of $400, and if you 
consider that the supplying of the boat is more urgent than 
any of the requests enumerated in the list of requirements 
submitted by your Society for inclusion in our Estimates 
for the fiscal year, the Department will approve of pro- 
viding the funds necessary to prchase the new boat.

*“stpplied last winter, this has not been put in 
condition so far. The present machinery room is 
too small to contain it. The Principal says it would 
be too costly to enlarge this room in the main building 
and he suggests erecting an addition to the pump house 
for the whole electric light plant. This place would 
be 16 X 30. I am leaving here for Treaty 10 and 
cannot look after any construction, 80 I told the 
Principal to get an estimate of the cost of the 
place he has in mind and take it up with the Department 
directe He thinks it will be necessary to put in 
larger generator, his present one is 110 and he thinks 
a 220 one should be suppliede 
Some of the plaster on the stairways is cracked 
and has shelled off, he asks for an appropriation of 
about $40,00 to repair ite 
The flasking around the cupola of the main 
building should be repaired, it leaks and will in 
a short time let in too much rain and bring down the 
plaster on the ceilings. It will take about $150.00 
to tear out the old material and make proper repairse 
Tne well is still operating but may go out 
of order this summer; it will be necessary to dig a 
new well some time soon as the old one will be hard to 
fix when the casing rusts away a little more. It may 
be that the Department has some expert who could look 
it over and figure out some way of using the present 
well again, none of us here can see how it can be done. 
Authority was given to get the compressiog 
tanks fixed or replaced when necessarye I think it 
should be done this summer, the old one is gradually 
going out of order and rusting aWwaye 
The average attendance is 81 this quarter up 
to time of my visit.

I have your letter of the 7th instant, furnishing & 
report as to the repairs, ete., required at the Mackay Indian 
Residential School. 


In reply I beg to say that the Department will approve 
of an expenditure of approximately $40 in having the plaster on 
the stairways repaired. The sum of $150 is also approved in 
having the flashing around the eupola of the main building 
repaired in order to prevent leakage. You should arrange for 
the purehase of any materials required in carrying out the 
above repairs. The school authorities should arrange for as 
much of the labour as possible. 


Regarding the compression tank in the water distrib- 
uting system, I have to request that you will state the cost 
of putting in a new tank or the installing of two smaller ones 
instead of the one large tank, as mentioned in your letter of 
December 6th, last. 


Pull information should also be given as to the cost 
of @rilling a new well, as it is noted that the school author~ 
ities and yourself have been unable to make the necessary 
repairs to place the present well in & satisfactory condition. 


It is noted that the electric light machinery which 
was supplied has not yet been put in condition and that the 
Principal suggests the erection of an addition to the pump 
house eontain the slectrio light plant. When we have an 
estimate of the cost of building this addition, the digging of 
a@ new well and the installing of a new compression tank, 
eonsideration will then be given to authorizing having the 
work ¢arried out.

Requests have been reqetved from Rev. Dr. Westgate 
and Mr. Indian Agent Waddy regarding replacements and repairs 
that are urgently needed at the Mackay Indian Residential 
School, also for a new boat for freighting purposes between 
The Pas and the school. I have today received a letter from 
Mir. Perrier, who had just visited the school, in which he 
strongly urges that the repairs and replacements, 48 
enumerated in the letter from the Principal and forwarded 
by Rev. Dr. Westgate, to the amount of approximately $900, 
be allowed. Mr. Ferrier requests that either the Principal 
or Dr. Westgate be authorized to have these repairs carried 
out and that the amount mentioned be granted for the 
pur pose. 


Last year, we provided electric light equipment, 
but this has not been put in use, 4s the electric engine 
and generator were too large to go in the present basement, 
where the old plant is installed. It is requested that 4 
pbuilding for the purpose be erected, approximately 
16 x 30 ft. This building will be attached to the pumping 
house and can be heated along with it. Including a cement 
base for the new engine, the cost will be approximately $800. 
Mr. Ferrier states that this work is urgent. 


fhe school also requires a new boat. The old one 
is a worn out freight canoe with outboard motor. The 
journey from The Pas to the school at this season of the 
year is 10% miles of water against a current. Mr. Ferrier 
states that a good strong boat, 24 ft. long, should be 
supplied. Both Dr. Westgate and the Principal have also 
urged the supplying of this boat. The boat could be built 
at The Pas for approximately $400 and the engine for same 
would cost about $410 - or 4 total cost of approximately 
$800. 


I may add that our Estimates provide the sum of 
$2100 for repairs and replacements at this school. If the 
above mentioned items are authorized, it would require an 
expenditure of approximately $2500. I beg to recommend 
that Rev. Dr. Westgate he given the necessary authority.

In reference to the pressure tanks 
required for the water system at the Mackay 
Indian Residential School I beg to say that some 
time ago the Department told me to draw to their 
attention the above matter when it was thought 
necessary. 

When I was at the school lately I 
examined the large pressure tank and it is 

leaking very badly. The plumber was inside 

the tank and reported it pitted very badly 
up to the level of the water and that the whole 
tank is liable to go out of business at any time. 
The old tank is 1500 gal capacity. 


What is required is two tanks of 
about 600 gal capacity each. One tank could be drained 
and painted as required without putting the whole 
system o@fof use, and in this manner would always be 
in good condition. The small tanks should be 
shipped as soon as possible.

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MACKAY INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

This school is situated about ten miles 
up the Saskatchewan River on land that is an island except 
when the river is very low. The island is practically 
covered with bush and rock, so that it is impossible 
to do any farming. 

(he school is managed by the Church of 
Bngland and Mr. F. Turner has been in charge during the 
past year. He was absent when I visited the school and 
Rev. A. Fraser was acting. I understood that a new 
principal was to arrive October lst. 

I regret to report that I was not 
favourably impressed with the general management of the 
school. The children appeared to have little super- 
vision. I found boys and girls in the kitchen and in 
the basement with no member of the staff around. In 
fact, I went from the basement through the kitchen, 
dining room and from hall, and upstairs before I found 


any member of the staff. The matron was upstairs and

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I learned later that the kitchen matron was busy doing 
extra work, due to 4 shortage of members on the staff. 
Two members are needed, & girls' supervisor and a laundry 
matron, and I understand Mies Fraser, the sewing teacher, 
ie only temporary. I might also add that the entire 
staff was new to the work except Miss Warener, the matron, 
whom I believe has had too heavy @ task and, in fact, 
appeared very much in need of a rest. 1 emphasised to 
Mr. Fraser, the Aoting Principal, the grave responsibility 
resting upon each membsr in charge of the children and 
pointed out that boys must not be allowed to roam about 
the building unless proper supervision be given. He 
agreed and assured me that he would take the matter up 
and during the few remaining days while he was in chargs 
a closer watch would be exercised. 

I must say the building presented a very 
neglected appearance. On many windows the screens were 
torn and destroyed, while on others the storm sash 
had never been removed. any of these sash have no 
sliding glass by which fresh air can be admitted. There 
was scarcely a window without some broken glass and at 
least fifty or sixty new panes were needed. 

The senior classroom is in charge of 
Miss Farrow and has an enrolment of 44, 24 boys and 20 
girls. Miss Farrow is a qualified teacher and should do 
well. I found the pupils fair in some subjects, but in 
reading, they appeared hopeless. They would scarcely 
speak above a whisper and Mies Farrow was of the opinion 
that it would be impossible to improve this. Il, 
however, took each member of the class and had them read 


one line 
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one line, after which I moved further away and had it 
re-read, and after several such tries the voice greatly 
improved and I think Miss Farrow realized that by 

perse verencé these children can be made to speak so that 
their voice will carry across the classrceom. 

Miss Vincent is in charge of the junior 
room, with an enrolment of 24. The boys numbered 20 and 
the girls 4. The work appeared very good, although 
here, again, the children would scarcely speak above & 
whisper. However, Mise Vincent is determined to improve 
this and I would expect a decided change after she has 
been in charge a few months. Miss Vincent holds her 
Second Class Certificate and promises well as a teacher. 
The teacher's desk is @ homemade affair and is 4 
disgrace. 

The junior room was without any screens 
ana the outside windows were still on. 1 was informed 
that the classroom was also used as a playroom and it 
was impossible to keep the children from destroying the 
soreens. I {netructed the Prineipal, and also the teacher, 
to have two of the outside windows removed at once and 
to keep the windows open 60 that fresh air may be 
obtained. Apparently the children do as they please, 
regardless of what damage is done to the school property. 
I can se6 no reason why these window screens should be 
destroyed if the children are properly trained and 
supervised. 

The girls' dormitory was clean. Some of 
the outside windows were still on and many of the screens 


were destroyed. The bed springs were in pad condition 


and man 
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and many were scarcely fit to sleep on. 

The boys' dormitory was 4n much the same 
condition as the girls', except that the bed springs were 
good. I understand these were replaced recently. 

The waiting room used for Indian parents 
appeared more as a store room. It was untidy and certainly 
not a good example for the Indians. 

I tried out the fire hose and found one 
that was absolutely worthless. The hose on the top floor 
appeared to have been thrown at the holder and was without 
a nozzle. A new 50 ft. hose and nozzle should be supplied. 
The 5 gal. fire extinguishers were all standing in the 
waiting room. I arranged with the Principal te have 
these placed in prominent places on each floor so that 
they may easily be reached in case of fire. Some small 
Pyrene extinguishers were hanging in various places 
throughout the building. 

The pressure tank in the basement is 
badly rusted all along the bottom and already has sprung 
small leaks. The plumber who cleaned this tank out the 
day previous to ny visit claimed the tank would stand no 
pressure and should be replaced at once. He recommended 
two tanks so that when one is being cleaned or repaired, 
the other would supply the building with water. Should 
this tank give way at any time, the school would be 
without water. The water for the school is supplied from 
a drilled well, which is giving considerable trouble. The 
steel casing goes down only 20 ft. and apparently the rock 
below this has fallen in and settled around the pump so 
that now it is impossible to remove the pump. If, at any 
time, the pump gives out and the repair cannot be carried 


out 
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out, the school will be without water. This well, I 
understand, is 80 ft. deep. 

The barn was in fair repair, but was not 
clean. ‘The chicken house was very dirty and practically 
all the window lights were broken. The workshop had the 
lights out and elso some of the window sash were broken. 
These buildings presented a disgraceful appearance. 

The yards about the barn and school aré 
stony. In addition to these stones, they were littered 
with pieces of wood and rubbish so that the whole place 
presented a neglected appearance. Mr. Turner, who was 
Principal during the past year, was an old man and 
apparently he had far too much work to do. Mr. Fraser, 
who is now supplying, had only been there a couple of 
weeks and expected to be relieved on October lst. I 
found Mr. Fraser willing to carry out any suggestions 
and I have no doubt he would do his best during the 
remainder of his time in charge. On every turn one 
could see the lack of supervision and general management 
and undoubtedly a big task awaits the new Principal. 

In closing, 1 should mention that Mr. 
Fraser was finding it difficult to get sufficient hay up 
for winter. Probably 30 loads were in stack, but a great 
deal more will be needed. I visited the hay flats and 
found an abundance of hay, so that, should a shortages 
ocour, it will be due to a lack of effort on the part 
of these in charge and certainly not because the hay is 
scarce. 

I did not see the cattle, but I under- 


stand about 12 head are kept and also e@ number of horses. 
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The children were well clothed and I 
believe receive sufficient food. I was present at the 
noon day meal, which consisted of abundance of fish, 
potatoes and bread, along with another vegetable and tea, 

The garden was very fine ana Showed that 
great care had been given it. ‘The vegetables were 


excellent and there appeared sufficient to Supply the 


School during the winter months. Jeap

Dear Sir:- 


During my recent visit to the Mackay School 
(Feb. 22 - Feb. 25) I made careful note of some of the 
repairs which are urgently required in connection par~ 
ticularly with the main school building, and subsequently 
discussed the same with Mr. Indian Agent Waddy, who con- 
curred in my opinion that these repairs and improvements 
should be undertaken with the least possible delay. 
They are as follows:~ 


Boys' Recreation Room 


This room is 37' long 27'6" wide and 9'6" high. 
The lower part of the walls is covered with Vejoint lum- 
ber placed vertically, and is for the most part in good 
repair. The upper part was originally plastered, but when 
this fell off, the School Management covered it with beaver 
board taken from the hospital which was pulled down last 
year. The repairs thus effected have never been satisfactory 
either from the standpoint of durability, or as a means of 
keeping the room weather-proof. This beaver board should 
be removed, and the whole of the upper part of the walls 
covered with lumber laid on horizontally over felt paper to 
keep out the cold, and the lumber again covered with metallic 
Shingles similar to those which now cover the ceiling of this 
room. I asked a Winnipeg firm to furnish me with an estimate 
of the cost of the metallic shingles to cover the area in 


question, which is appromimately 5' wide 
their figure was $45.00. I am unable to 
of the cost of the lumber, but Mr. Waddy 
not amount to very much. In addition to 
for the recreation room itself, a ligtie 
for the walls of the stairway leading to 


and 129' long, and 
give you an estimate 
stated that it would 
the lumber required 
more will be required 
this room from the 


outside entrance. If your Department provided the material, 


Rt 
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the School Management informed me that they could do 
the work, and I beg to recommend that Mr. Indian Agent 
Waddy be authorized to have this work taken in hand at 
once. 


There is always temptation for the bigger boys 
to put paper and other combustible material into any 
opening in the walls, and it is for this reason that I am 
very anxious to have these repairs effected with the least 
possible delay. 


During the very severe weather which has pre- 
vailed this winter, the boys had to spend more time than 
usual in their recreation room, with the result that the 
glass in the windows of this room was frequently troken. 
Our Commission, of course, repair all such treakages but 
they feel that expenditure in this connection might be con- 
siderably reduced if the windows were protected by heavy 
wire screens. I beg to request, therefore, that your au- 
thorization to Mr. Indian Agant Waddy include this item as 
well, The expenditure involved would not be very great. 


Verandah Screens. 


The upper verandah which runs along the front of 
the main school building was provided some years ago with 
mosquito screens, but the lower verandah was not supplied 
with the same protection and the staff and pupils have suf 
fered very much in consequence. I beg to request, therefore, 
that authority also be given to Mr. Indian Agent Waddy to have 
the screens on the upper verandah repaired, and the whole of the 
lower verandah provided with this very necessary protection 
against these venomous and very troublesome insects. 


Inside Toilets 


For some reason or other this school was never pro=- 
vided with inside toilets in the basement for the use of either 
the boys or girls, two outside toilets being provided to take 
their place during the day time. This arrangement is very un- 
satisfactory in many ways, and especially from the standpoint 
of health. As it would not involve a very heavy expenditure 
to havé two inside toilets installed, I beg to recommend that 

ovr representative be authorized to take the necessary action 
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Commending the above matters to your careful 
and sympathetic consideration,

Reverend Sir; 


I have your letter of the 5th instant, enclosing 
five accounts in connection with improvements at the Mackay 
Indian Residential Sehool. These, with one exception, have 
already been paid, having been forwarded in the regular way 
by Mr. Indian ent Waddy. It is the practice to ve 
accounts forwarded by principals to the Indian Agent, who 
is in @ position to certify to the account and make a 
recommendation to the Department. This is true, even when 
authority is directed to the chureh office, as in this case. 
Mr. Indian Agent —" received a copy of my letter to you 
of the 30th of June, last. I am returning one copy of the 
paid accounts for your file. 


The one exception is the Ross Navigation Company 
account of $9.10, for freighting lumber. This should be 
forwarded to the Principal of the School, with the request 
that he explain the nature of the charge to Mr. Indian 
Agent Waddy, who will then present it to the Department 
if it is in order. 


I have also your letter of the 4th instant, with 
reference to further improvements that appear to be 
necessary at the Mackay School. I am writing to Mr. Indian 
Agent Waddy, authorising repairs to the walls of the boys' 
recreation room. He will also arrange to screen the 
windows. I am asking Mr. Waddy for a recommendation, with 
estimate, in sonnection with the screening of the Lower 
/Nerandah and the toilets in the basement.

M. S. CG. G., writes that you and he agreed that the 
walle of the boys’ recreation room at the Mackay 
Indian Residential Sehool should be repaired. You 
may arrange to have the beaver board removed and 
lumber laid horisontally over felt paper and 
covered with metallic shingles, similar to those 
on the ceiling. No unnecessary expense should be 
ineurreé. You may also arrange to put heavy wire 
sereens on the inside of the windows of the boys' 
recreation room. 


Dr. Westgate urges that the lower verandah 
be sereened and that the screens of the upper 
verandah be repaired. Please let wo have your 
recommendation and, if favourable, an estimate of 
the cost. It is also represented that two inside 
toilete should be provided in the basement. You 
might let me have an estimate and recommendation 
in this gonnection also.

In accordance with your request of yesterday, I duly 
visited the Mekey School and have the following report:- 


"Phe wiring in Mr. Turner's room does not show any 
defects. There is a small amount of current between dgonduit and 
one side of circuit, also between steam pipes and one side of 
circuit, but not sufficient to cause a fire. This is due to 
induction, as tnere is no short circuit. 


The wiring < she Plo is not in conduit (in the 

attic), ut should he as the ceiling lathed, and knob 
tuhe wiring is not allowable wi metal ath or metallic 
ceiling is employed. 

This consitutes a fiz I consider it pos- 
sible for a small arc to exis hetween the ¢é of metal lath and 
building paper on the outside wall, connection to earth heing made 
by frost or dampness on the paver, carrying ti surrente This 
would hurn slowly, and a small portion of smol ine paper falling 
down hetween walls to plate on next floor could cause a Sire. 
There is some evidence of the metal lath being heated at one spot, 
and there was fire hetween the studding. 

Outside of this I could not detect anything likely 
cause the fire from the Hleotrical service. 

I noticed that all the lighting outlets on the conduit 
sections have metal covers with unbushed holes for the drop cord. 

This is in-correct as in time the insulation will weast 
and cause a shorte In @everal places the drop cord shows sign of 
wearing. 

I found some joints in wiring not soldered. 

It is peculiar that the Top ¥Yloor is wire in knob & tube, 

1¢é basement, first and second floors are wire in conduit. 

I would respectfully suggest that the top floor be pro- 

wired in conduit, and the whole conduit system bonded to- 
and efficiently grounded. 

The metal covers on lighting outlet hoxes replaced with 
porcelain covers, the drop cord examined throughout, and also the 
joints in wiring.

N the sterilization of water by chlorine 
it is generally agreed that maximum re- 
sultsaresecured when sufficient chlorine 
is applied to the water to leave a slight ex 
cess for a few minutes after treatment.

The oufit consists of a two-tube color 
comparator with a small transparent gaug- 
ing tube, calibrated both to measure or 
tho-tolidin solution and to indicate free 
chlorine in parts per million, One of the 
color comparator tubes has a colorless 
glass base while the other is fitted with 
a colored glass which corresponds to a 
value of 0.05 parts of chlorine per million. 

The color comparator tubes are opaque, 
the interior walls being threaded. This 
construction eliminates the errors due to 
light refraction which are experienced 
when glass tubes are used and also over- 


comes difficulties in reading due to reflec 
ted light from the sides of the tubes. 

Each of the comparator tubes is fitted 
with a small valve at its base for lowering 
the level of the solution in the tube. This 
fundamental feature makes it possible, 
when comparing colors, to look through 
the same depth of liquid in both tubes and 
eliminates any error due to the natural 
color of the water being tested. 

For convenience in carrying, a third 
tube is assembled with the comparator 
tubes and serves as a reservoir for the 
ortho-tolidin solution.

He informs me that his instruct- 
ions from Mr,Fraser was to charge this bill to the Church 
Commission, and that ur,Praser received a bill once each 
month, but took no notice of them. 

lir,Fraser had no authority from me for this 
expendature, therefore I had no knowledge of such a trans- 
action, tillnow. 

The hot water tank was installed in the contract 
for plumbing, but no provisions made for connecting it with 
the range which was purchased and put in later by authority 
from Commissioner WeiMeGraham, Neginae 

Though the bill was contracted without authority 
it appears to be chargeable to the Department. 

y,Sheddon explains the overcheres for threading 

thus. A diagram was sent to him, giving lengths of 
pipes to be cut and threaded and fitted to couplings, ready 
to put in place by Mr,Turner, mechanic at the school. 

This to me does not look to be an overcharge.

With reference to the attached memorandum, 
concerning the condition of the MacKay Indian Residen- 
tial Sehool, I have to report that the main building 
was completed in 1914: that it is of frame eonstruction 
and is not by any means one of our more modern instit- 
utions. No doubt, the expenditure of a considerable 
gum would be necessary if it were to be put in perfect 
condition. 


There have been several changes in principal- 
ship at this school of recent years, a8 none was proving 
satisfactory, and it is entirely probable that the 
building was not kept in good repair. A departmental 
Inspector visited the school last fall andi reported that 
the plaster needed repairs in several Places and that 
the rooms would have to be redecorated. The dining room 
tables need recovering and new flooring is required ina 
few of the rooms and in the main barn. 


There is an item of $1,200 in the Main Estimates 
for these purposes. It is also proposed to provide 4 
chlorinator for the water supply and to give the school 
a motor truck, as there is now a decent road to The Pas. 


Mr. Inspector Hamilton reports that, in the 
near future, it will be necessary to reroof the main 
building; but, as this is the first time it has been 
brought to the Department's attention, I considergfhat 
this repair could be postponed until next year.

3 he is renewing all except the legs, and the other one requires a new 
rail. The floor in the barn is being renewed, also 15 windows and the 
four doors are being repaired. The barn is roughly 60 x 30 3 

™ These repairs will cost approximately $750.00. j 

Re the roof, as this was in a really bad condition, I had Mr, 
Inkster, give me a report on this to be submitted to you before he did 
anything to it, and below I list Mr,Inketer's report. 

“The shingles on the roof are in a very poor condition. They are of very 
poor quality to begin with. They have been on for 18 years without any 
preservative, and are new s0 badly spkig, broken and loose, that te 
attempt any repairs would be a waste of time and material. The East and 
Seuth sides, on account of being more exposed to the sun, are in the 
worst condition, and that is where the worst leaks occur. The roof is T 
shaped, of hip and valley design, 80 that any section can be renewed 
without molesting the rest of the roof. To strip the sections mentioned 
repair flashing and lay with tar paper and lst.Grade Shingles, would 
cost about $350,00, and to do the whole roof in like manner $870.00 
Using dipped shingles, the cost would be about $100.00 more for the two 
sections mentioned, and about $250.00 more for the whole roof. It would 
however be more economical to do the whole roof at once, as otherwise 
the ridge boards on hips would have to be removed twice, and the scaffold- 
ing is also quite an item." 

Mr, Inkster also reported the floors in the kitchen, dining-room 
and Junior Cleass-room, were heaved and are in really @ dangerous condition. 
These are maple floors, and the school have a supply of maple boards on 
hand, that could be used for repairing.Mr, Inkster stated an approximate cost 
on the labor for repairing these floors would be $50.00

During my absence on lreaty trips, the ceptic tank at 
the MacKay Indian Residential School, The Pas, became blocked 
and flooded the basement of the school with excresence. 


This required immediate attention, so Mr. Fraser had 
Mr. J, Pritchard clean out the sewer and tank. 


As the tank had never been cleaned since it was built 
it was a formidable job. 


lo explain more fully, this tank is not ceptic, simply 
a tank about 7' x 6 and 6' below the entry of pipe, with a wall 
or division in the tank. However the sewer and tank are now in 
good shape, and should be for some time, 


Mr.Pritchard's first bill was for $127.50. I considered 
this excessive and after some discussion he agreed to reduce the 
amount to $113.50, a reduction of $14.00. Mr.Pritchard's bills 
are attached herewith also a bill for lime for the tahk of $4.00 
from the Beaver Lumber Co.Ltd. 


The man-holes on the sewer from the school to the ceptic 
tank are away below the surface. This is a seroius drawback in 
locating any stoppage in the sewer. I am not suggesting that this 
should be remedied at present, as the tank should work satisfact- 
orily for some time, but should trouble arise again I would suggest 
that proper man-holes be put in. 


As this was an emergent case, I trust that these bills 
will meet with your approval.

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DESCRIPTION OF EQUIPMENT 


The oufit consists of a two-tube color 
comparator witha small transparent gaug- 
ing tube, calibrated both to measure or- 
tho-tolidin solution and to indicate free 
chlorine in parts per million. One of the 
color comparator tubes has a colorless 
glass base while the other is fitted with 
a colored glass which corresponds to a 
value of 0.05 parts of chlorine per million. 

The color comparator tubes are opaque, 
the interior walls being threaded. This 
construction eliminates the errors due to 
light refraction which are experienced 
when glass tubes are used and also over- 


comes difficulties in reading due to reflec 
ted light from the sides of the tubes.

I would draw your attention to the following 
paragraph on Page 8 of Inspector Hamilton's report on the 
schools in The Pas Agency, which concerns the Mackay Indian 
Residential Schooli:- 


"All doors leading to the fire escapes are locked, 
The Principal and Matron claim they can do nothing 
@lse as the children run away at every opportunity." 


I am of the opinion that this is terrible 
thinge In the event of a fire taking place at this school, 
we would undoubtedly have a repetition of what has taken 
place in recent fires at schools in the north; there would 
be a panic, the children would pile up in front of the 
doors, and in all probability there would be a great loss 
of life. 


In my opinion instructions by wire should 
be issued to the Principal to have the locks taken off these 
doors at once.

Sir,- 


The Department wishes to refer to the question 
of fire escapes at the Mackay Indian Residential School. 
I understand that the doors are locked and that two 
members of the etaff are appointed to each dormitory, with 
keys in their possession to open doors leading to fire 
escapes. This precaution is not sufficient and I have 
to authorize you or the Reverend Principal to have extra 
keys made for these fire escapes immediately. They should 
be placed in little boxes hung at each door and the front 
of the boxes to be made of glass, which can be broken in 
the event of fire. In addition to the two members of the 
staff who are responsible for the dormitory and for the 
exits, there should be in the two beds closest to the 
fire escapes the most responsible pupils in the school, 
who will have strict instructions as to what action 
they should take in the event of fire. in the case of 
the dormitories for small boys and small girls, at least 
one of the oldest and most reliable pupils should be in 
the dormitory and should sleep at the fire exit. 

Further, regular fire drill 5s uld be held at various 
times during the day but particularly when the res 
are in the dormitories. The night watchman, of course, 
must be a thoroughly reliable man, who will constantly 
patrol the building during the night. 


I am sendi an extra copy of this letter to 
the Reverend Principal for his information. 


You may spend, approximately, 
and labour in repairing the cupboards 
room at this school. You should, also, arrange 
metal binding on the edges of the linoleum on the dining 
room tables. Brass tape is quite suitable for this 
Be. The materials needed should be purchased from 
ndicated sources.

acid. The glass jars do not deteriorate. 

With the addition of the Principals residence, the load has 
increased singethe present battery was installed, and it 
would be an advantage to instal a larger battery.

Col. Mermagen, Assistant Secretary-Treasurer of 
our Commission, visited the Mackay School during the month 
of August, and in his report recommended that the Principal 
be instructed to take up with the Indian Agent the question 
of having the steel pole fire escapes which were removed 
some years ago, reinstalled. When these poles were removed, 
wooden stairways were built to take their place, and he 
describes these as being "steep, flimsy and a positive 
menace". Why the steel poles were removed, and the wooden 
Stairways supplied to take their place, I am, at the moment, 
unable to determine, but the poles are still there, and as 
they could be installed without incurring any great 
expenditure, and the wooden stairways removed, our Commission 
recommend that you instruct your representative at The Pas to 
take the matter up with the Rev. Prkncipal Fraser, and heave 
this part of the school's fire protection system placed on a 
more satisfactory basis. A few years ago you authorized the 
installation of steel poles at our Lao la Ronge School, and 
these have proved very satisfactory at that institution. Our 
Commission believe that it would be a wise procedure to have 
the steel poles re-installed at the Mackay School. 


While writing about this matter I beg to state that 
the Assistant Secretary-Treasurer of our Commission in his 
report referred to the need of a new barn, and of an ice house 
at this school, and our Commission sincerely hope that provision 
may be made in the departmental estimates for the fiscal year 
1933-34 to build the same.

In November, 1929, the Department received a letter 
from the Assistant Deputy Minister of Public Works in Winnipeg, 
in which he stated that the MacKay Residential School had 
recently been visited by the Building Inspector of the town 
of The Pas. In commenting on the Building Inspector's report, 
2e Aeneas Deputy Minister's letter reads, in part, as 

ollows:- 


“Reference is made to the brass rod fire escape 
system. This, as an efficient fire escape, went out 
of date in Manitoba long ago and the only fire escape 
we consider satisfactory is the stairway type or, 
better still, the metal chute.” 


Following consideration of this report, the Indian 
Agent was instructed to install the stairway type of fire 
escape. I note from your recent letter that Col. Mermagen 
states that these are “steep, flimsy and a positive menace" 
and, in view of this report, the Department is writing to the 
Agent. 


The need of a new barn and an ice house at the MacKay 
School has been noted but, at the present time, the Department 
is not in a position to state if funds will be available for 
their erection next year.

Mr. Inepector Hamilton, who recently 
visited the MacKay Indian Residential School in Sept- 
ember, last, reports as follows regarding the toilets:- 


"The toilets, especially in the girls' 
dormitories, were very offensive and certainly 
have not been properly looked after. I pointed 
this out to both Mr. Fraser and the Matron, as 
there is no reason why these cannot be kept 
clean, and the ones in the dormitories should 
certainly receive special attention. The bath- 
tubs were also dirty and had not been Looked 
after since last being in use." 


You should draw this matter to the attention of the 
Prineipal. There does not appear any reason why 
these toilets and bathtubs cannot be kept in a clean 
and sanitary condition. 


The Inspector states further that the boys 
were dressed in overalls and shirts, some of which 
were ragged and untidy. This matter should also be 
drawn to the attention of the Principal and he should 
arrange to see that this condition is remedied at the 
earliest possible date. 


Further, the Inspector drew attention to the 
menu served the pupils. He states that, for the noon 
meal, no butter or lard is served, that the children 
receive only water to drink and that desserts are not 
served at this meal. He also reports that the supper 
meal appears rather light, in view of what the pupils 
receive for dinner. It is considered that the child- 
ren should be given either milk or a hot drink - tea 
or cocoa - with the noon meal. You might report whether 
milk is served the pupils and the quantity used at the 
gchool each day. Milk is an important item of diet, 
especially for the younger children. 


Attention is drawn to the case of one of the 
pupils who had been placed in St. Anthony's Hospital 
to receive treatment for an infectious skin disease. 
The Inspector considered that this child could quite 
well have been cared for at the school and isolated

The Inspector refers to a complaint of 
the Principal, that he is unable to keep a water 
pressure sufficient to be of much use in case of 
fire. The pressure tanks are new, anf there is no 
reason why they will not stand the required pressure. 
The Principal should give this matter serious atten- 
tion. 


I may add that the Department is taking up 
with the church authorities the matter of an improve- 
ment in the staff at this school. They are being 
requested especially to appoint a competent engineer- 
meehanic to look after the plant and machinery. 


The Inspector has requested that a new 
hospital bed be provided. You may obtain pices, from 
a firm on the list to receive consideration, for the 
supplying of a hospital bed and mattress, if same is 
required. If there are no firms at The Pas handling 
this equipment, you should secure prices from Simmons 
Limited and the Parkhill Bedding Company, both of 
Winnipeg. The prices should be forwarded for the 
consideration of the Department.

In reply to your letter 128-1-5 of the 18th, 
instant, I beg to advise you I inspected the Mackay 
Indian Residential School, The Pas, on the 25th,instant. 

The toilet in the Junior girl's dormitorie is 
broken beyond repair and is very offensive. All the other 
toilets and bathtubs have been cleaned and are now in 
quite good order. 

At the time of Mr.Hamilton's visit to this school 
it was the end of the quarter, and since then the pupils 
have received a new issue of clothes, and all looked well 
dressed at the time of my visit. 

I took up the menu question, and was assured the 
children would be served lard and cocoa at the noon meal. 
For breakfast, porridge with milk and sugar is served also 
milk with their cocoa. Milk is not served as a drink though 
11 gals., per day , an average for the past ten months has 
been used at the school. 

Regarding water pressure in the case of fire. 1 
took this matter up with the Principal, and had an actual 
test on the top floor of the school. the pumps were started 
and inside of three minutes we had a force of water 14 ft., 
high with 30 lbs of pressure registered on the tanks and 
another 10 lbs could have been supplied if necessary. 

ur.E.Bicknell the new engineer-mechanic at the 
school has no engineer's papers at the present time, but 
assured me that he would sit for examination in Decr.,1952.

Re The McKay Indian Boarding School Heating Boiler. 


I have inspected this boiler as per your request, with 
special reference to the Iron Arch & brickwork above 

the same. 

The arch is down very low and the brickwork has fallen 
into the firehole. This has left the flue open direct 
to boiler end, at the front, i.e. above the firedoor. 
The iron arch is very badly warped, and it is very doubtful 
whether or not it can be used again. 

It is generally conceded the iron arch is a thing of the 
past, and I would respectfully suggest to you that it be 
dispensed with in favor of Plibrico Jointless Firebrick. 
This would replace the iron arch, also the brickwork 
above it. 

For a return tubular boiler, this is the most logical 
thing to use. 

Ore installed in apoiler of this class, it eliminates 
the necessity of taking down the outside brickwork to 
get the iron arch in. It can be economically repaired, 
as any burnt portion, (say near the firebars at the side) 
can be cut out and a new portion dovetailed in. 

I attach hereto an estimate for this work, and await your 
further commands.

I have been directed to acknowledre receipt 
of your letters of the 31st ultimo and 4th instant, 
regarding the inventory which you forwarded of the 
property remaining on hand at the MacKay Indian Resi- 
dential School after the building was destroved by 
fire. The difficulty in deciding the ownership as 
between the Department and Church authorities has been 
noted, 


In this connection it is considered that the 
authorities of the M.S.C.C. should appoint an officer 
either the Rev. Mr. Fraser, the Principal, or another 
party - and that you or Mr. Agent Lovell should arrance 
with the person appointed by the Church authorities for 
a selection of the stock, equipment and supplies remain- 
ing on hand. If the Church authorities can use this 
equipment at some of the other residential schools 
conducted under their auspices, and will provide the 
cost of the transfer, they should be given the benefit 
of any doubt as to ownership. When their selection 
has been made, they should arrange as soon as possible 
to have the supplies distributed, 


Rerardinge the cows, it is considered that, as 
the Department some time aro supplied nine cows, 
although only three of the original number remain, the 
original number, viz., nine, should be traneferred to 
this Department. The cows transferred to this Depart- 
ment should be sent to either the Nelson House Reserve 
or the Cedar Lake Indians, »s decided by the Arent and 
yourself. The cost of transportation should be kept 

jas low as possible. 


Regarding the horses, it is considered that at 
v least three should be transferred to this Department. 
iN . If this number are acquired, they should be issued to 
Vad the Indians at Moose Lake and Cedar Lake. If the team 
of colts ie turned over to the Department, they should 


i kept for use in connection with the work of the Arent, 
Wo

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Doctor and Nuree. The sorting out of the horses, and 


disposing of those turned over to this Department, will 
be left in the hands of the Agent and yourself. 


Any of the waggeons, harrows, disc, plows, sleirrhs, 
and other farm machinery, ncauired by the Department may 
be issued to the Indians on those reserves as decided by 
the Arent and yourself. However, if the Church authori- 
ties can use any of this equipment at their schools, they 
are to have the choice. 


It is noted that the Principal wishes to purchase 
the dining-room suite and range in the principyl's 
residence. Provided he offers a price considered fair, 
you may sell same to him, and forward the proceeds to 
the Department. 


The Acent should arrenge for the proper etorare in 
one of the buildings at the school of the electric light- 
ing equipment, eas engines, pressure pump, etc., as this 
equipment could later be shipped to one 02 other of our 
residential schools. 


Regarding the boiler, two pressure tanke, small 
water pump and jacket heater, the Agent and yourself 
should decide the action to be taken in preserving this 
equipment. 


The Department will approve of the Rev. Mr. Fraser 
occupying the orincipal's residence until the end of 
June, next. He should be of assistance in disposing 
of the supplies, implements, stock, etc., on hand. 

The Department ie anxious that all the equipment be 
disposed of and removed from the present premises as 
soon ar possible, and will leave the matter in the 
hands of the Arent and yourself, acting in conjunction 
with the officer appointed by the Church authorities. 


You will be advised later regarding the disposal 
of the motor boat and engine for same, which, it is 
noted, is dismantled and atored in the warehouse. 


An accurate list should be kept and forwarded to 
the Department later as to the disposal of all equipment. 


Please take this matter up with the Church authori- 


ties in Winnipeg and the Agent at The Pas at vour early 
convenience,

After the work has been completed, 
please forward a certified voucher, in trivlicate, covering 
the cost. 


The Department recently received from Mr. Inspector 
Hamilton an inventory of the property remaining on hand at the 
school. It would appear that there is some difficulty in 
deciding the ownership as between the Department and the Church 
authorities. The Inspector has been requested to arrance with 
you and the officer appointed by the Church authorities for the 
disposition of the stock, equipment and supplies remaining on 
hand. The Department is anxious thet all this equipment be 
disposed of and removed from the present premises as soon as 
possible.

With further reference to Lbepartment 
28-1-5 dated April 7th, in company 
t Lovell and the Rev. Mre Fraser, 
a @ivision of the property remaining 
MacKay Indian Residential School, and attached 
list showing the distribution of same. 


The property retained by our Department was 
issued, as far aspossible, to meet the reouests set 
forth in the Estimates. The scales and gates are not 
needed at The Pas and no doubt at a later date can 
be transferred to some of our farming agencies. 


One of Mre Fraser's sons has kept the light- 
ing plant in operation and the batteries up to the 
required charge. The Delco Light people state that 
these batteries, once having been charged, deteriorate 
cuickly if neglected in this respect. The batteries 
and switchboard were supplied last fall at an approx- 
imate cost of $800.00, and I would not want anything 
to happen to them when no doubt there is some school 
or agency where they could be used. Mre Lovell 
intimated that they might be sent to the Guy Residential 
Schoole However, ae it was impossible, just at this 
period of the year, to get in communication with Father 
Doyon, the Principal, I am not in a position to say whether 
they are required or not. if the Department have no other 
place in mind where they wish the equipment to be sent, 
this matter could be considered as soon as communication 
opens upe

It was impossible to move the cattle as the 
ice had not gone out of the river and yet was not safe 
to cross. As soon as the river opens, the cattle will 
be placed in charge of a white man who is willing to look 
after them for the milk during the summer. Next winter 
six head will be shipped to Nelson House. The other four 
head of cattle and a team of horses will be taken to 
Chemawawin (Cedar Lake) and Moose Lake as soon 468 the 
river opens up. The machinery has already been moved 
from the school premises. 


I experienced no difficulty in making the 


division of property and was assured by the Reve Mre 
Praser and Dr. Westgate that they were entirely satisfied.

It ie noted that no difficulty arose in making @ 
division of this equipment. The srrangements for 
the care of the cattle until they can be forwarded 
next Winter to Norway House is approved. 


You have been advised in a separate 
communication regarding the storing and care of the 
lighting plant. At the vreeent time, the Department 
4s not aware of any residential echool requiring equip- 
ment of this nature. It is noted Mr. Arent Lovell 
hae intimated that it be sent to the Guy Residential 
School. Should the Guy School require same, the 
Devartment might be favourably disposed to having 
it sent there. 


If the Rev. Mr. Fraser does not purchase 
the dining-room suite and range, same could be stored 
in the agency warehouse after the Principal vacates 
the residence. 


Regarding the request that remuneration be 
made to Howard Fraser, who has been looking after the 
etock, engine room and keeping the batteries up to 
the proper charge, I have to say thet the Department 
is not prepared to allow him payment for these services.

The Generator, --- It is in pretty dirty condition,and 
needs cleaning, also there ig to much end play. It seems to 
me that a ball race is broken, but of course I am not sure 
what the fault is because 45 yet I have had no authority to 
everhaul it, but I knew that the end play should be taken 
eut of it before becomes damaged to much. 

Also it needs new brushes , (carbon. ) 


Belts,--- there is only one belt that is in good cendit 
-ion,It belongs to the lighting plant, The pump belt is 
in peor Gondition, as it is made up ef short lenghhs, and 
is always breaking apart. 

Now Sir, I have covered all your machinery and I have 
tried te let you underatand just what machinery you have up 
here, and their condition, and alse the repairs that are 
neededthat these engines might give gatisfactery & ecenomica 

eal service in future. 


As I shall soon run out of fuel-oil, Iwish you would 
allow me to get some, that I may keep the vatterries 
up to their full capacity.

Relative to our telephone conversation in conne ction 
with the 56 cell type KXH-13 rebuilt Exide battery located at 
The Pas, you have suggested that inetructions have been given 
to have this battery dry stored until euch time 4s it will be 
required for future use elsewhere. 


We would strongly recommend that thie should not be 
done but that instead the battery be flushed to the water line 
found on the jar, completely charged at a suitable rate (not more 
than 12 amperes) until all celle are gassing freely and the 
hydrometer does not show 4n dnorease in grevity for three hours, 
taking readings at intervals of one hour. 


The foregoing being done it can be aeeumed that the 
battery is completely charged. We would then suggest that the 
cells be disconnected at the terminals, the top of the cell 
cleaned and all moisture removed, and the pattery be allowed 
to remain in this condition until such time as it is disposed of. 
This oan be done in ite present location quite satisfactorily 
providing once every month to six weeke the battery is given 
a emall charge or boost. If no one is available at the battery's 
present location, I am satisfied e reasonable charge would be 
made by @ local battery dealer to maintain the cells for say 
@ period of one year in their present condition. 


We believe removing the acid and disturbing the element 
is more harmful to the battery than the general wear and tear 
that takes place if the element remained in solution. In addition 
it ie a costly process to remove the acid as well as replace it 
and bring the battery back to full charge. 

In making the foregoing recommendation we are a&esuming 
that the Department will have use for thie battery at some time 
within a year in some other location.

In the comprehensive list of requirements for our 
Society's Schools for the fiscal year 1938-39, which I forwarded 
to you on the 15th inst., a new school on the Hudson Bay Railway 
was included. Shortly after I posted my letter to you I received 
the following information from the Reve DeLee Greene, BeA-, Rector 
of the Anglican Parish in The Pas, Manitoba: 


"There is a magnificent outfit of buildings at Cormorant 
Lake-property of the Air Base-that are lying idle. The 
suggestion has been made by someone-that they would 
make an excellent plant for an Indian School. Cormorant 
is at "ile 42, Hudson Bay Railway." 


I myself know nothing whatever about these buildings, and 
while the location appears to me to be too much to one side of the 
vast area to be served by the school required, I thought it well to 
forward the information to you for any action you may feel disposed 
to take in the matter. Should the buildings mentioned be made 
available for the use of your Department, and should you agree to 
their being adapted to Indian Residential School work under the 
management of our Society, I would gladly undertake to inspect them 
in company with any representative of your Department you might 
name, and furnish you with a report of their suitability for the 
purpose suggestéd. hile I am of the opinion that these buildings, 
considering the purpose for which they were originally established, 
are not likely to prove suitable for a large and permanent Indian 
Residential School, I feel that there is a possibility they might 
be made to serve for a few years for a limited number of pupils, 
until funds are available to provide the permanent structure 
required. 
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As the need of a School for the Anglican Indian children 
in the vast area between the Pas and the Western shore of Hudson 
Bay, has been dealt with in my letter of the 15th inst., I need 
not deal further with it now, but our desire to give these 
children the benefits which such a School would provide has 
prompted me to furnish you with the information received about 
the buildings at Cormorant Lake.

Immediately after receiving your letter of November 
29th last, #128-1-5 re the above-mentioned buildings, I 
arranged with the Rev. David L. Greene, BeAe, Rector of Christ 
Church at the Pas, Man., to visit Cormorant Lake, and furnish 
the additional report you desired. His report reached me 
yesterday, and a copy of the same is enclosed herewith, 
accompanied by a sketch showing the relative location of the 
puildings. 


As the Anglican Indians in the area between The Pas 
and the western shores of Hudson's Bay number 2,270 the need 
of Residential School facilities for their children is quite 
obvious, and while some of the buildings at Cormorant Lake 
might be utilized for this purpose for a limited period, and 
also for a limited pupilage, the need can only be adequately 
met by the erection of a school building with a cppacity of 
200 pupils, either at this or some other place along the 
Hudson Bay Railway, a8 soon as sufficient funds can be secured 
for this purpose. 


As the need of this institution has been incorporated 
in the comprehensive list of requirements submitted by our 
Commission to your Department each year for a number of years 
past, I trust thatesome way may soon be found of meeting the same.

Dear Doctor Westgate:- 


In compliance with your request I looked over 
these buildings on Monday and am favourably impressed with their possibili- 
ties for a temporary séhool sat least. I have sketched a rough plan of the 
layout and will refer to the buildings in order as they appear from the 
left side of paper. 

1. This is a frame building approximately 22' x 42". It was the 
men's sleeping quarters and the caretaker told me it had 17 beds. It is 
lined with gyproc and at present is ocoupied by the caretaker and his wife 
who say it is a very comfortable house. 

2. This is a large log construction. Logs are varnished and 
present a beautiful rustic appearance. It was the Officers Mess eto. The 
width is approximately 21'. There are two rooms each 33* long. The cantre 
room was the main dining room. Then comes a 12' room which was officers’ 
dining hall separated from the lounge or common room by an arch. The lounge 
4g 19' long and has a nice fireplace. The kitchen 22' square opens into 
main dining room. It is well equipped with cupboards, etc. and still has 
a large range for cooking. Outside of kitchen is an ample sefrigerator 
for use with ice. Over the front entrance is a commodious verandah. 

3. Thies is a frame building also lined with EYPTOC. It is 22' by 42' 
and divided into three rooms- a large common room and two bedrooms 12 x ll. 
It was the Officer's quarters. 

4. This was the store room about 22' x 50. It is lined with gyproc 
and is divided as indicated in sketch, The flooring is not so good as the 
others being rough spruce.

It is about 32' x 48' and would make two admirable 
school rooms. Along the side of this room are the electric light engine room, 
furnace rooms, end coal bin, Thé dynamo has been removed but the whole plant 
is = for lighting. The furneee is. still there but the blower has been 
removed. 

There are some smaller constructions such as oil houses, gas tanks, and 
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workeho There is alao a bath house equipped with showers (which I have 
used in-uays past.) 


Generel; Since these buildings were erected by the Government, they 
are well built and being lined wit. roc are quite usable in 
winter. Of course I do not know what the Air Force would have to reserve 
for their reefuelling servive but there should be ample ace left for a 
achool of thirty-five or forty children in my opinion. buildings are 
Micely situated on « high ety overlooking the lake. I would say that the 
proposition warrants further ooking into by yourself er some other member 
of the Commission and would suggest that the matter be followed up. If 
there are any questions you wish to ask me further I shall be pleased to 
try to answer. I would point out that the dimensions which I have given 
are not absolutely accurate for we did not go over it all with a rule, but 
they are approximately correct.

Your letter No.373371/1, of date the 16th instant received 
giving me authority to buy one hundred tons of hay, and in regard 
to the latter clause of same rdelearing the twenty acres of stumps 
and stones. I went into this matter fully with the Principal on 
the 26th of July, and the estimate of the cost of clearing the 20 
acres of stones and stumps, which is already cleared of suns uxt 
xtumps the bush, was § 400.00. This is one of the jobs that can 
not be very closely figuréd’on, and it would be almost impossible at 
the present time to get anyone to figure on a job of this kind. 

Mr Laronde can do this work cheaper than anyone else on account of 
the boys cheap labour. 

I would recommend thet the sum of $ 400.00 be granted for this 
work, the account for the expenditure to be certified to by the Agent 
I have instructed the Principal to\haul all the stone to the point 
on the Island where the bridge to the mainland will be erected at 
a later date. There is a low bank on the Island side which requires 
filling and the large quantities of stone to be removed can be used 


for making an embankment at that point.

In reply to gour letter Aug ist.191é,re 
request of tne Ven.Archdeacon Mackay,for road improve~ 
ments,I beg to report that the place he specifies for 
repairs,on this road,are certainly badly nee@éd, but I 
am under the impression,that $200.00 will not nearly 
cover the work required,on this section. 

During the Summer months,and with the except- 
ions of when the water,is high, the nackeg’ tf Diseot 
inaccessible,on account of the Swamp, which surrounds the 
Island, 

The specifications, given by the Ven,Archdeacon 
Mackay,merely covers the approaches,on the main land, 
and in order to fix the road, properly,it would require 
a four ft.Rock fill,over three hundred ft.long,and a 
thirty foot bridge,to connect the Island, with the main 
land, there is any quantity of stone,piled on the Mackay 
®chool grounds, that would eventually have to be hauled 
away,and could be used for t:is purpose,and at the same 
time clean the fiel&s,of rock. 

I intended to report on this before, but was 
informed by Mr,Inspector Jackson, that he had reported 
fully on the condition of this road,but that nothimg 
could be doneto it,yntil after the war.

1 i asked for, for the MacKay Boarding School. 
I think the land allowed by the Department of the 
Interior is fair. I cannot see that this school 
will ever be able to support a large number of 
cattle. I think twenty-five or thirty head 
will be the limit for summer parturage on this 
island, and although I like to see lots of hay 
ground in Reserve, the land which is fifteen miles 
away from this school has not, up to the present, 
been used for hay land, 


I understand that the reason the Department 
of the Interior wants to cancel lots 107, 109, 
111 and 113 is that this land is contained in 
what is known as the Sipanock Triangle, which 
is being surveyed at the present time, with a 
view of having it crained, and no dount the Dep- 
artment wishes to have control of all the lands 
in this section, to help pay for the drainage and 
development scheme, 


If we had ever used this land for hay grounds, 
I wokldcertainly ask that it be kept for Indian 
Department school purposes, but I cannot see that 
we have a very strong claim on it. 


The S.W. quarter of Section 23 and Fr. S.E. 
quarter of Section 22, ¥r. N.E, quarter of Section 
22 and Fr. J.B, auarter of section 27, Twp. 26, 
Range 27, West P.M, shoula be transferred to the 
Department of Indian Affairs.

Dear Mr. Waddy, 

With further reference to the hay-lands 
situated on the flats surrounding this island, 1 beg to report 
that owing to the unusually dry summer we were able to cut grass 
on portions of the land which are usually too wet. The whole 
of these flats is cut up by sloughs so that a large part of it 
is of no value as hayland. ven thie year we have notcut 
more than 70 tons and have cut all the grass suitable for the 
making of hay. In an average year we could not cut many of the 
parts which we were able to use this season. Often the whole 
of these flats is under water during the early part of the year 

At the present time we have 23 head of stock 
and 5 horses to keep during the winter so that there will not 
be very much hay to spare. The number of stock is constantly 
increasing:- last year at this time we had only 18 head as 
againet the 23 of this year. 

I believe that a little more of the land can 
be made suitable for hay as stock increases by getting rid of 
some of the willow.

The location of the school and hospital is 
something that I cannot understand, and it is hard to figure 
out what Inspector Jackson had in mind when he picked out 
this site, as it certainly would have been hard to find a 
more unsuitable place. he only way to get at the school 
at the present time from The Pas, is up the Saskatchewan 
River. During high water one can go up the river past the 
school and up the creek with 4 canos, but there is water in 
this creek only during the Spring floods so when they have 
subsided the creek again becomes dry. Therefore it is 
necessary to land at the bend of the Big Bddy about a mile 
from the school, and about half of this distance is through 
a marsh. I wish to point out that the matter of getting 
in and out from the school is a vital question, and some thing 
that should be looked into. The Prinecival was of the opinion 
that a tunnel could be dredged through the marsh from the 
river in front of the school 80 that they could get up ana 
down with a canoe. I however, from what experience I have 
had, think that this would be impracticable, 4s the tunnel 
would gradually fill up with mud as the water would be 
practically still. I am of the opinion that the most 
economical and satisfactory method would be to put & 
road across the mrsh.. The distance I have mentioned is 
about half a mile and this could be filled up with brush and 
logs. As there sre piles of stone that the school has nauled 
off the cultivated land these could be put on the top of 
the brush and logs in the winter time. During the month of 
August, I was informed, this mirsh dries up pretty well. At 
that time with a couple of slushes the stones and brush could 
be covered with earth and in this way a good road could 
be made across the rsh, thus making the school much more 
accessible. ‘To do this it will be necessary for the 
Department to give the school some assistance. 


The matter of hay land for the school is another 
important question. There is no hay on the Island where the 
school is situated and during the last two years they have rad 
to go seven or eight thiles to get sufficient hay for tieir 
stock. ‘Ther is good hay section across the river from the school 
which they have been endeavoring to get from the Department of 
the Interior without success. TI understand it is held under 
lease by Mr. McNeil of the Pas. Steps should be taken, 88 soon 
as this land is available, to reserve it for the use of the 
school, as it is the only hay land in the vicinity of the 
Island, and is certainly very badly needed by the school.

With reference to Department file 
#128-1-9 on the subject of procuring hay for the 
use of the School at The Pas, I have to advise you 
that permission to cut hay on section 15-56-27- 
West lst., arrived too late for the Principal of 
the School to take advantage of it. He had already 
eut 150 tons in other places, and it is considered 
that this quantity will be sufficient. 


I should like however to revert to 
the question of procuring for the School authorities 
the haying rights on this section. The information 
I have is that Mr. MoNeil who holds these rights at 
present doées 60 under an agreement to use the hay 
for cattle which hé intended to graze on the lend, 
but that he has no animals but still desires to 
retain possession. If Mr. MoNeil is not carrying 
out the terms under which the grazing lease was 
allowed him I think it ghould be cancelled, and the 
privilere accorded to the school authorities who 
can and will make use of the land for their stock.

I wish to bring to your attention that 
in Mr. Inspector Christianson's report on the Pas 
Agency, on page 12 under the heading of Schools he 
refers to the scarcity of hay, and mentions that there 
ig a hay section across the river from the McKay School 
which they have been endeavouring to get from the 
Department of Interior, without success. This land 
was at that time held under lease by Mr. Mclleil of 
The Pas. I am now advised that Mr. McNeil's lease 
has expired. 


The section in question is 15-56-27, 
West of the Principal Meridian, and I would ask that 
the Department take this mtter up with the Department 
of Interior with a fiew of finding out what srrange- 
ments can be made to get this land for the use of the 
school. The information I have is that it is badly 
needed. The land is just across the river from the 
school and it would be only a short distance to haul 
the hay in the winter time, whereas at present, I 
believe, they are hauling their hay seven or eight 
miles.

Sept-, 
apparently the Authorities of my society in Winnipeg, 
have made a mistake, in that it was not information re 
leasing this land, but i8 it possible to have this land 
transferred to the Maekay Boarding School, that was 
desired. 


In a letter to Ottawa to the Leputy 
and Secretary of Indian Affairs, in July last year, I 
pointed out that if we were able to secure Section 16 
in the above manner, that portion of the S-B. % Sec. 
22, lying North of the River the N.E. ¢ Sec. 22 and 
that portion of the S.W. ~ Sec. 27 not covered by the 
waters of Reader Lake and not included in the limits of 
the Indian xeserve could be returned to the Dominion 
Lande in return for section 15. 


I feel sure that the School would ever 
be in your debt if such a transaction could be accomplished 
as it would not only guarantee sufficient hay, but wuld 
help us to put our farming activities on 4 paying basis, 
and I sincerely trust that you can assist us in this matter. 


Might I take the Liberty to trouble you 
again and ask you, if any Grants have been made yet, 80 
that it may be possible to have thenecessary repairs made 
here ere winter sets in, which I mentioned in my letter of 
the 28 of June, and which you answered to the contrary 
in your letter of the 23 ultimo No. 205-114.

This Department considers that it is necessary 
to have more lund at the dis,osal of the WacKay Inaian 
bo. rdin® school at The Pas. In order that » proper emount 
of stock can be muintained by the school,it is of course 
necessary to provide sufficient foreze. The ha, supply in 
thie locslity is,ss you are no doubt sware,one which varics 
very greatly from season io season on account of the excess 
of floodins in the Saskatenewan waters. For instance,in the 
month of December it w reported to the Department that 
slready a portion of the hay lands belonging to the sehnool 
were partly submerged and that this fact, together with the 
spring floods,would prevent sny hay being available on those 
rortione next veason. The island on which the school stands 
ie composed chiefly of rock and low lying land; as s result 
there is a very small “creage surrounding the building which 
may be cultivated. It is necessary that ihe naturel hey 
supply be supplemented vy cultiveted crops. 


While the arrangement which now exists with tne 
Controller of Timber and Grazing,as set forth in his letter 
of eath July laet (copy of which is enclosed) sugments the 
naturel hey supply considerably,it does not ,rovide the De- 
partment with the opportunity of cultivating Such portions 
of this land as are guitable for the pur,vcse of raisin, extra 
forage.

I have the honor to reply to your letter 
#128-1-9 of the 7th,instant re chicken house and 
fence at the MacKay Res. School, The Pas, Man. 


I beg to state that I visited the school 
on the 14th,instant and took this metter up also 
inspected the buildings and fence in question. 


I find that the chicken house forms part 
of a workshop also covers a root house. Removing 
the chicken house alone would not in my mind better 
the situation. It seems to me impossible to move 
the buidding until Spring on account of the vegetables 
stored therein, as this is the only building available 
for the root house. With a little alteration I think 
these buildings would come in very useful for work- 
shops in connection with the training that the Dept. 
intend to install in this séhool. 


Re the fence on girls playground, I would 
recommend that this be deferred until Spring as the 
ground is frozen to a considerable depth, also posts 
and pickets are not in too good a condition. Posts 
could be procured ready for operation and the play- 
ground enlarged as soon as the building’ z oved. 


For your information I may say that the 


present instructor Mr. Gibson is hopeless and all 
my instructions have failed to move him.

Tne work-shop is a very old building, the studdings at 
foot are not good. It has a concrete floor, and consequently no 
floor-joists to work on. 

The hen-house is joined on to the work-shop and is 
practivally in the same condition. 

I would suggest that the two buildings be taken apart 
and the lumber be used in building a proper hen=house@. 

There is a concrete foundation which can easily ,be used, 
two or three bags of cement being all that would put Tt in order. 
This foundation is in line with the barn, and was formerly used 
for a pig-pen. 

As it is impossible to say how much lumber it would 
require in making this change, I would ask your approval to have 
the work done by day's work. I do not think it would require a 
great quantity. 

Regarding the enlargement of the girls playground, this 
also would have to be done by day's work, and I would ask your 
authority to purchase posts and wire for same. 

All of which I would respectfully submit for your early 
approval.

Sir:e- 


I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 2lst ultimo #128-1-14, referring me to Department 
Letter 128-1-14 of June 25th, and my letter #206-11A of 
October 8th concerning the purchase of stock for the 
McKay Indian Residential School. 


I note that you are in receipt of a communication 
in connection with this matter from br. Westgate, in which 
he complains that the animals received were much inferior 
to those which were destroyed; that one of the cows had a 
hoof so greatly enlurged as to compel her to walk on the 
ball of her foot, and that this cow was minus the brush 
on her tail, also that another of the cows is so hard to 
milk that it is with difficulty any milk can be extracted 
from her. 


In the first place I would point out that we were 
only buying grade Holstein cows, not thoroughbred Holstein 
cows, and that the price which we paid for these cows was 
about one-third what we would have paid had we been buying 
thoroughbred Holsteins. However, it was milk producers 
we were after and I believe that a fine lot of cattle wore 
sent to the McKay School, notwithstanding Dr. Westgate's 
report to you.

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On receipt of your letter I took this matter up 
with Inspector Christianson, who happened to be in the office, 
and had him write me a report which is enclosed herewith. 

You will note from the Inspector's report that the seven cows 
and a bull which were shipped to the liciay School were part of 
a herd that was purchased by the Department. The other part 
were sent to the Pine Creek School. You will also note the 
report which I received from the Principal of the Pine Creek 
School, whom I believe to be a practical man. lie is very 
grateful Zor the cattle which he received, and is well 

pleased with them. 


The chances are that if one of the cows at the 
licay School has an enlarged hoof it is a temporary ailment. 
She probably needs her toes trimmed so as to throw the weight 
on tne hooZ’ proper, instead of on the ball of her foot, and 
I doubt very much whether vr. Westeate or lire Bird would

understand this, neither,oL them being a practical man. 


So far as I am concerned, I do not think that the 
Department should be called upon to replace any o- the animals 
that have been sent there. T have every confidence in 
Mre Christianson's judgement in this matter, which appears 
to be well backed up by the Principal of the Pine Creek school, 
who received ten out of the seventeen cattle purchased. 


Mre White, who supplied the cattle, was recommended 
to me by the Department of agriculture here. I have had 
dealings with him before; I know the man well, and I know his 
stocke Wie bought cattle from lir. White for other points 
and the parties who received them were well satisfied. 


If br. Westgate was expecting thoroughbred Holsteins 
which would cost the bepartment in the neighborhood of 3260.00 
to 3300.00 a head, he might as well be given to understand 
clearly that it was never the intention of the Department to 
Supply animals of this type.. 


I do not suppose that vr. Westgate can be stopped 
from making complaints and finding fault, as he appears to 
be doing wherever he goes, but it is not very satisfactory 
to have this sort of thing going on all the time. The 
Department's officers have some intelligence.

Dear Dr. Westgateie 


With reference to your letter of the 9th instant 
which arrived to-day, re the cattle dgupplied by the Department 
to take the place of those destroyed by order of the Veterinary 
Surgeon. 

When the Veterinary Surgeon visited us the first 
time, one cow was ordered to be killed, at his second visit, 
six cows and the bull were ordered to be destroyed, this was 
done, on his third visit during the first week in July another 
cow was destroyed by his orders, 


The Agent was notified of the results of each visit 
to the Veterinary Surreon, the last notification was during the 
first week in July, when Mr, Bishop the Surgeon and myself 
informed Mr, Waddy in his office that another cow had been 
destroyed, 

About the second or third week in August, as I 
arrived in The Pas by Canoe, I observed seme cattle being 
loaded on a barge, on investigation I found that they were 
for the Mackay School, on seeing the Agent i mentioned what 
poor condition they were in, and that it was not with travellin-, 
and that one cow had an enlarged hoof and the end of her tail 
nipped off (minus the Brush), He mentioned that he had milked 
them that morning, and found one cow was #0 hard to milk that it 
took him all his time to milk her as her teats were very hard 
to squeeze, I asked him how it was that the full number had not 
been supplied to replace those destroyed, and was supprised to 
find thet the last cow killed had ret been reported. He was 
leaving that day to go to Regina. n the day he returned Mr, 
Grant and I met him on the Street, and he expressed the hope 
that I had not put in a very adverse report on the new cows 
to your office, giving us to understand that he had been up 
before Mr. Graham, but not telling us what transpired. I 
mentioned about the cow again and he Gaid that there was plenty 
of time to report about her at a later period, This ie the 
last I have heard in regard te the cows with the exception of 
receiving the papers of the bull, which I had applied for at an 
earlier date, Mr, Grant will corroborate the above statements 
if necessary. 

With reference to the qality ete. I ber to submit 
the following statements i- 

1. The animals supplied are very mich inferior to the 
old stock - take about 30 per-cent more feed to keep up. 
2. Ond cow had an overgrown toe and walked on the bali 
of the foot (this has improved somewhat) 
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The cow mentioned in No. 2 had her tail eut off 
at the end, there being no brush on the end, 
pets done at a recent date as the ond 

of the tail was raw, 


4 One cow is about as bard a cow to milk, as any 
cow that I have ever milked. 


I moot certainly do net eonsider that the animals 
supplied are in any way equal to the former etack, and this is 
the opinion of all who knew the former stock,

he “was quite sure the animals were all in goo 
shipped to the school". I beg to state further 
Commissioner Graham was informed that good grade "Holsteins were 
supplied" to this gcohool in place of the cattle destroyed, this 
information was not in harmony with the facts. The cattle which 
were destroyed were "good grade Holsteins,” while those which were 
supplied to take their place are, from my observation, of a very 
much inferior quality, and possess the defects set forth in the 
enclosed letter of the Prinoipal. 


I beg to request therefore that further consideration 
be given to the opinion set forth in the last paragraph of my let- 
ter of December 16th that three more cows be added to this herd, 
and suggest that an authorization be forwarded to me for the pur- 
chase to be made by the School Management, such authorization to

Thic authority is granted on the 
condition that the school will theuselves purchase 
the cow, You eheould see that o young bull of a 
type considered satisfactory by you is purchased, 
ind the animal secured should be free from tuber- 
culosis. 


The animal destroyed was, no doubt, not 
a totel loss, the carcass could be used for beef 


at the school or sold, ani it is considered that the 
value received should be applied by the school towards 
the purchase of the extra cow.

The younger 
pupils especially should receive milk each day, as it is 
one of the most important items in their diet. I shall 
be pleased to hear later regarding the quantity of milk 
supplied daily for the pupils use and whether you consider 
seme ample or not. It is thought thet thie school should 
have a sufficient number of cows to give all the milk 
necessury.

On the 8th. ultimo I wrote informing you that 
the Principal of the McKay Boarding School in The Pas 
agency had made a request to have a new bull purchased 
for his herd, in lieu of a cow which they were authorized 
to purchase some time ago. This authority was granted 
on condition that the school purchase the cow, as an 
additional cow was considered necessary and I wrote lr. 
Waddy to this effect. 


I am now in receipt of a letter from lr. Waddy 
in which he informs me that the Principal states he is 
not in a position to purchase a cow and this is, of course, 
not satisfactory. You are aware that the Nurse reported 
this school as not having an adequate supply of milk for 
the children. You are also aware that the Principal has 
stated that the cows which were sent to the school were not 
of a good quality. This is absolutely wrong; we have proof 
to show that he got real good cows from an accredited herd. 
I sent the Inspector all the way from Regina - a day's trip 
on the train - to see these cows, and he reported them as 
being highly satisfactory. Unless cows are properly fed 
they will not give the milk, no matter how well bred they 
may be. My own opinion is that they are not getting the 
proper feed.

Dear Sir:- 


I regret to have to direc: your attention once more to 
the stock which was supplied by your Department to the Mackay 
School in December 1925 to take the place of those which were 
destroyed by order of the Health of Animals Branch, but a letter 
which has just been received from the Principal in connection with 
the milk supply necessitates this action. 


On March 16th, last the Principal wrote to Mr. Indian 
Agent Waddy stating that as the bull had been kicked by ‘a horse 
and had to be shot, he requested, in view of the fact that as 
your Department had only supplied 7 cows in place of the 8 which 
had previously been destroyed by order of the Health of Animals 
Branch, a bull be purchased in place of the cow which was due, 
and to replace the bull which had recently been shot. 

In the Principal's letter just to hand and dated May 
5th, he states that your Department has agreed to buy a bull 
but accompanied this promise with the request that our Society 
Should purchase another cow as the nurse had reported that the 
younger children should have more milk. 


Before our Society can undertake to meet this addition 
expenditure, I beg to remind you, as briefly as I can, of the 
correspondence which has already passed between us in connection 
with the quality of the animals which were shipped to the Mackay 
School by Commissioner Graham towards the close of 1925. This 
correspondence is as follows:-

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In the light of the above correspondences it seems to 
me to be a reasonable request that your Department should 
purchase any additional cows requireds The animals supplied by 
Mr. Commissioner Graham were reported at the time of their 
arrival as utterly unsatisfactory, and our subsequent experience 
with them has fully confirmed the opinion set forth in that 
report. It does not seem to me, therefore, quite fair to our 
Society that we should be asked to meet any additional 
expenditure in connection with any increase in the milk supply 
which may be necessary st. the Mackay School, and I shall be 
obliged if you will reconsider this matter and 
Commission to purchase 2 more good grade cows in the immediate 
future.

Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 9th instant, with 
reference to the milch herd at the Mackay Indian Residential 
School. I have read your recapitulation of the corres pond- 
ence concerning the cows that were supplied by this Depart- 
ment some time ago. I do not consider there is any merit 
in asking for a further report from Mir. Indian Commissioner 
Grahan, of Kegina, who is responsible for the purchase, as 
this officer's statement has already been secured and has 
been made known to you. I have lately authorized the 
purchase of a bull and have written stating that the school 
authorities should seoure one milch cow. 


If you will see that one cow is purchased and paid 
for by the Society, the Department will pay for a second 
one, and you are authorized to arrange for the purchase. You 
may forward a properly certified voucher, in duplicate, 
covering the cost of the animal. I would suggest a price of 
not more than $90, f. o. b. The Pas. I should be grateful 
if you would write to the Rev. Principal immediately, 
explaining the Department's proposal, 80 that there will be 
no misunderstanding.

The cows are not giving much milk at present, 
though nine are milking, so the pupils are not receiving 
much milk. 


The feed for the live stock there is going to 
bw ty a problem this winter. Last summer there was 
a ood in the Saskatchewan valley and hay could not be 
procured until late in August, and then it was of very poor 
quality swamp hay. A little hay was cut on the land given 
the school two years ago but this was also flooded and is 
poor stuff.

fo support the above, the supply of hay on hand is only 
about 50 tons. It would first appear as if we should 
request the school authorities to beef the young steers, 
with hay at twenty dollars a ton here it will not pay 

to raise them just now. This would leave nineteen 
animals. There are two or three old cows here that could 
be beefed and cut down the expensive cost of feed also, 
put they would have to be replaced with others. If the 
school people eat the beef of the cows they could allow 
the value of this beef at time new cows are purchased, 
but I presume the Department would be asked to assume 

the balance. I am just suggesting these moves to save 
money, they could be avoided of course by supply of feed. 


In any case, the horses should be given & good 
supply of hay or they will die, they are losing flesh 
rapidly from lack of nourishment from the swamp hay. 

At least ten tons of first class hay should be provided 
for them very soon, and a supply of hay of good quality 
supplied for a few of the best milking cows.

If the work 
is to be done by the Public Works Departuent, we could not very 
vell gc further than this. If, on the other hand, it is €inally 
decided that we should do the work, the plans as already provided, 
with the outline of specifications which | will send herewith, 
would have been sufficient; vecause where work is to be dose at a 
place like Norway House, it is practically inyossible to cover 
every thins by minite specifications, and moh will have to be 
left to the judgment of the builder. If we were doing the work 
it is not likely that a contraét would be asked except for 
materials; but we would select a thoroughly competent and trust~ 
worth builder, pay him reasonable wages for the time he is em- 
ployed, and entrust hin with the task of getting up such a mild- 
ing as is required, not to exceed certain limits as regards cost. 
We have found Wew% in other instances that by this plan we got 
better ork, better material, and at less cost than by the ordine- 


ary contract plan. This will explain why the specifications 
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sent herewith are moh less mimte than they would heve been 
under other circumstances; indeed they are intended rather as 
general directions for the builder that may be employs® than as 
complete specifications upon which to base a contract. We 
would mech prefer that the Public Works Departuert would carry 
through the undertaking.

In re the plans and specification for the Indian 
Boarding School at Norway House, Man., the Department of the 
Interior has asked by letter dated 8th August last, (Ref.19442T ) 
to have the plans examined and to be notified if they are found 
satisfactory for a building of the purpose mentioned; I beg to 
report as follows;- 

The arrangement of the rooms, dormitories, &c., I 
consider satisfactory but in some parts of the structure a 
number of the joists that carry the dining room and dormitories’ 
floors are too light; they are specified to be 2" xX 10" and the 
epan between the supports is 18 feet. However, the Revd. Dr. 
Sutherland, as per extract from letter in 195270, states;~ 
“Tt had not been our intention to send complete plana and spe- 
cifications, but merely sufficient to indicate what size and 
kind of building we judged to be necessary." I would, however, 
sonsider it important that a proper specification should be 
prepared, as for inatance in the present specification, the 
plumber's clause merely states that provision is to be made to 
properly fix 2 baths and I2 wash-basine in the girle' wash roon 
and the same number in the poys' wash-room, but is neither sta- 
ted whether these baths, &¢., are to be made of iron, copper, 
slate or other material and no mention is made as to whether 
the pipes are to be of iron or lead. These remarps apply equally 
to the other works specified in the specification referred to.

About a year ago Rev, Dr Suther- 
land applied for the establishment of three boarding 
schools,two in the North-West and one in Manitoba 
at Norway house,The Minister approved of providing 
for the proposed boarding school at Norway house, 
and for making the usual per capita grant for 50 
pupils,he also decided that the other two schools 
asked for couldnot be provided ,nor could nything be 
given for the hospital ,Three thousand dollars was 
placed in the Estimates for last year for the Norway 

house school and Dr Sutherland was asked to furmsh 
plans ,The plans ,when supplied,called for an expendi- 
ture of about $12000 and a great part of the summer 
was spent in correspondence on rhis subject, 

Dr Sutherland urged that the Government 
undertake the erection of the building and nothing 
has been done so far towards commencing operations, 
The sum granted is to be revoted for next year ,and 
unless something is decided upon immediately,as to 
who is to put up the building and what it is to cost 
I do not see how it is to be compléted next year, 

Dr Sutherland wishes to know if the De- 
partment would concur in the expenditure of the money 
under the inspection of its own Agent on @ building 
such as could be erected for that amount ,leaving it 
to the future to make any enlargements that may be 
necessary, 

has not been the practice of the Depare 


ment 
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Department to contribute the whole cost of boarding 
school buildings,although I do not see that there 
is any objection to its doing so,if the title is 
vested in the Government,as boarding schools could 
in many cases,be made quite as serviceable as the 
so-called industrial schools and at nearly half the 
cost, 

Dr Sutherland complains that his Society 
has been discriminated against in the past in regard

Recent correspondence from Norway House conveys the im- 


pression that there is some misunderstanding at the Winni- 


peg Indian office respecting school work on the Norway 


House Reserve. It will be remembered that some two years 


ago a new school building was erected. When this was done 
T was given to understand by the Rev Mr McDougall that 


the school building was put on the present site with a 


wiew to the future needs of the Boarding school which was 
in contemplation; that is it was our understanding that 

the Boarding school pupils would be taught in the new 
school building, leaving the whole of the main building for 
the accomodation of the Boarding school pupils and staff.

I have the honour to forward the quarterly returns of the 
Norway House Boarding School for the September and December 
quarter;also Mr. Agent Short's report for March on the Rossville 
Day School and his report of his last inspection of the 
Boarding School at Norway House. These documents show @ 
peculiar state of affairs which is intensified by comparing 
the returns of the Boarding School and thos of the Rossville 
Day School for September and December quarters forwarded to 
the Department on the IIth.instant. 

T had had an inkling of the facts some months ago but 
as the returns were not received there was no necessity to call 
the attention of the Department just then. 

All the children of the Boarding school get their class 
training at the Day School and are shown on the returns of that 
school and the teacher,I presume is paid accordingly. On the 
other hand the pbuilding at the Boarding School is too amall 
to allow of any kind of a room for class purposes. It should 
more properly be called a Boarding House than a Boarding School 

The avestion is therefore whether,if the Day School is 
paid for the tuition of the poarders, these should also receive 
tuition grant at the Boarding School.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 2Ist.instant enclosing an extract from the annual report 
of the Norway House Boarding School referring to certain 
difficulties between the Princiyal of this school and the 
Indians of the reserve in regard to the education of the 
children. 

I may say that Mr.Hardiman was evidently not on very 
good terms with the parents and was consequently unsuccessful 
in his dealings with them - however, he has since been 
superseded, Mr.Hardiman was greatly in favour of compulsion 
as provided by law. Unf ortunately Section 8 of the Regulations 
issued in 1894 does not include this institution as a recog~ 
nized school as per clause 137 of the Indian Act. Therefore 
strictly speaking,compulsion cannot be enforced legally at 
this point. The Regulations could of course be amended, but 
I think the Indian Act itself should first be revised and 
consolidated. 

Further,even if compulsion could be exercised legally, 
there is no machinery for the purpose ~ no magistrate or 
constable to be found within reasonable distance, 

I have not heard of any trouble there since Mr.Hardiman 
left the school.

lowe loss has been an enormous one. 


At Norway House the deficit has been less, averaging 
as you will see a little under two thousam dollars por 
anmm, but the amount has varied considerable in different 
years. In this case also the deficit arises frem the 
4mpossibility of maintaining the school on the per capita 
grant. 

To sum up the whole, you will see that the loss te 
the Society on the three Institutions covering the 
respective periods mentioned aggregates nearly forty-one 
thousand dollars. In the case of similar Institutions, 
managed by other Societies where serious deficits have 
eceurred in the past, the usual practice of such goeleties 
or glurches jas been to appeal to the Department te 
reeoup the entire amounts thus expended over and above the 
por. capita grant, and in a good many eases (possibly ali 
of them for aught I know), the demend has been met. I 
am not disposed to urge a claim of that kind, but I de 
think that the Department might very well bear one-half 
of the deficiencies that have been incurred. One thing 
is eertain, we cannot proesed further on the present basis,

In referring to a conversation had with you 


a few weeks ago,Rev.Dr Sutherland has fb rwarded memor+ 

anda of income and expenditure in connection with the 

Norway House boarding school for the five years 1899— 

1904 inclustwe,which show mw defieikk an excess of erm 

penditure over the Government grant of $9786, 28. 

This he attributes to the impossibility of maintain- 
ng the school on the per c»pita grant. 

Dr Sutherland,in summing up the financial 
condition of this and the other two schools referred 
to (Red Deer and McDougall Orphanage) says that he 
thinks that the Department might very well bear one« 
half of the deficiencies that have been incurred. One 
thing he says is certaim,his Church cannot proceed 
further on the present basis and so far as he is 
concerned,he would rather abandon these schools altoe 
gether tham have to provide a large anmual defi- 
ciency out of money which has been given for a daiff- 
erentpurpose, 

Norway House boarding school is in receipt 
of a per capita grant of $%2.0@ for 50 pupils and 
there would appear to be no doubt that this amount is 
Wholly inadequate to pay for the maintenance and man- 
agement of a school in this locality. Im fact the 
boarding school grants are claimed by all. the miss- 


ionary societies carryingon institutions of this class 
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to be much too low and these societies claim that 
where they have mot already incurred a deficit , their 
resources have been over-taxed to maintain them, It 
would appear that the time has arrived that these 
grants should be readjusted and it would be far better 
to give them a reasonable living allowance than be 
called upon to pay deficits,which they claim have 
been incurred & lack of su@@icient funds being 
furnished by the Bm Government for their economical 
management.These boarding schoals have all been start- 
ed in the first instance by the missiomary socicties 
who accepted the conditions offered by the Govermme nt 
and it is for the Department to decide whether they 
will hold them to this arrangement. If the Depart- 
ment recognizes the right of the Methodist Church toxb 
be reimbursed for their outlay over and above the 

per capita grant,every other missionary society in 

the Dominion carrying on similar work will make lile 
claims,and it would take at least $100,000.00 to met

Deputy Superintendent General. 


The Department could not refuse to consider the 
liquidatimy of the deficit at the Norway House boarding 
school. So far as I am aware there were no special 
obligations placed upon the Methodist Church with refer~- 
ence to this school. The Department, therefore, occupies 
its old position in the matter. If we ever come to a re~ 
arrangement of the terms under which these schools are 
conducted and formulate a definite future policy with 


reference to schools,and there certainly seems to be 11ke- 


lihood of being able to do this at an early date, there is 
no doubt that we mkould have to begin by wopeing off all 


existing deficits, at least so far as they exist by reason 


of emall per capita grant and not owing to mismanagement. 
As there is no question of closing the school as 

there was in the case of Emmanuel College where the deficit 

was wiped out the other day, I think we might be content 

to allow the deficit to grow for a few months until we 

consider the broad question, The claims of this school as 


well as the others will then come up for consideration,

In accordance with your instructions I have investigated the 
charge against Mr.eLousley re Charles Clyne. I find that the hoy 
was dressed in a heavy suit of clothes bought from the H. B. Co. 
less than five weeks before. He had on a pair of woollen under 
sox and a heavy pair of shanty sox under a good pair of mocca~ 
sins. He with others were engaged that morning in carrying water 
from the lake to the house and had an opportunity to warm him- 
self about every five minutes. There was a small hole in his 
pante and he went upstairs to change them at the time the matron 
was examining the dormitory. On turning down his bed clothes 
she found his bed all wet. He seemed to be too lazy to get up 
at night to use the urinal. When punished for this he would 
refrain for some time and then start again until again punished. 
On turning down the mattress this morning the Matron found three 
pair of pants and two or three shirts (whether two or three is 
not clear) which had been stolen from the school supplies. She 
reported this to the assistant principal, Mr. Bell, who went up 
and with the regulation rubber strap struck Charles Clyne 
twice over the clothes. The ewp eulprit evidently got angry and 
ran away to the bush. He slept out ina shanty that night and 
came back next day with both feet frozen. The staff did what 
they could for him and let his people know of the condition of 
the boy. These relations took him home and refused all assist- 
ance from the school staff after the first day. The boy will 
lose the toes on both feet but the blame in my opinion rests 
with himself.

I wish to wite and inform you or ask if you are 
aware of the proceedings going on at the Boarding School on 
this reserve-=there is now a boy named Charles Clines lying 
and will probably not live, his feet and hands being badly 
frezen and have gone black and unless they could be amputated 
it is hardly likely the boy will live. I went down to see 
the bey and found him in a very bad way, and the boy himself 
told me he was working outside and was very cold only having 
a thin pair of panis on and he went to put another pair on 
of his own and for this he was thrashed and was told if he 
did this again he would be chained up and thrashed and put 
in prison, so the boy was afraid and ran away and was out all 
day and night, and this is how he got cold, also where he got 
thrashed the cold got in and his body began to swell, 
when I saw him, he is in a very bad way and I dm@m't think he 
will live. I also think the children are being worked far too 
hard in the Boarding school, it is very good for the children 
to be learnt to work, but not so much as they are working them 
there. I hope that you will kindly enquire into this matter 
and oblige

The mate 
ter is a very grave one and to r mind is not disposed of 
by Mr. Calverley's report. 

There are as oll men of experience know very many 
cases in which the cause of the punishment would have been 
involuntary and there should be very good reason for ate 
tributing it to lasiness and therefore deserving of punish- 
ment. The result of the punishment is shocking. That a boy 
should so feel the injustice and severity of his punish- 
ment as to run away from sehool and sleep out in weather 

aor 
so severe that his toes were frozen and jhe will now lose 


them, is certainly a most serious matter.

These schools ue "ollebun out of public monies 
of Camda for the benefit of the Indians, and such a re- 


sult ae this must be regarded as off-setting much of the 
benefit which the public expect to flow from the expendi- 
ture in the maintenance of the institution. 

I should be pleased if you wq@ld make a thorough 


investigation and report. Your report should show what

I inquired into the cause of a pupil of the Boarding 
school at Norway house having his feet frozen some time last 
winter. 

The first person I interviewed was the boy himself 
in the presence of only his mother and an interpreter, I also 
asked a few questions of his mother and made some inquiries from 
the Principal of the school, and further requested the boy and 
his mother that if they had any one else they would like me 
to hear T would be pleased to do so, but no others came. 

The boy is going about the reserve and appears to be 
in a fair way for complete recovery as far as his general 
health is concerned. I examined his feet andfound all the toes 
gone from the right foot and three from his left. The right 
foot is not yet completely healed, but the left about 80. 

The boy’s statement was secured by answers to 
questions I asked of him and is as follows:- 

"My name is Charles Cline. 

I am about 17 years of age. My Mother says I was 
born in the year the soldiers were drowned in Lake Winnipeg. I 
have been a pupil of the Boarding school eiht years. I had 
my feet frozen some time afterthe New Years.I was in the woods 
when my feet were frozen. I left the school for the woods 
because Mr Bell whipped me. He whipped me with a rubber strap. 
He hit me two times on my seat without my pants on. He whipped 
me because I stole a pair of pants. The pants I took were my 
Sunday pants. This was in the morning after cutting wood and 
before going to school. The pants I had on were torn. Mr Bell 
did not say he would whip me again. I did not go to school but 
ren away to the woods. I stayed there all day and one night. I 
was not cold during the day. The next day I went to Angus 
Monia's house. I had nothing to eat from the time I left the 
school until I got to this house. I did not come back to te ® 
@chool because the whipping made me senseless and I did not keke 
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know my way back, I knew a little in the morning so found my 
way to the house. I was whipped before in the school. Mr Bell 
whipped me when we dug the potatoes. Mr Lousley whipped me 
last winter. I was doing right all the time T was in the school. 
There was never any reason to whip me. I told lies sometimes 
and still lie sometimes. I am not lying now. I stole things 
at the school sometimes. I stole food but no clothing. I ate 
the food myself. I wet my bed sometimes twice a week. I was 
not lazy; it was only when I was a little boy I wet my bed when 
Mr Bell was in the school. I was before the Indian Agent for 
running away before this happened.He did nothing to me, He 
said if I did it again he would put me in 4 jail. Mr Bell did 
not say he would put me in & jail nor did M7 Lousley nor did 
any other at the school. No one ever whipped me at the school 
but Mr Bell and Mr .Lousley. I had to work at school too hard 
and too long. I had to work from eight to 9 in the forenoon 
and fron 4 to 6 in the evening, and on Saturday from 6 to 12. 
On Saturday we bathed at 3 o'clock and I had to help get wood 
after we were bathed. I blame Mr Bell for my frozen fest, and 
no one else because he whipped me."

* I do not blame my son for having his feet frozen. 
I blame Mr.Bell; he whipped my boy when he did not do much that 
was wrong. I know nothing about it except as I have been told 
by others. 

Mr Lousley 46 treated me and my boy well ever since. 
He has done all for us that he could do. Iho not blame @ . 
Lousley for any part of the trouble. I have never said #0 
against Mr. Lousley. The school has given me and my boy food 
ever since his feet were frozen and given my boy some clothing, 
underwear, socks,moccasins and rubbers."

“ Tt is true in the main but very contradictory. 

He stole a gre&t deal more than he has admitted and 
on quite a few different occasions. 

When whipped, he had hidden under his bed clothing, 
two pair of pants, three shirts, two pair of socks. On another 
occasion he stole a good suit of clothes and ran away taking 
a number of camping utensils. He has been one of the most 
dishonest and untruthful boys of the school. 

He wet his bed when small and quit it for two years 
but started again this winter and would stop it for weeks ot a 
time after punishment for it. It was on account of the nature 
of his bed mak that the stolen articles were discovered. 

T never knew ¥aBell to whip 4 poy severely and he 
usually did it under my instructions but he had no instruct- 
jons on this accasion; had I given instructions or administered 
the punishment it would have been very much more severe. 

The boy had no good reason for leaving the school. He 
was well clothed andwell fed but whipped more frequently than 
any other boy. At the time he left his clothing consisted of, 


one new suit, bought at the H.B.Co., two new suits of woollen 


underwear, two heavy black twilled canton flannel shirts, pair 


of ordinary hose, pair of over socks, pair of moccasins. His 
socks were renewed on Saturday. He ran away on Monday asm. His 
socks had holes in them when he returned, He had an overcoat 
but not on at the time. He grabbed his cap and rane 

I sent for his brother to hunt for him but the 
brother would not come. I was afraid to send othermen for fear 
he would see them ond take to the bush and thus run a chance 
of being frozen."

Referring to your letter of 13th July last 
respecting the case of punishment at the Norway House 
Boarding School, in which you stated that you would await 
the result of Inspector Semmens' investigation into this 
matter, I beg to forward a copy of his report, which has 
been delayed owing to the Inspector's illness and absence 
at Split Lake. 

The Department has now the facts of this 
lamentable case before it; and I hope for a pronouncement 
thereon which will be a guide to the staffs of all our 
Schools in the matter of corporal punishment. It appears 
to me that if a boy is incorrigible after one moderate 
Whipping or two, he should be expelled from the gsoehool 
rather than be repeatedly severely punished when it does 
not prove a restraining discipline. 

Shall I instruct the Indian Agent at Norway 
House to supply during the winter food for the lad and 


his mother which Mr. Semmens recommends?

I am in receipt of your letter, No. 122/78, of 
the 3rd of July directing me to investigate the case of 
Charlie Clyne, a pupil of the Norway House Boarding School, 
who was whipped and subsequently ran away from School and 
suffered from cold and hunger. 

With your letter was a copy of a letter from 
Chief Sinclair, of the Norway House Reserve, relating the 
facts and asking your intervention, and another from Indian 
Agent Calverly of Norway House dealing with the case. 

I also received your letter of the same number 
dated the 25th of July, enclosing for my information 4 
report signed by the Rev. Thompson Ferrier of the Brandon 
Industrial School furnishing evidence taken by him from 
several persons. 

In reply I beg to submit the following 
observations, viz:- 

(1) I interviewed the Rev. Mr. Lousley, the Principal 
of the School, at Selkirk on the 26th of July. 

He seemed surprised that the Department should 
desire any further information on a subject which had 
already been so well looked into, and expressed the 
opinion that the circumstances had been very much exagger- 
wated. 


He admitted that he had thrashed this boy @ great 


many 
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many times, indeed more than any other, but contended that 
the boy deserved all he received as he was the very worst 
pupil in the School. He was a dirty boy, his statements 
could not be relied upon, he was @ thief, and was generally 
hard to manage, in fact he was quite undesirable in 

almost every way. 

He further claimed that at this particular time 
he had no knowledge of the punishment administered by his 
assistant, Mr. Bell, and had not delegated to Mr. Bell the 
right to punish the pupils. However, he asserted that he 
should have punished the lad head he known the circumstances 
and might have handled the boy more roughly than did Mr. 
Bell. 

He said that he had no further information to 
offer than that already incorporated in Mr. Ferrier's 
report. 


(2) On the 28th of August I interviewed Chief Sinclair 
at his own home in regard to this case, and found him still 
of the opinion that the boy had been overworked and other 
-wise harshly treated while at the School. The Chief did 
mot seem to think kindly or speak favorably of the work 
done at the School. I thought I recognized some personal 


animus on the part of the Chief toward the Principal. 


(3) On the 30th of August I met the boy Charles Clyne 
at Warren's Landing. He was accompanied by his Mother and 
by his Uncle and Aunt. 


I examined his left foot and found that it had 


been badly rroses We was still somewhat discolored and 


swollen. 
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swollen. Three toes had fallen off in the course of 
treatment, leaving only the two smallest intact. The 
foot is tender, and pains the lad in cool and very warm 
weather. 

The right foot was in a very much worse 
condition. All the toes are gone, and the wound at the 
outer end of the stump has not yet healed, though about 
six months and a half have passed since the freezing. It 
requires daily dressing and cleansing. It is inflamed and 
swollen, and the boy suffers much pain, and can only walk 
with difficulty. 

I also examined the right hand which has 
completely healed, and found that it is bent at the second 
joint and cannot be straightened out as the other, All the 
fingers are inclined inwards from the second joint, and 
the hand is stiff and comparatively useless. 

There are still marks on the back where the 
sores reported in the Chief's letter were found, but the 
back is completely healed and will give no further trouble. 

The pupil's general health is not good. He 
appears to have weakened from protracted suffering and the 
continued discharge from the right foot. He appeared to 
me to be aenemic, disheartened, discouraged. 

I was convineed from my interview with the lad 
that he was not mentally strong and that his will power 
was correspondingly weak, Although his statements were 
made with much weeping I considered that allowance must be 


made for possible over=coloring. 


The testimony offered showed that since the boy 


was 
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was admitted to the School he had been repeatedly whipped, 
and had been frequently threatened with various punishments 
if he transgressed again. He says that he lived in a 
state of constant dread of the lash. In consequence of 
this he had no interest in his School work and only desired 
to run away. 

He says that when he left the School he was 
excited, confused, and indignant, and hardly realized 
what he was doing. In the darkness of the night which 
followed,his chattering teeth brought him to his senses, 
and he made for the nearest house and reached it just in 
time to escape death. 

He stated that after the accident, assistance 
both in food and medicine was given by the School auhhor~- 
-ities, but this kindness had been discontinued. He said 
he was unable to work and expressed regret that his widowed 
mother must work for him instead of his working for the 
support of the family. 


(4) Conclusions. 

I was forced to the conclusion that the Principal 
of the Norway House Boarding School is not spending enough 
time in direct and personal supervision of his charge. He 
ig needed there more frequently than he now visits it. 

My last inspection report intimated this, and I here repeat 
it. 

Because he is not about, subordinates are 
tempted to take matters in their own hands, as Mr. Bell 


did in thig case, and may not always exercise the cool 


judgment Which might reasonably be expected from a 


Principal 
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I think that more effort should have been put forth to 
have found the boy on the day when it was known that he 
had run away. The only action taken so far as known was 


to ask a married brother to follow him. For some reasons 
the brother considered that the boy would return in good 


es | ee - heeieteateneiaenaienatal 

It seems but reasonable that an undesirable such as 
Charlie Clyne should have had an early dismissal, It is 
hard to understand if he were &s bad as represented why 
he was retained as 4 pupil. 

The charge of bedwetting preferred against the boy 
may have called for medicine. Perhaps careful medical 
treatment might have obviated the painful necessity of 
frequent whippings, and it might have been more in accord - 
«ance with Christian methods. 


No defence can be offered for stealing. However it 
would be difficult to prove stealing unless there were 4 
witness. The fact that the goods were in his bed in the 
School did not necessarily prove that he put them there or 
that theft was the intention. In justice to the boy it 
ghould be said that he denies knowledge of anything being 
there which did not belong to him as & pupil, but this 


statement does not establish his innocence. 


Wherever blame may lie, the fact remains that a 


mest unfortunate circumstance has occurred which is not 


likely to promote the best interests of the School, and 


which 
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which does not properly represent the purposes of the 


Government of the Dominion of Canada. 


Mr. Bell, the person who ef his own accord adminis~ 
<-tered the punishment which resulted so unfortunately, 
has left the service of the School and of the Church 
which controls it. 


It is clear to my mind that the Department must now 
make arrangements to support the lad and his mother for 
the ensuing winter, and I recommend that a bag of flour or 
its equivalent be allowed them each month from November 


lst to June lst next following.

On July 3, 1907, the Indian Commissioner 
forwarded a communication from Chief Sinclair, of the 
yorway House reserve, addressed to him, regarding the 
outcome of punishment inflicted vyon a pupil of the 
Norway House Boarding School, named Charlie Clyne, 
in consequence of which he ran away and had his feot 
and hands severely frozen, together with a copy of 
a letter addressed to Mr. Inspestor Semmens, directing 
him to make a thorough investigation and report in regard 
to the oxtent and injury suffered by the boy. 

Mr. Semmens, through illness, was unable to 
take up this matter at onoe, but the Reve Mx. Terrier, 
Superintendent of Methodist iissions, who was on his 
way to Norway Youse, was requested to make enquiries 
into the mattez. A copy of his report is attached 
heret®, from which it will be seen that Mr. Terrier 
lid not consider that he had any good reason for running 
away, as the punighment he received was not severe. 

Mr. Terrier examined his feet and found all the toes 

gone from the right foot and three from the left, the 
right foot not being completely healed at the time ho 
examined him, but the left was about so “his was in 


July, last. We left the sohool some time in the 


early 
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early part of Tebruary and was out one might and came 
back the next day in the condition above stated. 

Shortly after Mr. Terrier made his report 
Mr. Semmens held an enquiry into the case and the 
Commissioner has forwarded a repOrt from that officer, 
from which i+ would appear that the boy had been thrashed 
a great many times previously, but the Principal claimed 
that he deserved all he received, as he was the worst 
pupil in the school, being dirty, unreliable, thievish 
and generally hard to manage, and undesizdble in almost 
every way. We further claimed that on this particular 
Occasion he had no knowledge of the punishment, which 
was inflicted by hia Ascistant, Mr. Bell, and that he 
had not delegated to him the right to punish pupils. 
Nowever, he asserted that he would have punished the 
lad, had he known the circumstanoes, and might hawe 
handled him more roughly than did Mr. Bell. fr. 
Semmens interviewed the Chief, who was of opinion that 
the boy had been overworked and otherwise Heehly treated 
while in the school. ‘The Chiefdid not think much of 
the work done at the sohood, but Mfr, Semmens thought he 
recognized some personal animus on the part of the 
Chief towards the Principal. 

Mr. Semmens examined the boy and found that 
fre had been badly frozen and that hie condition was 
about as stated by Mr. Ferrier. All the Goes were gone

I also think that theattention of the Methodist Church 
should be specially called to this case and that they should 
be told that the Principals of their schools should not 
allow outside work to interfere with the duties they 

owe to the schools. 

You will see in another memorandun, of even 
date, on the worway Touse school, that ‘Mr. Semmens 
says he is dispoved to recommend that the school be 
closed for a year, for the reasons therein stated, and, 


if his recommendation is carried.out, I would sugcest 
that, on its reopening, a new Prinoipal be placed in

According to instructions roccived from the Department, 
I beg to submit herewit! report of the day schools in this 
Agency,more particularly those in the out-lying portion of the 
Agency,which have not,and cannot be regularly inspected under 
present conditions. 

On the 17th of June I inspected the Black River school. 
The building itself is in fair condition. It should be,however, 
painted,but olthough $200.00 was estimated for gener 1 repairs 
to the various schools in this Agency,I was doubtful in my own 
mind whether the work accomplished by the school warr nted the 
exponditure. The school was closed,but I had the toachor Nr. 
Slater call in the children, Six boys anda eight girls were 
prépent. They were all small,possibly fro six to eight or nine 
yéars of age,and had made practically no progress in English, 
except knowing some of their letters,and in mathematics had mace 
practically no progress. 

A few general remarks might be made hore,which woyld apply 
to most of the schools,namely Black River” Hollow Water/Jack 
Head’ Poplar River” Grand Ra 4ds”and Norway House Anglican schodl. 
There are two reasons why progress is very slow in those schodls. 
First and greatest the teachors themselves have never learned the 
mothod of teaching. If it were possible to have a short model, or 
normal course for thes® teachers where they might have two months 


training in the art of teaching, their efforts would then be far 


more peer without that professional troining thoir 


efforts th well meant are not effectual. The second reason,is 
that it is very hard to teach an Indisn child a foreign language 
as with few exceptions they are very slow pupils. Added to this 


irregular attendance,and lack of interest,the result generally 

9» J 

> ry 
speaking is unsatisfactory. Berens River and Fisher River are oy 
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the contrary successful schools. At both ot these places are 
qualified teachors with professional training,and as the bands 
are residents on their reserves most of the time,the attendance 
is more regular, therefore the pupils are more interested in 
their school work,and progress is good. The Norway House 
Methodist day school is between the two oxtre@ma#é The fect is 
that the boarding school is situated ri nt elose to the day 
school,and that a large number of the Norway House children 
attend the boarding school. The attendance of day school is 
therefore small,but an interchange is made of day school pupils. 
{he advanced day school and boarding school attend the poarding 
school class room,while the beginners of both boarding school, 
and day school pupils attene the day school. This to my mind 
is not to the advantage of the day school pupils,but is advant- 
age to the band,as & whole. 

During the trip I saw that the lumber and shingles asked 
for at Berens River were on hand, and urged the Chief to have 
the work done there as quickly as possible. I also instructed 
the Methodist Missionary to have the school painted,and glass 
for thw windows bought before navigation closed. The same was 
dono at Poplar River. Fisher River school will require some 
fixing to the shed,and also to the roof of the school house. 
Hollow Water school, Black River school and liorwey llouse 
Anglican school should be painted,if th Department considers 
it advisable to expend money for that purpose. I would like 
instructions in that matter. 

Norway House boarding school has undoubtedly accomplished 
much good,but as this does not come under my inspection I have 
not placed it in the report.

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(b) That no Half-breed child shall be admitted to the said school unless 
Indian children cannot be obtained to complete the number authorized by Article I, 
Sec. 1, and Sec. 4 (a) of this agreement, in which event the Superintendent General 
may in his discretion permit the admission of any Half-breed child; but the 
Superintendent General will not pay any grant for any such Half-breed pupil 
provided under Article IT, Sec. 1 of this agreement nor any part of the cost of 
its maintenance or education whatever. 


5. That no child who has been in attendance at any other boarding school 
during the twelve months preceding the date of the application for admission to 
the said school, though otherwise eligible, shall be admitted to the said school 
without special authority from the Superintendent General.

and write the English language fluently and correctly and possesses such other 


qualifications as in the opinion of the Superintendent General may be necessary. 


9. To provide at the said sehool teachers and officers qualified to give the 
pupils religious instruction at proper times; to instruet the male pupils of the 
suid school in gardening, farming, and care of stock, or such other industries as 
are suitable to their local reauirements; to instruct the female pupils in cooking, 
laundry work, needlework, general housewifery and dairy work, where such dairy 
work can be carried on; to teach all the pupils in the ordinary branches of an 
English education; to teach calisthenics, physical drill and fire drill; to teach the 
effects of alcoholic drinks and narcotics on the human system, and how to live in 
a healthy manner; to instruct the older advanced pupils in the duties and pri- 
vileges of British citizenship, expl i to them the fundamental principles of 
the government of Canada, and training them in such knowledge and appreciation 
of Canada as will inspire them with respect and affection for the country and its 
laws. 


10. To supply the pupils of the said school to the satisfaction of the Super- 
intendent General with suitable and sufficient clothing, subsistence, lodging 
accommodations, and all other articles necessary to their personal comfort and 
safety; also to supply the said school with mechanical tools, seeds and all other

11. To keep the pupils clean and free from vermin both in their clothes and

Dear Brother Ferrier,- 


Our boarding school is gone. Burned to the 
ground this morning - Started at eleven o'clock. Everybudy and 
nearly everything saved. Some boys clothing and some of the largest 
stoves and most of the bedsteads lost. Miss DeWolf and Mr. Wildgoose 
lost everything. 

We a re fixing up the hospital for staff and 
girls and have quarteted all boys two by two in the native houses 
around the point and am intending to get the use of that H. B. Co's 
building here for boys dormitory and can keep classes going and will 
be able I think to make things fairly comfortable for all in a few

Dear Brother Ferrier, 


It oceurred to me to-day that I had not given 
you any account of the origin of the fire in my hasty note yesterday 
You ece the fire broke out at eleven o'clock and I was on the scene 
until after two fightitg the fire, getting out the contents of the 
school storing it all and getting & place for each child to go 
for shelter and food. vhe mail closing at six at the Fort made 
me somewhat hurried. 

whe fire started in the Northeast room upstair 
which had been occtpied by Miss DeWolf. On leaving to go to classe 
she left some wood in the stove and at about eleven o'clock she 
sent a girl to renew the fire, inside of ten minutes from that 
time it was impossible to enter her room on account of the dense 
smoke filling it Where was no person in that part of the 
building at the time. Boys all in school with Miss DeWolf and Mr. 
Chapman, girls and staff that were in the building were all either 
in the kitchen or the sewing room - Mr. Kerley had gone out to 
the bush to measure wood. Mr, Wildgoose was just coming up 
with the horses and e load of wood. fhe people nearest 
to the room were in the infirmary, one of our girls and Rebecca Fran 
The smoke traversed two rooms and {nto theirs and burst upon them 


quite suddenly and they gave the alamm. the big bell was rung 
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at once and we all, as well as neighbors, gathered quickly, but 
not one of us was able to get {nto the room to do anything. Miss 
Armstrong, Mr. Chapman, Mr. Wildgoose, ard myself all tackled it 
in turn but were driven back. We tried to get at it through 
the window but flames scorched Mr. Wildgoose as he lifted the 
window. So we closed the rooms 4s best we could and started getting 
out the sick people and goods. You will remember that in 

order to get at the door of the room one had to rass through that 
narrow dark hall leading from the head of the boys stairs past 

the room previously occupied by Mr. Bolster. vhen we found the 
door locked and from the first that hall was dense with smoke 

and one could not breathe in 4t but had to hoad their breath while 
passing through it and doing anything at the fire. I had run 

up from here as fast as 1 could and so could not hobd my breath 
for more than a few seconds at a time. 

We hurried all children outside, took the three sick 
ones to the nearest native house, and had a crowd of the staff and 
grown up people throwing out the bedding, clothing and furniture. 
Shen the food stuffs from the pantry, the supplies from the office 
and the stoves. Meanwhile the children and women were carrying the 
stuff away from the building to a sa distance. By the time 
we had the south end cleared the nor 
wrenched off doors and cupboards that were 
Yhe flames were now shooting clear across to the ice house and we 
were cut off from our freshly killed beef. Woodshed with about 
twenty cord of wood ready for the stove could not be saved. 

We had the animals turned out of the stable and a guard 
set to prevent it fror catching fire and so saved the stable and other 
building close to it, the root housé@.« 

The wind was very cold and quite a few of us 
were nipped about the face an@ hands but none seriously. Myself, 
Mre. Loudley, and Mr. Chapman had ears frozen. Mrs. Denny and Mr. 
Wildgoose had feet bitten. 

We at once started to fix up the vacant hospital 
pbuilding which the Indian agent put at our disposal and also the 
ola store belonging to the H. B. Co. We wll be able to put 
all the boys to sleep in the latter building and also three of the 
male members of the staff. Here, too, we can store clothing and 
supplies and do out office work. ‘he kitchen , sewing room, 
dining room, and girls dormitory will be in the former building. 

In this way we will be able to keep the school going. he building 
burned on Wedned@day and we will be able to start classes again on 
Monday, I think. 

Yhis will demonstrate to you atonce the absolute necessity 
of having our main store house separate from the school building. 
We are still able to go on with the work because of the one fact 
of having our supplies at ea safe distance. 


of the staff Miss DeWolf and Mr. Yildgoose are the 
heaviest losers. Mr. Chapmam and Mx. Keith next. vhe two former 
lost everything that they owned in the country except the clothes 
they wore and as they were at their daily work at the time you will 
understand that it was not their best that was saved. Miss DeWolf's 
loss was heavy because it was in her room that the fire started 
and not one of ussucceeded in entering her room pefere the after the 
fire was discovered. Mr. Chapman's room was next but he succeeded 
in hauling out his trunks, put lost nearly everything else. MY. 
Wildgoose 's woom was next and while it was thick with smoke had 
access to it but hearing me call for workers to clear the boys 
dormitory which was in most danger he left his own things and never 
thought of them afterwards. He lost by saving the school property. 
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This is the second big loss sustained by Bro. Wildgoose this 
winter. In the buring of the Oxford House Mission he lost 

about two hundred dollars worth of goods which were stored there 
on their way to God's Lake. 

I cannot speak too highly of the efforts of staff and 
neighbors. All worked to their utmost and obeyed others 
wonderfully well. Yhe Chief of the band appeared on the scene 
soon and although he wes just recovering from rhéumatism 
he gave himself freely to help look after things and see that the 
goods were housed and the children cared for. 

We have started classes again to-day, which means 
only three days loss of time. The girls and staff are 
quartered fairly comfortably in the building used last winter 
as a hospital while the boys are still by twos at the native houses 
close around the mission. We expect to have them all in the 
Hudson's Bay Company store which the Company kindly put at our 
disposal, within a few days. We will in this way be able 
to carry on the entire work of the school with but small 
modifications in some ways occasioned by the cramped nature of 
our eenddtion.position.

Dear sir,- 

Rev. Mr. Lousley of Norway House has been here 
attending the Conference, and he informs me that great 
aiffioulties have been experienced in carrying on the work, 
so much so that he fears the opening of the school until the 
new building is completed. When he dismisses them for 
holidays some of them will cost the management for their keep 
until the time of their return to the school. fhe 
management is not in ea position to forego the quarter's 
per capita grant. The school has cost over $5,000 during 
the past year over and above the per capita grant. What 
I would like would be that permission be given by the 
Department for the dismissal of the pupile until the new 
school is built and ready for occupancy, and at the same time 
the Department pay the per capita grant for the pupile that 
are enrolled at the present time andi who are not to be 
discharged during this coming summer.

When out at Norway House the question of 
continuing the work of the day schools and the boarding 
school was considered very carefully by the Principal, 

Mr. Lousley, and myself. We concluded that it 

would be a mistake to allow these children, especially 
those who are from such places as Oxford House, ‘tod's Lake 
and Island Lake,to return to their homes for a year, 80 

we have arranged for them to be kept in the homes of the 
people. 


Dear Sir,- 


Mr. Lousley and I went over their needs from the 
food point of view and made out a list of rations that 
we thought should be given each week to those keeping 
the children. The clothing will cost us more than if 
made in the school, in-as-much as we will have to buy 
it ready made. 


We are retaining two male officers at 
a salary of “600 each, one to look after a team of 
horses, and cattle, secure a stock of wood for the coming 
year, and attend to all other outside duties. The 
second man will have his time largely occupied in 
looking after and distributing these rations as they 
will be needed from day to day. It will cost 
the management fully as much , if not more , per pupil, 
to look after the children in this way than if they 
were kept in a properly equipped building. This 
was about the only solution we were able to arrive at 
as coon as wo discovered that it was impossible to complete 
the new building this year. 


The Quarterly Reports will be sent in as 
usual by the Principal and I trust that the usual grant 
will be paid by the Department for the coming year.

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SEPERATE REPORT ON COMPLAINTS, INDIAN BOANBING SCHOOL, 


I beg to forward a report on gertain complaints that have 
been brought to my notice in regard to the children of the 
Norway Mouse Tndian Boarding School. There are yuite a few 
somplaints from Indians respecting the elothing of the childrep 
the food given to them,and also that the ghildren are not 
kept free from vermin. 

Regarding the clothing, ~ examined one set 
of girl's clothing with Wr Lousley the principal, which Yad wcen 
sent back by Joseph Papanakis,an Tadian belonging to the Norway 
House Band. T found that the clothing supplied thie man'te girl 
vas of fairly good quality and would we considered warm, the 
petticoat was woolen knitted, the dress was made of some half 
woolen material, the other parte of the clothing were of some 
kind of flannellette,with the exception of a gingham over apron 


* warm jacket of some other kind of material for outdoors was 


also supplied the girl and a pair of woolen mitts. 


This warn Joseph Papanakis was allowed 
to have hie girl home for the week end, to we returned on Monday 
in time for echool, wut dnatead of returning the girl,he sent 
the clothing wack with a message to Wr Lousley that he was 
taking his girl out of the echool, owing to veing poorly clad 
and infested with vermin. Mr Lousley then informed me that this

wan intended to take his girl away and keep her,and also asked 

ae to come and personally examine the clothing gent back, which 

+ @id in the presence of Mr Lousley. I consider that the clothing. 
supplied was quite good enough, and that Papaaakis should not 

have taken the stand he did,without having 2 personal talk over 


the objections he had to his girl etaying away from the school, 


ith Mr Lousley. 
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To ~nderstand the situation thoroughly, Tt must tell you that 
4,3 complainant is 4 308 of the late Revd Tdward Papannakis, 
a life long missionary amongst the people of this district. 
Joseph Papannakis therefore expects that his ehildren when pt 
placed in the achool,will we wetter dressed than the other 
tadian children. Yr Lousley does not wish to encourage this 
king of thing, out wishes to treat all the school children upon 
squal terms in the matter of dress and clothing. 
Possibly the man may have obvjcoted 
to his girl having come home in a verminous state,when he had 
ent her to the school perfectly clean and free from vermin, 
‘p Lousley acknowledges this. Another man made the same complaand 
shen hie voy veat home for a night, hie moths jiscovered that 
he wae infested with vermin likewise,and that +! nitte 
as wearing were very much Wora out and aot fit for th 
veather.the mitte were wrought to my office wy the 
the voy aad T must say that they were at the last stages o 
veing wearable. Nev eles T had emsplained to the man 
how his boy had become verminous,and that Mr Lousley was then 
the children examiacd and cleaned, this man decided 
t@ allow hie boy to go vack to 2 school. Regarding the mitts 
told him that Wr Lousley would give tne woy amother pair of 
mitte,if these were the only ones he had. TY told this man that 
perhaps a little of the lame should we laid to the boy, ia not 
having shewa the Assistant Principal or Matron the condition of 
hie mitts,for if they had seen them, they certaialy would have 
seen to the voy having proper mitts. 

Regarding the complaints avowl 
the food,!t find that while the children have great expectations 
s to the amount of different foods they should br fed,T must 

ay that Mr Lousley ie giviag thom good and substantial food, 
and im sufficient quantities. The meau consists of porridge sad 


bread and butter with tea for vreakfast, for dinner, soup, fish 


é aad . —_ 
or meat, Vgetabvbles at times or potatoes, with broad and butter, 


upper consists of pread and butter and tea,which T think is 


about as good as can be expected. At timee owing to the fish 
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fish 

being frozen when brought to the kitchen, they are cleaned 
im their frozea state ,»cut up and cooked without heing able to 
tell whether the fish was sound or not. It was in this way that 
sometimes the fish that were cooked,proved to %e unsound and so 
provéked complaints. “Wr Lousley has rectified thie manuacr of 
cooking the fish, by having the fiah brought im the evening 
vefore so as to allow the fish to be thawed sufficiently to 
tell if they are all right for cooking and eating purposes. 
The complaints of the bad food are not personal complaints, but 
seem to be a general topic with the Indians. They mist have 
something to talk about and that ie the way I look at it. 

The Nevd Wr Lousley has been Prinoi- 
pal of the boarding school for some years nowand should know th 
the requirements of the children under his care, better than 
do the children who tell these stories to their parents or to 
people visiting them. 

Ta the matter of the vermia infesting 
the childrep,I beg to statethat it wae through no fault of 
Yr Lousley's, as the children were being brought into the 
achool daily for a time from all parts of thie district,and 
some of them were in a terrible condition in regard to dirt 
and vermin. Presumably the children who were clean and came 
in coatact with thesechildren,vefore they were thoroughly free 
from vermin, gave them to the clean children,and this is how 
thie complaint origimated. Mr Lousleyhopes to have this evil 
remedied ae scorn as possible by careful examination of each 
pupil daily and seeing that they are thoroughly free from 
vermin. 

My particular reason for going into these complaints so 
fully,against the school authorities by the parents of these 
children,is,that this man Joseph Papannakis is setting a bad 
example to other parents or guardians by taking his girl from 
the seghool ia this offhand manner,and one does not know where 


it will end,as om the slightest provocatiom or complaint of 
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the children to their pareats or guardians, they will be want 


‘. to take their children away from the echool also."Wae the 


mam justified in his action, taking hie girl without first con 
sulting with the principal," I know that I can use legal means 
to have the girl returned to the school, but Mr Lousley hardly 
sares to resort to these measures,as it might make matters worgz 
instead of improving matters between the Priacipal of the schoo2d 
and the Indiane.This matter I wich the Bepartment to decide, 
whether it would be best to take the child back to the echool 

| by legal force or let the matter rest. T think perhaps that it 

would te advisable to allow the girl,for the present,to stay 

ot home,until Mr Loueley, this man and myself can have a perso- 

| nal interview,and see what can be arranged.

Requirements of Staff. 

The staff of a school of this kind is to my mind the 
most important part to be considered, Without an efficient 
staff the school would be merely reduced to the plane of 
boarding house’for indigent children. This, I look upon 
as mot being the intention of the Department, but that the 
Department expects that the children attending such o 
school, will receive a capable ani useful education necessary 
to them in after life, so that the children will absorb 
new ideas and transmit these ideas in a still greater de- 
gree to their children coming after them, Thus will ed- 
ucation be a benefit and a blessing to them eventually. At 
present the staff is totally inadequate to the number of 
children admitted and in residence, Two teachers of good 
reputation snd with a natural aptitude for educating In- 
dians, should be carefully selected by the mission auth- 
orities, One of these teachers has been appointed’ in the 
person of “ev, Mr. Wright, and if the other selection is 
like unto the first, then the school would have a very 
competent teaching staff, 

An assistant matron might slso be provided as the mat- 
ron alone cannot possibly give her best attention to the 
whole of her manifold duties without the assistance of an- 
other capable woman, The supervision of all the dormitor- 
ies and lsundry being too much for one person to give com- 
plete satisfactidn, 

A suitable cook capable of teaching others how to cook 
should also be selected, many cooks an be hired to mumikmk 
cook and yet not be able to impart any information to the 


young girls, which is one of the best and most important 
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perts of their education in schools of this kind, There- 
fore careful consideration should be given to this branch 


of the girls education by selecting a competent cook and 


also give practical ideas of how and in which way cookery 


should be conducted, above all cleanliness in everything, 

A practical hahdy man should also be engaged, who can 
be of the greatest benefit to the bays, one who has a know- 
ledge of gardening, tree culture and of laying out garden 
plots, 2 knowledge of carpentering, house building as well 
as boat building. This man would give the education of 
the boys the most practical benefit that they could derive 
and be one of the most useful members of the staff belong- 
ing to the school, 

This matter of reporting to the members of the staff 
hes been asked for by the principal, ad he is of the upen 
opinion thet the school is very deficient in the matter of 
a proper and efficient staff to conduct the school, Mr. 
Lousley would urge the Department to vring this matter be- 
fore the Mission or Church suthorities and urge them to 
secure such a staff 98 I heve outlined, Without the co-op- 
eration of such a staff, Mr. Lousley is inclined to think 
that the school would retrograde ani would do an incalculable 
amount of harm to the future advancement sand prosperity of 
the school. Many of the pupils have been admitted to the 
school bg the parents asking that an education beyond what 
has been given to théir children previously, will be given 
their children now, if the school authotities fail to do 
this by not having an efficient working staff, then the 
school will be doomed to a miserawle failure and the auth 


orities will have thenselves to blame for it.

With reference to the portion of your report of the 
Norway House Boarding School for the Quarter ending March 3let 
1915 regarding school land and property,I beg to enclose 
for your information a plan of a portion of the Norway House 
Indian Reeerve on which is shown coloured in red, the Boarding 
School site,consisting of about ‘0 acres. 

Thies eite hase not been surveyed nor have the limites 
ever been cut out. However as the old school lot was fenced 
and ae those limite or lines at right angles to them are 
used as limite,there should be no difficulty in aecertsining 
the approximate boundsries of the lands in ouestion. 

With regard to the strip 100ft in width,which Mr.Loueley 
requeste to have added to the 40 acres,which the Indians have 
consented to allow to be used for the purpose of the Norway 
House school,I may say that you have not given the exact 
location of thie strip but it is presumed that it is in the 
vicinity of the day school building. 

It is desirable that the Norway House Band be asked for 
their consent before thie be added to the lands to be uee@ by 
the Boarding School. If such consent were obtained, this strip 
of land would then be in a similar position to the rest of the

1 inspected the clases-room and found it clean and 
orderly, the school material being fair, but not much dis- 
cipline was exacted from the pupils. 1 cannot say that I 
was very much impressed with what 1 saw and heard. The 
assistant “rincipal, Mr. Jones, has done all he can, but the 
number of children ie too large for any one teacher to make 
@ success. I aleo inspected the boarding school pupils 
under Miss DeWolf's menagement. There are 44 pupile under 
her charge besides about 20 day scholars, This is also far 
too large a number for Miss DeWold to attend to, and I would 
recommend in future, that no more boarding school pupils 
be allowed to attend the day school. There sre two class- 
rooms for the boarding School and all they want is capable 
teachers for them. I wish Mise de Wolf to give her whole 
and undivided attention to her day echolars in the future, 
if the Department will authorize it, Then the day scholars 
will have the full benefit of Miss de Wolf's care and atten- 
tion, and as she is one of the finest and most efficient 
teechers here, her scholars should turn out to be useful men 
and women when they grow up.

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Since this boy has been admitted to the sch°ol, he has 
given a great déal of trouble by continually escaping from 
the school through variows ruses. He has broken out of 
dormitories, paay-rooms, has escaped from voys who had him 
tied with rope. fhe last time he was brought to the school 
a few days ago by his father, I mentioned to the father tha 
it was impossible to keep his boy, unless he was tied up 

in some manner. To this he objected. The father then took 
the boy to the school, had his dinner and after dinner veo 
ported by hie father as missing, fortunately his father caugt 
him before he had gone very far. The boy was then placed 

in school until four o'clock, and at five he was away again 
and has not yet returned. What should be done with this 
boy? It seeme impossible to keep him, yet the school author- 
ities don't like to admit defeat, The boy is considered by 
some people to be wanting in the upper woeks. Mis DeWolf, 
his teacher, considers he is quite a bright boy and thinks 
nothing is wrong with the boy, except that he finds school 
life irksome, "a true savage of the wilds" 1 have seen the 
boy several times, and 1 would say that there is nothing in 
his appearance to denote that he is mentally unbalanced, he 
looks to be rather the opposite. Dr. Norquay has pronounced 
him fit, physically, and he looks it. I think that the 

boy cennot stand restraint or wont,(perhaps it is the better 
word) as he is that way at home, and if very annoyed takes 
himeelf with his bow and arrow to the bush and there stays 
away for two or three days at a time giving hie parents 
great anxiety when he does théé, Now the best and most 
logical reasons of his frequent escapes is that the school 
is understaffed. These boys and girle when let out of school 
to paly have practically no one outside to supervise them,

I beg to submit the following report for the 
month of April, 1915, on the Indian Boarding School at 
Roseville, Norway House Agency, 

I duly inspected the building and found that 
it wae kept clean and orderly, 1 think that there are 
too many children in it from a health point of view, but, 


this, Mr. Lousley, the Principal, seems to think is not 


so, and is desirous of recruiting until he has 100 resid- 


ent pupils. I would recommend that no more than that 

number be admitted as perhaps that is too many. kr. Lousley 
would then require permission from the Department to re- 
cruit up to that number, Altogether there are 87 pupils 

who are resident. When all assembled Mr. Lousley would 
require only two more boys and 11 girls to make up the re- 


quired 100 pupils, as per list attached to report. 


If allowed by the Department to keep up this 
number, then Mr, Lousley should be permitted to recruit 
when diechagges or deaths take place, so as to keep the 


school at full strength.

Yours of April 24th. re 
deficiency of management in the Norway House Boarding 
School with respect to the training of boys in nani 
work and gardening operations reached me yesterday. In 
reply allow me to say that your informant must bé either 
very ignorant of the conditions or malicious in his cesi- 
gns because of the following facts. We have not one scuars 
acre of eround available for eardening purposes. We have 
not up to date been given possession of one square foot 
of land except the old school site and right in the middl} 
of our largest zarden which pertained to the old school 
the new school was placed so that we have from one guarta 
to one half of an acre left in the smallej;old garden. 

[ have repeatedly drawn the attention of your 
Azents here and Rev.T.Ferrier ,the Superintendent of 
Indian Education of the Methodist Church to these things 
and urged immediate action but without avail.When Mr. 
Mclean,your Surveyor ,was here about five years ago enlar 
-ging this Reserve I appealed to your Agent then to get 
it settled and surveyed for me,I also urged Mr. Ferrier 
specially at that time to have it put through and appealeA 
to Mre Melean but nothing was done. When the new school 
was to be built the Indians agreed to give forty acres 
for our use but no marks were set,no boundaries given and 
I appealed to your Agents to locate this land or give me 
map or drawings by which I could locate it but without 
avail. But even had I been able to locate this land it 
all either bush or unbroken sod and unfenced and so 


unusable till such time as it can be cleared,fenced and 


broken up. This ,I assure you will be done and in the 


shortest order possible when the Department provide me 
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with location,and fencing. 460% ES 


Secondly we ,since the old school burned 


down, have not had any bogs available for work till last 
October when it was too late to do any work in the garden 
-ing line and as it is only two weeks ago now that we cou 
-ld do anything in the ezardens this Spring you will see 
that when your informant wrote you we nad not yet had 
the slightest chance to do anything in this waye 

Then as to doing carpentering or other 
such work we have no Carpenter Shop, No carpenter, to 
instruct the boys,ana up to this Spring we have had no 
work for them to do. 

So from these facts you will see that 
ignorance of a culpable sort, malice or that which ins- 
pires a child to babble has been the moving power ol 
your informant. 

I assure you,Sir, thet I am glad to have 
this opportunity of bringing our needs in these direct- 
ions to your notice believing from the substance and 
tone of your letter that you will see to it that we 
receive the much needed and long desired facilities for 
carrying on these branches of our WOTKe I assure you that 
I am heart and soul in sympathy with your ideas as ex- 
pressed in your letter. 

I received on same mail as your 
letter one from Mr. Ferrier infroming me that a grant 
had been made for improvements at last session and 4s I 
had sent in a request for a Carpenters Shop | presume 
we will have one in the near future and we will be able 
to realize part of our cherished plans for the education 


and advancement of these people.

In further reference to your letter of the 
2nd of June last,I beg now to submit copies of the dietary 
House Indien Roerding School,in reponse to 
request therefore. You will note thet there is copy 
marked " md © copy marked "s",in this connection I offer 
the following explanations. 

The copy marked “A” is a true copy of the 
dietary posted in the kitchen of the school,for the guidance 
of the cook,in the preparation of the meals for the punils 
of the institution. ie compiled by the assistent Princiasa 
pal, the Rev H.T.Wright,and is systematized ond put in order 
by him,he get the inforration to do this from the copy 

sopy merked "B" wes prepared by 
peél,the Rev J.A.Lousley,in connection with e reply to 
enquiry,from you I think,with reference to the dietary of the 
school. 

During the pest summer,since I arrived in the 
Norway House Agency,®nd once or twice outsde of it, I heve 
listened to © number of complaints from Indisns,ahout the 
food piven to the children in the school at Norwey House, one 
hes to he cerefil in occepting such complaints,os the com- 
pleints often lack proper end sufficient cause,however I 


elways 
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(2) 
always note such compleints,they ere ® guide in enquiry; I 
have investigeted this and I have errived at the conclusion 
thet there have been some grounds for the Indiens to complain 
as they hove done. 

Dr Norquay hes informed me thet he hes had a 
number of the children frem the schoel brought to the hespi- 
tal for treetment,and in very many of the ceses,he noted 
thet when he had them under observetion to locete their trou- 
ble.or the cause of troubdle,he usually found low physical 
conditions,and that these conditions soon improved,and in @ 
lerge measure dis-gppesred, when they received proper nourish. 
ing food in the hospital; from this I think it can be fairly 
deduced thet the prime cause of trouble was lack of proper 
nourishing food,implemented else by @ physical ore-disposi xk 
-tion to tubercular troubles in the person being treated, 
which would cause the health conditions te be sensitive snd 
easily effected,by the conditions I heve mentioned. 

I talked ever this metter fully with the Prin- 
cinesl end plainly told him,in 4 coutteous manner,thet there 
was @ compleint,he courted the fullest investigstion,what I 
pointed eut was the absence ef © sufficient quantity ef fatty 
foods,and such food #s would put the children in goed physic- 
al condition te resist disease. The quelity of the Breed is 
oven to criticiem,I sew it on the teble,it wes net well 
sooked.the flour may be all right ,but in handling the dough 
end converting it into bread,thnere is not the proper measure 
ef success to produce good vread,whet I saw was heevy ,and I 
would think not readily digestible,the fish I saw,wes cooked 
all right,I heave been informed that this is net alweys the 
cease,end thet the fish have net been of prime quelity,this T 
put before the principal ,and he emphatically denied it.

I do not know what happened after you went to Norway 
House, vut I believe if yu found it impossible to acceed to my request 
in face of the hostile attitude of Mr Lousley, you would have at-once 
advised and saved me the indignity I have been subjected to. I am 
hopeful I shall hear that the Indian Agent at Norway House has exceeded 
hie authority in swewring out an information against me. 

It ie true I made en agreement making over the guardian-ship 
of the boy to the poarding school, but consider myself absolved from 
that agreement by reason of breach of contract on the part of Mr Lousley 
in the way, Iam, I believe, creditably informed, he failed to see 
that the children were properly fed and other matters.

Dear Chief Berens;- 

I underetand that a number of your children from the 
reserve who were sent to the Norway House Boarding School 
and were sent back home on a holiday have not been returned 
by their parents or guardians to the School, and that certain 
reports have been made regarding the treatment of these children 
at the school. These reports and objections are based upon the 
way the children have been fed and clothed. 

Now I wish to say to you by way of explanation from the point 
of view of managing the school and the difficulty that Mr Lousley 
the Principal, was under last year, that we did not know that the 
school would be opened to receive pupils until almost the close 
of navigation. Nor did we anticipate that the attendance would 
run up 80 high ae it really did during the nine months, so that 
the supply of food and clothing sent in ran out in some lines 
before navigation opened up again when fresh supplies could be 
sent in. The Principal did the very beet he could under the 
circumstances. The children were never cold as the building 
was always comfortable and they had plenty to eat. 

We had another difficulty and that was they had no proper 
place to keep fieh and meat. You know the old buildings were 
burned down. This condition hae been remedied thie summer. 

A proper supply of food and clothing has been sent in and a 
refrigerator in which to keep meat and fish hase been built. 
Thue you will see that any grounds for objections that 
they might have had has been taken away and overcome by the 
provision that has now been made. I need not say to you as 


Chief that these children can be taken back to the school by the 


Department in spite of whether the parents are willing or not 
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now that they have been entered as pupils of the school. But my 
object in writing you ig to give you this word of explanation and 


aleo to aek you for your assistance in influencing the return of 
the children to the school #0 that it will be done without any harsh 
measures. 

You have always stood by the best interests of your 
people and the children and I feel confident thet you will be able 
to pour oil on the troubled waters and lend your assistance in the 
right direction since 4t will be based upon your good judgement. 

Hoping that you will be spared many years to render your 
services as Chief among the people to whom you have so long

In reply I would say that Chief Berene made complaint 
of the quality of the food and other things to me when I was at 
Beren's River at the time of the annuity payments. 

In reference to your doubt as to whom to apply 
for the compulsion of the attendance of pupils I would refer 
you to section 12 of the regulations pertaining to Indian children 
which states, that," any Indian Agent or Justice of the Peace 
shall, on information made to that effect by an authorized officer 
of the Department, issue 4 warrant authorizing the person named 
therin to search for and take such child back to the school"; 80 
that, ae there ia a Police Magietrate at beren'e River, this can 
be accomplished at any time, but I would suggest that the matter 
be firet submitted for Mr Ferrier's consideration and I shall be 
visiting the Beren's River reserve in the near future and perheps 
be able to adjust the matter patiefactorily to all and avoid 
friction.

Indian Agent of Fisher River Agency, 


Dear Mr Carter, 
I am sorry to have to trouble you again 


but it is unavoidable. 


James Arkineon of Grand Rapides brought hie daughter Bella 


here and asked me to take her into school. Can you send me or 
Mr Stewart her treaty No, 80 that we can fill in her application 
for admission. 

Last winter I brought up some children to 
this school from Beren's River and promised to let them home for 
holidays so long ae they returned them promptly. I kept my 
agreement but when I reached there on my way out from Winnipeg, 
expecting to bring back the children the Chief and every other 
parent refused to let them come. The cause of the trouble was 
Willie Berens came here in the spring just at a time when we cannot 
get whitefish nor could we take sturgeon. We bought all the 
Jackfish and pickerel that the Indians offered yet could not get 
enough to feed the children and 80 supplemented with suckers. 

They aleo complain that the boya were made to work outside 
when they sent them to gchool only to learn. You, however, know 
that that is the Government(s regulation for all Boarding and 
Industrial schools and Principals have no option in the matter 
but are expected to put the children on the half-day system. 

I had quite a premptory letter thie spring from Ottawa telling 
me I was very lax in this matter because I did not have the boys 
out at outdoor work more. 

Policeman Rose of the RNWNMp R.N.W.eM.P. expects to go out 
to Winnipeg soon and will call at Beren's River on hie way back 
and is willing to bring them with him if he gete the proper 
authority. I do not know whether I should appeal to you or 
Mr Stewart. The children are in your Agenoy but the school to 


wich they have been admitted by the Department is in Mr Steqart'> 
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Agency. I have written to Mr Stewart, he passes through Cross 
Lake soon, asking him to issue a warrant but I do not know whether 
he will or not. You will no doubt be aware of where authority for 
this ie vested. I remper the case of Barbara Scott with which 
you dealt 80° effectually and gatiefactorily and hope you will do 
what you can to have these children sent pack. If it ie necessary 
Mr Lowes could have & warrant iseved at beren's River if there is 


a Magistrate there. I will write to Mr Lowes and prepare him for 


ang communication you may think best to send him.

I respectfully beg to submit for your 
ormation copies of letters bearing upon a report made to me 
t the annuity payments of I9I5 at Beren's River ty Chief Jacob 
Berens complaining that the children of, the Beren's River bard 
who had been admitted 60 the Norway House had been improperly 
treated. : 

I expect you will consider that I have neglected my 
duty by not reporting the matter to the Department at an earlier 
date, but, ase the correspondence herewith attached will shew, I 
had thought the matter amfoably settled to «11 cerned, snd 
that it wae not necessary . 

Chief Berens complained that the cnisdresa wese fed 
rotten fieh, were given poor clothes and turned out from the 
echool at the holiday season to shift for themeelves. He exhibited 
a@ coat and pair of shoes which his grandson had worn which were 
certainly dilapidated, but I am informed that the poor estate of 
the clothing wae due to the fact that the children had been playing 
about for three weeks while waiting for transportation to their 
homes, and that when the children were diemissed for holidays 
the clothing was in good order. The same informant, I regret to 
state, affirme that the fish fed to the children was totally 
unfit for human food. 

When visiting the Beren's River reserve, 
recently, the Chief wished me to report the whole matter to the 
Department, as after being allowed by Mr Loueley to keep his 
grendeon to look after him he feels hurt that such measures were 


taken and feele particularly ineulted by Mr Loueley'e letter of 
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January I6th, last, and cannot understand why he is blamed for 
not sending hie grandeon back to the school when he had been 
given to understand the boy might stay with him. 

While expressing himself as always amendable to the lawe 
of the Government, Chief Berens states that so long as Mr Lousley 
is in charge of the school at Norway House he will feel justified 
in preventing any more children of the Beren's River band from 
ehtering that schcol. 

I greatly regret the very unpleasant task of reporting 
this to you but feel constrained to submit the matter to you for 


your judgement.

Stock and Garden: 


The stock cousiste os 2” head of cuttle, 4 horses and 19 pigs, 
4 of which are vrood sows. All of the wetock are looking well and of 
good quality. These will supply the inuetitute with ell the veef, 
pork, outter and milk that will be consumed during the coming year. 
Both the stock and garden are an ovject lesson to the people as to 
what can be accowplished toward supplimenting the native food, such 
as moose, game, vopries and fish. 


To assist the management two things are greatly needed. (1.) 
A good barn, stable and root house. These gould all ve accomplished 
with one good building which would cost about 92,0 0,00 for material: 
(2.) About five or six thousand drain tile to drain the land now under 
cultivation and these drained to the lake in a deep open drain, This 
oven diteh will ve dug this fall aad avout twonty-Zive acres cloured 
of timber on the island about four miles down the Nelson River. 


The interest taken in the different departments is shown by the 
order, neatness and cleanliness of the puilding and also in the Beneral 
appearance of the pupils. Special mention should be made of the amount 
of land that is in preparation for garden and pasture. The entire 
40 acres of mission property hae peen cleared during the past two years 
and some grase geed sown on about 8 acres. About © acres are under 
cultivation and planted in graden produce, potatoes and turnips. The 
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outlook for 8 good return this? Pall is not very encouraging on account 
of the backward Spring and continual rainfell up to the present. The 
land is very cold and wet and growth is slow. Howevey, the principal 
ig well versed in the art of gardening and farming and will be able to 
cope with the natural drawbacks that are peculier to this northern 
climate. 


Many improvements have been made ypecial mention should be given 
to the greding of the roads and preparation of land. More has veen 
accomplished in ¢his line during the past two years than in all the 
previous years combined. 


A few minor repairs are required such es broken plaster in the 
main building. These will be repaired by the plasterer who is here 
plastering the new mission house. fhe rain water frou tie wain wuild- 
eing should be condueted to the water tauk in the rear of the vuilding. 
It ie now caught in eight different places vy forty gallon varrbas. 

All of these ure kept over-flowing during the rainy sexson und more or 
less of the surplue water gouke aroung the foundation as shown on the 
laufdry floor ene other perts of vhe pagement whieh were never properly 
shaped to the érain, veiling higher at the drain then most Lloore which 
results in an inch of water in other places. 


Phe pbuilding is kept neav and cleau throughout. ood work is 
done in all the departments. More work on the garden is being accom~ 
«plished than has peen in the history of our school work here aie this 
accomplished bythe boys. The order and discipline is good. The 
ehildren ere well cared for. Whe food is wholesome and yet in harmony 
with present restrictions. ‘Their elothing is up to the wark, particuler 
attention being given to footwear. 


The members of the steff who are here are capable and of a tine 
spirit and it is to be hoved that the new members will fit into the 
spirit and atmosphere of the institution. 


Speciel mention should ve made of the work of the Principsl, 
who is the firet om the jov from early morning and the last to quit 
at night. The Jay's work covers some part of the entire 

duties witl special care over she welfare of the rarden, 
freighting ane puilding of the new house and inmediate overes 

the boys while engaged in their industrial pursuit. fhus giving 
key note to the industrial, moral and religious life of the pupile 
and staff. 
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Close oy the site of the fission House there is an old grave- 
yégerd. This was the farat grave-yerd st: rted by Rev. James vans 
our first missionary to liorway House, who invented the Salabic ’ 
characters whereby our hymns and the Bible heave been given to the Cree 
people in their own tongue. 


This grave-yard hes beet sowing wild and the fence rotting down.

The question of handling the gupplies ior the [Inland Missionaries 
must receive epecial attention by the Board. whe North-west Navigation 
Compeny land it at liorway House for S0y per 100 lbs. It is here etored 
and taken care of by the Principal of the school and usually siven out 
to the cunoe men who come after it. Freighting from here to Islund 
Lake costs $14.00 per 1009 lbs. To oxford House it costs 36.00 per 
100 lba. This ehould be provided for over and vove the usual galarye 

Mr. Gaudin makes aooue two trip esvecially for freight at a cost 

about $25.90 per trip. The balance of ie freight is usually taken 
pack when he hae to come to lorwa iouve for other ressons. I would 
suggest that the missionary of Croes Lake have & gpeciel grant of 
be made to gover cost of freighting and that a grant of yoUVervv vo made 
to the Island Leake and Oxford House migsionaries and that it ve expended 
by the purchasing of a canoe at $100.00 and the 6500.00 ve siven to two 
good men for three nonthe' service with the understanding that they make 
two trips to Oxford House and two to Iuland Lake. Ghat these men be 
hired vy the prineipel of the Norway House Boarding School and be under 
his order and direction. 


The balance of the freight required can ve handled by the mniseion- 
earies themselves when they come in to Norway House for other reasons.

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The new misgion house is under construction and is well on the 
Way towards completion. We have three men all specielists in their 
own line, looking after the carpenter work, instelling ea furnace and

the school togethor with a few good meu of the community. The building 
ie two storey, 30 x 36'. It hes & cement wall and floor basement the 
full size. A’ summer kitchen and wood shed behind and « verenda in front. 
All are built with firet-cRaees seasoned matorial on modern plens and 
specifications heated by a lerge wood furnace. A three flue chimney 
with footing on the rock built of stone and coment to first floor anse 
e-wers for furnace, kitchen range, and fire grate in the study.

Indian Agent, ordon, here, that , owing to lack 
of dormitory space, the Indian Dept. could not 
authorize as Grant earning pupils, a number in 
excess of tha% now pertaining-- viz-+ 105. 


Not knowing how this matter was presented 
to the Indian Dept. by the Agent,and believing that 
if the former were informed of all the circumstances 
in this connection theywould give 4 favourable 
consideration to our application to allow an increase 
in the number of pupils for this school , I would very 
respectfully ask the privilege of briefly stating here 
the case for the school. 


It was never my intention to accept Applications 
for Admission in excess of the number authorized by the 
Indian Department. That this number has been exceeded 
was largely through the unexpected successful recruiting 
of boys. 


Ever since the opening of this school the 
number of girls received from year to year has been 
greatly in excess ofthe number of boys. The number 
of pupild from distant Reservations were always emall. 
That for several years several of the Outpost Reserves 
failed to send a child. That for several years we 
have been pushing the recruiting of children, especially 
boys , for the school. That it is only this last two 
seasons we have had much success. 
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When the number of applications for admission 6f girls 

reached the maximum number of girls admitted to the 

school last year, no further applications were accepted=~ 
‘ the number thus deferred being fifteen. 


Realizing that we had as much room for boys as 
we had for girls -- in fact a little more, the dimenéion’ 
of dormitories is given at the last of this letter --- 
we did push the recruiting of boys. We were successful 
and we have five more boys than we had last year,viz- 47. 
We have no more girls than last year although , as I shall 
point out , we have more sleeping accomodation. This is 
owing to the fact that not less than four -- sometimes 
more -- girls sleep out on their balcony. This is Jan.5th., 
the girls are still sleeping there and will continve to 
do so all winter. This has never be@m done in the winter 
before. 

We have a spare room that could be utilized as 
sleeping apartments for a number of girls but -- as this 
room is not very convenient , it did not seem necessary, 
under the circumstances, to use it.

I enclose formal report on the Norway House 
Residential School. May I offer a few observations for 
which there is not room on the form provided. 


The school does not, in my opinion, fulfil its 
main functions to the extent that it should.I take it 
that the main object of a school should be, to advance 
the Indian, educationally, morally, physically and econ- 
omically. 


Bducationally. The average school graduate 
Gan speak read and write English. He can make simple 
arithmetical calculations which help in trading. But he 
speaks Cree in his home, he does little writing, takes, 
with few exceptions, little interest in reading, and 
uses his figures very little. A few have gone on to 
Grades 8, 9, or 10. One boy from Island Lake, trans~ 
ferred from this school to Brandon after Grade 9 is re~- 
ported as doin; well. tHe has ambition. The averace 
graduate, however, does not appear to take any interest 
in reading, or anything which would take his mind from 
the petty scandals, etc. of his companions, or would 
occupy his mind during his leisure time, to keep him out 
of mischief. Educationally, however, some gradual ad- 
vance can be discerned. 


Morally, the effect of the school appears to 
be detrimental. The segregation of boys and of girls, 
and the school restrictions appear to sharpen and develop 
in the pupil the sex idea, so that when they meet with~- 


out these restrictions, this idea is dominant. The idea 
of resistance to the sex appeal does not appear to exist. 
One would naturally suppose that years of moral and re- 
ligious training would inculcate some inhibitions, but 
except in rare individuals, this does not appear to be 
the case. Naturally, the «irl who has been in the school 
dresses better, is neatuvr anc more cleanly than the 
average outsider, and as such is more attractive to the 
men. Add to this the fact that she is more sex con- 
scious, and it can readily be seen that she has greater 
temptations than the girl who has been raised at home. 
Boy graduates also are likely to be more attractive to 
the women and girls, and at the age they graduate, have 
ne desire to be moral. Having veen in the school for 
some years, and bein. taught that education should make 
them superior to their parents, there is naturally very 
little restraint exercised by the parents on the school 
graduated. 


Physically,- School graduates should be super- 
for to those children brought up on the reserves. We 
hear frequently of “starvin,; Indians" on the reserves in 
these days, and there is not doubt that in many families 

he food supplies are neither abundant nor varied. There 
should be no question of sufficient nourishment and var- 
fety of diet in the school. The school children should 
be more regudar and cleanly in their habits; they sleep 
in well ventilate: dormitories with reyulation air space, 
rather than in small and practically sealed rooms, often

Sir ,—- 


In a previous report,in March last,I offered some 
criticisms of tae effects of our Educational efforts,so 
far as applied to our Northern IndianseI realize that 
these criticisms were largely destructive in characters 
At the time,I had intended to follow with some suggest- 
ions as to improvement in our methods,but have found it 
difficult to clarify my ideas to a degree which would 
warrant their presentation to the Departmente 


I would suggest tnat,so far as our Indians are 

concerned,tne main objects of education,in the order 
of value are;- 

(A) The development of a stable and dependable char- 
actere 

(3) To train tne Indian to make the best use of tne 
natural resources of his district for the maintenance 
of himself and his family-This would include thrift 
and conservatione 

(c) Sufficient academic training that he may be able 
to read and converse intelligently in Ynglish,desire to 
read,and to protect himself from exploitation from what 
ever source-s=xceptional cases,where higher education 
would be advisable,can be easily provided for. 


I would like to see an experiment tried in this 
district;an experiment which,from its very nature,to 
be a success,would not be costly;-a large measure of 
self support being its very essencejand which should 
be a real benefit,not only to the pupils,but to the 
parents as welle 


Island Lake would be an ideal place for this ex- 
periment.There are approximately 240 children between 
the ages of 7 and 16 years in this Band.of these 535 
attend Boarding Schools at Norway House,and about 140 
were enrolled during 19335 as attending the Day Schools 
at Island Lake for varying periods-Our Island Laxe peow 
ple are very primitive in their ways,but are teachable 
and tractableeThe majority of tue men,and some of the 
women and children can and do read the Cree Syllabic 
in their bibles,hymm books and some church papers which 
reach them from time to timee 


The natural resources of Island Lake are probably 
the best in this Agency,The cost of carrying goods into 
Island Lake is high-The population is large-Hence the 
necessity of developing these resources to the limit. 
On the islands in the lake,the timber is good,a con-= 
siderable area of arable land could be found,almost 
any kind of vegetable or cereal of the North Temperate 

Zone

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Zone can be grownsfish abound in the lake.There is still 
a good supply of fur and game.There is abundance of water 
power at a short distance.The mines are still unproven. 


My suggestion would be that a good location be chosen, 
preferably on an island,not to@ close to either reserve,n 
where there would be a reasonable area of arable land,if 
possible also with sufficient timer for building purposes 
and for fuel for some years. Here experiments and tests 
might be made to determine the value and best means of dev- 
eloping and conserving the resources natural to Island Lake 
areas In this work the pupils would participate. 


The school could be begun with very few pupils,boys,- 
and the buildings be cottages or houses built largely of 
local material,and so constructed that they would sefve as 
models for indian homes,and some even for winter camp 
buildings.Some adaptations would,of course,be necessarye 
The academic work could be limited to a few hours per day, 
and instruction in,and practise of,building,carpentry, 
masonry ,furniture making,skiff and boat building;clearing 
and cultivating the land,care of gardens and later of 
grains,fishing,care of nets,trapping,care of furs and 
skins,etc. and later,as the school developed,and it was 
found necessary,the care of horses,cows,pigs,poultry,etc. 
provided the growing of cereals was found practicable. 
Vacations could be taken during the best trapping seasons, 
or the supervisors could take boys trapping,to instruct 
in best trapping methods,and to supervise camp life- 


The food could be limited,as far as possible,to that 
which could be grown and secured locally-This would be 
very important,as one of the chief objects of the school 
would be education in self support. The value of deer, 
moose and r@bbit skins as articles of clothing and bedding 
could be emphasized,as well as methods of keeping them 
cleane 


The houses would have such conveniences as could be 
constructed locally,and of local materials.Furnisjings 
could be largely of local construction-Fireplaces in the 
houses would be very natural and beneficial-Strict san- 
itary rules could be enforced.All of which could later be 
expected of graduates in their own homes,as being possible 
for them to make for them@elves. 


I am of the opinion that such an experiment should be 
carried out by the Department,and not by either church. 
The sympathy and assistance of both the Protestant and 
Roman Catholic churches at Island Lake could and should 
be enlisted,and each church should look after the relig= 
ious teaching of its own followers-The main principle ,how- 
ever,should be insisted on,that so far as possible,self- 
support be the basis and objective of the effort,and the 
rule of the school. 


A staff of about three men and one woman should be 
necessary in the beginning;-a Principal or Manager; a 
Carpenter and builderja handy man for gardening,fishing,ete 
and a cookeThe cook might require an assistant for some 
time,until she could depend on the assistance of some of 
the boys.These staff members would,of course,require to 
be exceptional in character and zwalous in performance. 


The work could be enlarged gradually,by the building

of mote houses,and by additions to the staff.If the boys* 
unit proved successfl,a girls* school could later be es= 
tablished along similar lines,or whatever experience pro= 
ved as best. 


Tt have tried to summarize my idea-Many details,of 
course,would require working out.Salaries and expenses 
would,of course,be met by the Department-A small sawmill 
would be very necessarye Later,if wheat growing proved 
successful,a small flour mill could be added. 


I am of the opinion,that with the proper management, 
and with proper support,such an undertaking would be a 
success in the best sense of the words The selection and 
retaining of a proper staff would probably be one of the 
greatest difficulties to be met,as they would need to be 
of very exceptional character. 


I trust my suggestions may not be considered im- 
pertinent.My first essay in Indian work was in a school, 
@ small Boarding School,which I think had a good reput- 
ation-eLong years of experience,and close association 
with the schools convince me that our present system 
does not give sa@isfactory results among our Northern 
people-A desire for the improvement of conditions is my 
only object in presenting these suggestions for the con- 
sideration of the Department.

Ihave been informed that the present principal of the 
Norway House Residential School has been given notice that his sex 
vices as principal will be no longer required. I am bound to say that & 
this ocassions me regrets,and I take this opportunity to write you andx 
express them. 

I have been connected with this school since 1927 as Med- 
ical Attendant,and to-day the general health of the pupils is better ta 
than ever before. Rev. Mre Shoup has been paying particular attention 
to their health since his arrival,and has succeded in his efforts to 
a marked degree. Has first thougit has been for tiie welfare of the 
children's health,and comparison with health standards before his arrik 
val are decidedly favorable to his efforte. 

Mr+ Shoup has at all times given his whole-hearted co-opert 
ation in all matters relating to my work and suggestions,tiis was not & 
the case before his arrival heree The diet of the children has tnd rgon 
considerable change since his advent. Tnis chatige of diet, or rather 
the study he has made of the present diet reflects itself in the health 
of the pupide. He has developed to a marked degree the gardens at the 
school and the vegetables have improved the children's health. 

Might I also point out that he has had to carry on his work 
with a substantial reduction of the Federal grantee. In doing this, 
credit must be given him for his ability as a manager under extrmely 
unfavorable circumstances. The ability of a man to carry on under the 
conditions with which he has had to contend,and at the sane time pre- 
sent a favorable balance sheet, cannot be overlooked. 

The chidren are far better clothed at the present time than 
at any time under another principal. He has alos augmented the supply 
of cows,and developed the live stock end of the farming activities.

I beg to report that on the 19th March last, 
I inspected the Norway House Indian Residential Scnool, but 
owing to the illness of the teacher of the junior pupils of 
the school, which are taught in conjunction witn the 
Rosswille Day School, I postponed making tne report until 
ner recivery and return to duty. 


I found everytning inside the building in 
very good condition in every way- The dormitories were 
clean and orderly, and well aired. The bed clothing was 
also clean and in gvod condition. 


The laundry was in good worxing order, all 
the machinery being in good condition. 


The sewing room Was clean and tidy. All the 
sewing machines are in good wording order. The pupils are 
maxing good progress in this department, and becoming 
good needle workers. 


The kutcuen was clean ad orderly in every 
way, and tne wore carried on in this department is 
efficient and systematic. 


Tne pupils' dining room was in first class 
condition, perfectly clean and orderly. The meals served 
to the pupils are of good wholesome food, and they get a 
nice variety, always well prepared. 


In the senior class room, under Mr Walter 
Muteh, the teacner, there were 25 pupils present, all of 
them being in grades 1 and 2, excepting one, this one 
being a grade Vll pupil. The pupils were all clean and 
tidy. Their reading had improved sligntly since my last 
inspection. I gave the pupils several mental aritimetic 
questions, which they answered fairly well- The book work 
generally was good, snowing improvement had ten place. 
The register was maxed up to date. 


To-day, the 2ist April, I inspected the 
junior class room of the residential school, which is 
conducted in amalgamation with the Rossville Indian Day 

the teacner being Miss Wdythe Smith-Windsor- There 
residential scnool pupils on the roll, of whom there 
were 21 present &t the time of my visit, which was in the 
morning, The balance of the pupils attend in the afternoon. 
The attendance of tne residential scnool pupils averages 
about 40. There were 18 Day School pupils on tne roll, of 


wiom there were 8 preseut, tue average of these pupils 
being @out 10.

/School and Residential Scnool registers were marked up to 
date. The pupilst book work was generally very good; 

both writing ad figures being well ad neatly made, ad 

the aritmmetic was generally accurate. With regard to 

the reading, the chief difficulty is getting the pupils to 
speak out so that they can be heard. These pupils of course 
are just young children, and no doubt they will improve 

in time. 


A new stove is needed in this school, and I 
would recommend th& one be provided before next winter. 


The Principal and staff of this residential 
school show keen interest in their work, and ge continu- 
ally seeking ways and means of making improvements wherever 
possible, and then making them. A staff meeting ia held 
weekly, at which the various phases of the school work 
are discussed. 


I may also say that fire drill is carried 
out on an average of at least once amonth.

I beg to report that on the morning of the 
9th instant, I inspected the Norway House Indian Residential 
School, and on the 12th instent, I paid a second visit to 
the class room, as the classes are not the same, morning 
and afternoon. 


Since the summer vacation, there have been 
one or two changes in the school staff. A new matron, 
named Mrs Lindsay, arrived by the last boat of the season 
from Winnipeg. A new class room teacher has also been 
installed, taking the plece of Mr Meadows, who was the 
teacher last year. The new teacher's name is Mr Smith, 
and he was teacher at the Brandon Indian Residential School 
for one year before coming to Norway House. He has a 2nd 
Class Ontario teacher's certificate. A new sewing room 
teacher, named Miss Verla McDougald, has taken over the 
duties of the sewing room, hedl last year by Miss McCullough 
who is now duty officer. An extra man, named James 
Gilmour, who had been employed at the Alberni B.C. Indian 
Residential School, has also been taken on the staff. 


On my visit to the school on the 9th instant, 
I found all the various departments in good order and clean 
in every way. The laundry is badly in need of a new 
washing machine. The present one will do well to last another 
year, as since the holidays, the wood work of this machine 
seems to be rotting very rapidly, and it is difficult to 
hold it together. The kitchen and pupils' dining room 
were both clean and in good order. All dormitories were 
also clean and in good order. 


There were 54 pupils on the class room 
register, including grades 1 Junior to Grade 8. There 
were no grade 6 pupils. The average attendance in the 
class room since the holidays, was approximately 47. There 
were 29 present at the time of my visit. The register 
was marked up to date. The book work of the pupils was 
well done, both as to neatness and accuracy. The pupils 
present were of grades 1 junior to grade 3. 


There has been much sickness in the school 
during the past month or so, chiefly very severe colds. 
there were 3 cases of pneumonia. All these however, had 
made good recovery. There was one case of erysipelas in 
the school at the time of my visit.

I beg to report that in the afternoon of the 29th 
November, I inspected the Norway House Indian Residential 
School. 


There have been several changes in the school staff 
since the summer holidays. Mrs Lindsay, who had been the 
Matron, was compelled to leave owing to poor health, and 
her place has been filled by Mrs Carefoot. Miss Reed is 
now kitchen matron in place of Miss Forsyth who resigned; 
Miss Grace Matter is now the boys! matron in place of Miss 
Anne Wright who resigned; and Miss Phyllis Martin is now 
duty officer. 


At the time of my visit, all departments of the school 
were in good order, and quite clean and tidy. All the 
laundry machines have now been operated by electric motors 
since the installation of the new electric plant at the 
agendy, in October last. This change, from the old belt 
drive from an overhead drive shaft, has greatly improved 
things, and eliminated a great deal of noise. All the 
dormitories were clean and in good order, as were also the 
kitchen and the pupilstg dining room. 


There were 61 pupils on the class room register, 26 
of whom were present at the time of my visit. The register 
was marked up to date. There is an unusitally large number 
of beginners this year, and these have had to be divided 
between the class room in the residential school, and the 
Rossville Indian Day School, as there are too many for one 
alone. The same teachers as last year were re-engaged, 
namely, Mr Alex Smith at the residential school, and Miss 
Edythe Smith-Windsor at the Rossville Day School. I found 
the pupils very attentive, at the residential school, and 
they are doing well at their work, especially the older 
ones. 


The fire protection apparatus was in good condition. 
There was an outbreak of fire in the roof of the school on 
the 24th November, concerning which a special report has been 
forwarded. The slight damage done on that occasion has been 
repaired.

R. T. Chapin, Principal of the Norway House Indian Resi- 
dential School, he draws our attention to a slight discrep- 
ancy in the amount of the grant to the School received from 
the Department for the September quarter and the amount 
which he reckons was actually earned. Mr. Chapin reports 
an aggregate attendance of 9415, making the average 102.34 
and the grant, on a per capita basis of $175.00, $4477.37. 
The emount received from the Department was $4450.91.

With reference to your letter of the llth 
instant regarding the September quarter per 
capita allowance of the Norway House Indian 
Residential School I may say that this return 
was carefully checked and the aggregate attendance 
was found to be 9484 and not 9415 as shown by the 
prineipal. 


The correct aggregate attendance gave an 
average attendance of 103.08 and earnings of 
$4509.75. From this amount $58.00 was deducted 
for freight on oil drums returned from the school. 
This left a balance of $4450.91, 4 cheque for which 
amount was forwarded to your Treasurer.

We wuld 
like to have your approval of this nomination at the 
earliest possible moment. We think it might be wise to 
have Mr. Caldwell go to Norway House before Mr. Chapin 
leaves so that they might be together for at least a couple 
of weeks. Kitamaat, as you know, is somewhat isolated and 
there is only one boat a month so that Mr. Caldwell might 
have to leave Kitamaat at the end of March,if he is to have 
any time with Mr. Chapin before the latter leaves for Brm done

4 collection 
was taken up around the district the same afternoon, to assist 


the missionary to procure some immediately needed essentials..

You no doubt know that our mission house at 
Norway House was recently burned to the ground. We shall, 
of course, replace it. Nothing, however, can be done until 
the summer. The house was a very large building and was 
difficult to heat. Dr. Cormie and I were very favorably 
impressed with the house which your Department built for 
the Principal of the School, which is occupied by Mr, Chapin. 
In a letter Dr. Cormie suggests that we should try to erect 
that kind of a house for our missionary. I wonder if it 
would be possible for your Department to furnish us with the 
plans of this house. I may say that I am not unmindful of 
the fact that plans cost money, but if it were possible to 
have this set of plans, we might consider them, and, if they 
were found suitable and within our financial resources, we 
might use them without having new ones drawn. 


Would you be good enough to take up the matter 
with the proper person in your Department and let us know 
what can be done about it?

I have your letter of the lst instant 
requesting a plan of the Principal’s residence at 
the Norway House Indian Residential School. 


Our records indicate that this building 
was erected by day labour in the fiscal year 1928-29 
at a cost to the Department of approximately $7000.00. 


I have reviewed our files and the only 
reference to a plan which I can find is contained in 
a letter from the late Rev. T. Ferrier dated april 
27, 1928, which read in part as follows: 


"The blueprint of what we considered 4 
suitable house for the money we have at our disposal 
has been sent by your architect to Mr. Blackford, 
the Principal, for his approval, with minor changes 
if so desired by the Principal." 


The building was erected by day labour 
and it appears from the above quotation that the 
plan was sent to Mr. Blackford who was then Principal 
of the Norway House School. We have no record of 
this plan having been returned to this office. 

\ Possibly it is still in the school records at the 
A Norway House Residential School.

Dear Sir, 


I havepeen intending to write to you for some time 
reporting such progress as it has been possible to make in one par 
towards makjmg this school a factor in the ecomomic betterment of the 
Indien people, but I havehad such a busy programme since the spring, 
coupled with the difficulty of obtaining suitable staff, thet I have not Aad, 
timee The matter of the inadequacy of our ‘aching arrangements at this 
school has already been given attention by the Department resulting in 
the material being supplied for new class-rooms, which material is now 
arrivinge I feel that the addition of these classrooms will do much 
+o make the school an asset to the Indian ferritory it serves. 


In reply to iy letter of about a year ago re the employment 
of a vocational instructor, I was mich struck with your remark that the 
residential schools serving our particular Indian territory were "little 
more then charitable institutions"+ This was the conclusion I had already 
arrived ate Thee can be mo doubt\that, if the residential school is to 
fulfill it's function, it's graduates should be equipped, both academically 
and practically, not only to be an influence on the reserve for better 
stendards of Jiving, but to rrovide for themselves a better livelihoods 
Not only has the Indian looked upon the residential school as a 
"charitable institution", but he has actually considered that he was 
conferring a favour on the school in giving us his children to feed and 
clothe and educates ‘The schools have been partially to blame for this 
impression, for the Indian has had little reason to think otherwise than 
that the gunctionf of the mhools wes simply to feed and clothe the 
children. 


I feel that these reople mest eventually be industrially 
assimilated, but in the mantime the process should be tonfined to such 
opportunity of industry as can be provided in their own environment. 

We met admit that these opportunities at present are actually insufficient 
to provide a livelihood, much less independence. It has, and will be, 

my endeavour to discover new methods of industry, sich as can be carried 
on in their native environment. 


I have already, a year ago, approached the Hudson's Bay Company 
with a view to the employment of boys trained in tle residential school in 
the permanent Hudson's Bay Services The time of approach to this matter 
was opportune for the Company, with the result that an agreemem has been 
reached, according to theterms of the attached letter. I have only had 
two boys who were at all suitably equipped to introduce into the Company 
service and these ere doing very well in short apprenticeships at the 
local postse However, I am anxious to take advantage of the agreement 
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Mr.Hoey, (2) 


@ turning out graduates who will mk e good in the Company service. This 
would have been impossible under the old system of class-room education 
employed heree With the engagement of two teachers this term ami tho 
fullday class-room instruction of the junior grades, { feel sure that 

we will be able to take advantage of the opening provided by the Company, 
not to as great an extent as could be desired for a few years, perhaps, 

as the system under which we conducted our class-room instruction for the 
past number of years has tended towards an extremehy low academic standing. 
Further, it has been the desultory habit of the Indian parent to present 

a child for school admittance mech beyond the minimim age, thus not givin g 
either the school or the pupil mich of a chance. I have, to a great extent, 
corrected this, with the result that most of our pupilege is now of junior 
agee However, although it will take some time for the results to show, I 
think, udder the present system, we should have no difficulty in graduating 
most of our pupils with a grade 8 pass, as is found quite possible in 
British Columbia, even with the ha@lf<day class-room instruction for the 


sue grades. 


May I ask you to note the age requirement referred to in 
paragraph 1 of the arrangements in Mr.Henley's letter. Although since 
coming here it has been my policy to adhere to the maximum age limit of 
16 set by the Department, I presume the Department would be agreeable to 
extend this in the few instances required by the terms of the arrangement. 


Apart from the new opportunities opened to the Indiam by the 
_ establishment of supervised tra; areas, I think it possible that other 
[al means @ industry might be discovered for them. I have this year been 
he investigating the possibil.ty ofaengaging in fish-meal production, from 
A fish otherwise commercially uselesse Fish-meal used to be considered a 
fertilizer by-product of the fish oil that has been extracted from the 
pilchards end herring on the West Coast for yearse Now, however, it has 
been discovered that this fish-meal has a high vitamin content and, as 
well as a fertilizer, it is used extensively fordmicken and hog feeding. 
The present price of it F.0.B. Winnipeg from the Coast is $80.00 per tone 
The labour is available here, the fish are available, the industry would 
be seasonal, probably just after the spring trapping season, and the 
machinery need not be elabarate or expehsive.e I was not quite prepared to 
bring this matter to the attention of the Depmrtmert, as I had intended, but 
oe now given to undergtand that the Prdmincial Government would be 
erested in the venture and I have ar ed to discugs it when next IL ‘ 
am in Winnipeg. [Yur with afprecante atat Co pre clot Bs ip oud acon (rant) 
With the saw mill established here, there is possibility 
also in the mamfacture of boxes from Poplar wood for the conveyance of 
fish caught on Lake Winnipeg. Thousands df these boxes ae used a year ly 
by the fishing companies, I have, however, in this regard, run into rather 
@ snag in that the Belkirk box- factory has at present practically a 
monopolye However, this outlet for Indian industry will still bear 
further examination. 


I wish to thé& you for making possible the new class-room 
arrangements I em not sure just when I will be able to complete the 
class-roomse Much will depend on woether I can procure the furnace which 
is requisitioned fore uvwever, 1 uesire you to know that this innovation 
has prospect of enlarging the sphere of usefulness of the school,

‘ I was gled to hear from Mr.Bonnycastle on his return from 
a recent trip to Norway House that he had had an opportunity of discussing 
with you the employment of young Indien lads at our trading posts. 


You may recall your discussion with the writer here last sumer, 
when I outlined briefly the type of emloyee we want to get and what wo 
are prepared to offer theme 


I understand from M&eBonnycastle that you woull like m me 
assurance from us that we can take a certain number of lads each year 
from your school. I suggest, therefore, for the present, phat you count 
m us taking four each year unde the following arrangements: 


1. The boys trained by you we would be prepared to take on at not 
less than 16 years of age, and preferably 17 or 18 if you are able 
to keep them in the school this lenge I think yur suggestion of 
selecting thelikely recruits @ 12 to 14 years of age = woll in 
advance of the time they would be employed = is a good one since 
in this way you may t s@bleto earmark them for special instructions 
I believe Mr.eBonnycastle also discussed with you the advisability 
of giving employmes during school holidays to these boys, but that 
you agreed it would be prefe able they return to their families 
each summer until taken on permanently by the Companye 


With regard to thetype of training these boys should receive while 
under your supervision: 
We gould beglad if you wuld stress particularly good grounding 
in writing and arithmebke, as, in this way, they will be of greater 
use at a post, and be able to undertale more responsibility than 
simply doing chores and odd jobs around the stores 
It is alw our intention to employ these lads at points weich, 
because of their location or the size of the business, do not warrant 
the employment of white assistants. In these cases they mist live 
in the same dwelling as the white manager, therefore, Ithink you 
should stress the importance of clean personal habits. 

(ce) Practical instruction in carpentry and mechanics is dl» wiluable, 
if available in your curriculum 


The above remarks are intended to serve as an outline of the 
programme for the next twelve months when I wnside the arrangements 
ghould be reviewed with yourself, Mr.Learmonth and the Saskatchewan 
District Manager, ReAeTalbote 


Meanwhile, we are asking Mr.Learmonth to consult with yok in he 
selection of two more boys to ommence employment at Norway House and 
Roseville not later then 15th June. About freeze=up we should be ready 
to tale m mothe twoe 


I am very hopeful that this plen will work to our mutual advantage 
end that we may continue to take a few boys each year. Any criticisms or 


suggestions from you on the arraggements outlined here will be most 
welcome.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of the 3lst ultimo and to thank you for the 
information contained therein. 


It is indeed refreshing and encouraging 
to receive a letter in which suggestions are made 
in respect to ways and means whereby Indians might 
become more self-reliant and more independent. 
Your suggestions in respect to fish meal production 
and the employment of young Indians by the Hudson's 
Bay Company appear to me to be particularly promising. 
In connection with the employment of Indian boys by 
the Hudson's Bay Company, you will, no doubt, select 
a number of the more promising boys for this work. 
Should you deem it desirable to retain such boys 
after they have reached the age of 16, you should 
send forward their names to the Department, together 
with your recommendation and a full explanation in 
each case. The Minister has, as you know, power to 
extend the pupil's period of instruction at a 
residential school in special cases.

We have just received e letter dated July 5 
from Indian Agent Goodman with regard to the arrangements 
that eould be made for teaching services at Norway louse 
during the ecademic year 1946-47. ‘The Agent's report reads 
in part eas foilows:- 


“(a) There are 2 buildings which could very 
easily be used as day schools. There is a senior Classroom 
whieh ie fully equipped and the same size as Kowsville Day 
School and there is the gymnasium which is somewhat larger 
and would make an exeellent dey school, This would have to 
be equipped with blackboards, teacher's desk and chair and 
40 single desks, 15 large, 10 medium ond 15 small size. 

(b) These buildings (2) together with the present Rossville 
Day School should provide 3 day schools which would accomodate 
about 125 pupils. (c) These 3 buildings will not uccomwdate 
all the children of school age in this community but will 
accommodate more from this coumnity than before the fire. 

It will be necessary to use the Principal's resideme for 
living accommodation for the 3 teachers required for these 
schools, otherwise there is no accomodation here for them,”

As you requested, I interviewed Dr. Dorey about the 
above matter while in Toronto on August 14. 


I pointed out that Dr. Corrigan on a recent visit to 
your office had said that many of the children could be accom- 
modated in a day school. Dr. Dorey said that this was true only 
at certain times of the year and that in the winter it was often 
impossible for them to reach school because of storms and ice on 
the lake. 


He feels that the school should be rebuilt to provide 
for a pupilage of 150. I discussed the use of the old hospitel 
building with him, but he felt that this would only accommodate 
some 40 children. He was of the opinion that we should not give 
up the lend at the school site for use as a welfare building 
project, as proposed by Indian Agent Goodman.

It is our intention to include in our 1948-49 
estimates, a sum for the erection of a Residential Sehool at 
Norway House, Manitoba. The site for this school will be 
thet previougly used by the United Church for the operation 
of the former school whieh was destroyed by fire two years ag. 
You are requested to prepare the plans and specifications for 
these buildings. 


The pupilage to be provided for at this school 
will be one hundred and twenty (60 boys and 60 girls). Due to 
the isolation of this school, it is felt that frame construction 
should be used but that the dormitories should be in separate 
buildings, in order to minimize the danger of fire. 


It ie recommended that this school consist of the 
following buildings: 


(1) Boys’ Domitory Block: 


(a) Sleeping quarters for 60 boys 
(b) Two staff rooms 

(c) Wash rooms 

(4) Reereation Koom 

(e) Manual Training Shop 


It is suggested that this be a one-storey building 
with ae full basement, ‘The sleeping quarters, staff rooms and 
wash rooms could be on the main floor with the recreation room and 
manual training shop in the basement, 
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(2) Gixde* Domitory Blosks 


The general planning for this building would be 
the game aa for the boys’ dormitory block. The exception would, 
of course, be the manual training room which, in this building, 
would be replaced by a domestic science room. This room should 
have extre electrical outlets provided for a power sewing machine 
end electric rangsttes. 


(3) Administration Butléing; 


This would be a two storey building and would 
have a full besement. We would require the following rooms in 
this building:

It is fenced eff from the 
rest of their preperty and it's use as en Old Folks' Village would 
net inconvenience the school even if it should be rebuilt on the 
game site. The enly piece ef ground which is of value te the 
echool is the strip ef ground requested for gardens fer the cottages 
and this if need be we might be able to get along without, 


This site was chosen and requested by the Chief and 
Council and they have their hearts set om it. If it is definitely 
disallewed I may have te abanden the project altogether. I am 
having a teugh time putting the scheme across in any event. 


A veply by wire, if pessible, will be appreciated 
as the season is becoming late. 


I have assembled all the necessary building material 
except windows. These I am still trying to ebtain. I need 64 and 
am willing te settle for any size.

In connection with the deduction of $2099.54 
I may say that when the new lighting plant was placed 
in operation sufficient gasoline was purchased to run 
the plant for a period of approximately two years. 
The sum mentioned covers the school's share of the 
cost. It was necessary to also pay for the barrels 
used to transport the gasoline and there will, therefore, 
be a refund due the school of $974.40. As you are aware 
it will not be possible to return any barrels until 
navigation opens next spring but arrangements are being 
made to have the barrels returned next year considered 
as coming from the school.

I desire to refer to vouchers which you submit 
each month in connection with the services of Alex 
Duncan who operates the light and power plant at 
Norway House. 


4S you are aware 60% of his monthly salary 
or $56.00, is chargeable to the Norway louse Indien 
Residential School. as the Devartment does not pay 
for lighting at any Indian residential sehool nor 
for the wages of the man operating any lighting 
plant it is necessary for us to charge the $36.00 
each month against the per eapita grant and at the 
end of the quarter we have to deduct this amount 
from the quarterly earnings. This involves con- 
siderable bookkeeping and it would be much simpler 
if the management of the Norway liouse School would 
pay Duncan $36.00 a month and you could submit a 
voucher for the balance of $24.00 of which amount 
$9.00 is paid from Medical Vote and $15.00 from 
Administration Vote. Please take up this recom- 
mendation with the Principal of the Norway House 
Sehool at once and [ trust that he will co-operate 
with us in the manner suggested. 


In 1956 I understand that two years' supply of 
gasoline was purchased and when the account was sub- 
mitted the firm also charged for the barrels on the 
understanding, of course, that refund would be made 
for these when they were returned. Of the totel 
amount charged for barrels the Department considered 
an amount of $974.40 applied to the Norway House School 
and this amount was deducted from their per capita 
erant. Subsequently we allowed them £152.00 for barrels

Please let me know the number of barrels, if any, 
that were returned to the firm during lest summer 
and also the approximate number of empty barrels on 
hand at the present time which no doubt you will 
return as soon as navigation opens. possibly it is 
your intention to use these empty barrels to replace 
the barrels that will be required when a new supply 
of gasoline has to be ordered. i[n that event there 
would be no refund coming to the school.

We recently received from the Department a 
cheque for $3698.38, to cover the December quarter grant to the 
Norway House School. We are now in receipt of a letter from Mr, 
Chapin in which he says that for the December quarter his 
aggregate attendance was 6271, his average attendance 89.9, and 
the grant earned $3933.12. I have written to Mr. Chapin, asking 
him if he can figure out what the difference is between the 
Department's figures and his. I should be glad, however, if you 
could help us. to explain the discrepancy. 


Re - June Quarter 


In my letter of December 17th, I included, 
amongst other matters, the following paragraph in regard to the 
grant for the June quarter: 


‘With further reference to the grant to the School 
for the June quarter, Mr. Chapin figured thet it should 
have been $4237.37, whereas the amount received from the 
Department was $4094.76. This would look as if Mr. Dun- 
can's salary for April and May, amounting to $72.00, as 
well as the $70.00 for repairs to the engines, was deduct- 
ea from the grant for that quarter. Now, in the statement 
which came with your letter of November Sth, 1940, it is 
shown that Mr. Duncan's wages for April and May - $72,00 - 
were deducted from the September quarter grant. It would 
look as if a mistake had been made and that the deduction 
had been made twice - first in the June quarter and then 
in the September quarter. I should be glad if you would 
look into this matter and let me know whether or not Mr. 
Chapin is correct in his figuring.” 


I have had no acknowledgment of or reply to this 
letter. I should be very glad, indeed, if you could en us 
the explanation for which we asked.

My dear Mr. Hoey? Re - Norway House Residential Schoor™™ 

I amin receipt of a letter from Mr, Caldwell, 
Principel of the Norway House Indian Residential School, in refer- 
ence to the method in which the Department charges for the oil and 
the drums shipped to the School. We had correspondence in regard 
to this matter some time ago while Mr. Chapin was Principal. We 
accepted your suggestion, I believe, thet the School's share of 
the oil which is shipped to Norway House would be about $2,000 a 
year and that when a charge is made for drums there would be @ 
refund in subsequent quarterly payments. 


Mr. Caldwell 's objection to the present method is 
that, under the present arrangement, the Department simply makes 
a deduction from the quarterly grant without letting us know how 
the amount is arrived at. It does seem to me quite a reasonable 
suggestion that, if this method of charging for the oil and the 
drums is to be followed in the future, we should get an itemized 
statement telling us just how mech ig deducted for ofl and how 
much for drums, and if refun as on eccount of drume returned are_to 


be added to the quarterly grant, we ought. to. heve. a statement of 
these too. 


There is ea good deal to be said, too, for Mr. Cald- 
well's other suggestion, which would change the whole method of 
payment in this connection, Mr. Caldwell thinks that it would be 
fairer to have the full per capita grant paid quarterly to the 
School and then bill the School for the amount due for oil and drums, 
so that the School accounts would show the receipt of the full grant 
each quarter and the payment for oil and drums would also be recorded 
in the School accounts, It may be that this method would give the 
Department extra work and complicate the pookkeeping somewhat, but it 
does look to meto be the more businesslike way. It hardly seeme fair 
that the School should have to wait sometimes for & considerable period 
pefore getting repayment on account of the drums. 


I should be glad if you would consider these suggestions 
end let me know if they are acceptable to the Department. I should 
also like to have an itemized statement showing how t unt paid on 
account of the June quarter grant is made up.

I enclose a copy of a letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Ferrier respecting the Norway House Boarding gehool, in 
which you will observe he expresses strongly the opinion 
as to repairs that "it will be 4 total loss to put any 
more on the present puilding", and that the only thing to 
do is to erect another one on & different site. 

I find that on the 22nd of March the principal 
reported that the puilding had been extremely cold and all 
put uninhabitable during the winter, that in the office 
the thermometer would not average more than 15 degrees 
above zero, and that bacon left there was frozen 8° hard 
that it could not be cut with @ knife. Yet from the lst 
of November over 200 cords of wood had been used in an 
effort to heat the puilding. The Principal in his letter 
states “it is really up to the Government or the Church 
to do something or close the school". 

I find that in the estimates for 1906-7 
$1000,00 was provided to “drain basement, repair and paint 
new building". I understand that certain expenditure has 
been made, but mainly in procuring material. In the 
estimates for the present year $500.00 is provided for 
certain repairs. 

Upon receiving Mre Ferrier's letter of the 7th 
June, and reading that from the Principal already 
referred to, I concluded that it would be wise to have &

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report from the Inspector before proceeding with expenditure 
_ upon a building declared to be so unfit for habitation, 

Mr. Semmens was then on his way to pay the armmuity moneys, 
and I thought he would be able to make the report when on 
that trip. Unfortunately, however, he had to return by 
reason of illness. He is now on a trip on the Lakes, and 

I expect a report from him on his return in about two 
weeks. 

Mr. Lousley interviewed me to-day in regard to 
the work, and I expressed the opinion to him that it would 
be better not to do anything until the Inspector's report 
was received and considered by the Department. He informs 
me that the building is on 4 rock in which there is @ 
large cavity that fills with water, and that the sum 
available for the pu ose, from the amount voted would not 
at all meet the expenditure. He, like Mr. Ferrier, is 
absolutely convinced that there should be a new puilding 
on another site. 

The present building was erected by the 
authorities of the Methodist Church, and is owned by them. 

You will observe in the concluding part of Mr. 
Ferrier's letter that he asks to be advised as to the 
amounts voted for the schools at Brandon, Red Deer, 
Morley, and Norway House. AmI to advise him of the

Dear Brow Ferrier: 
I enclose herewith a statement of Finances 


of the Boarding School to end of June, 1907. The Government 
Report also goes out on this mail, it being the first mail since 
March Slst. 

You will understard that the big deficit of this year is 
not due to carelessness or extravagance when I state that we 
opened school with sixty-five children and had to make provision 
for them all. That is fifteen for whom no Government grant was 
given. Then I cannot hold myself altogether responsible, that 
is, I am responsible, but do not condemn myself, because I am 
poorly served with dry goods. For example, I have on four oc- 
casions ordered heavy brown duck suits for the boys from 
Capt. Robinson and he, in spite of repeated protest, has sent 
me light canvas. These have come late in Fall when I couad not 
exchange and I was compelled to use them and of course they 
only lasted a short time. Those heavy suite which you ordered 
for me and which did not arrive till last spring went t® pieces 
like asbestos paper and are now after one winter's wear cast 


aside. Indeed, if we had not had others we could not have got 


through the winter Sp Gecent shape. My first order lest sumer 
after 
for stocking webbing most express emphasis being laid on qual- 


ity and going so far as to say not to send anything but the best 
was rotten. I duplicated the order and half of it was rotten, 
and our supply md outfit of stockings now is disgrace to the 
school. Considering these things I have felt compelled to have 
a good stock on hand.

I hope you have been able to secure Government aid for the 
purchase of horses, harness, waggon, and a large freighting 
boat as these things are absolutely necessary to the management 
ef this school through another year.

Class-room.-~ 
There are two teachers, one for the Reserve 

and one for the Boarding School, and the children from the 
Boarding School and the Reserve are graded in classes ac~- 
cording to their standing. The junior room is taught by 
the Reserve teacher and the senior room ie taught by the 
Boarding School teacher. The plan works well and both 
schools are helped by the arrangement. 

Being holiday time, I had no opportunity of seeing 
the work done nor examining the children. 

When the school closed June 29th there were fifty- 


four pupils in attendance. 


Health of the Pupils.-~ 

The year has been 4 long and trying one on 
the general nealth of the pupils and more deaths have oc~ 
curred than in any previous year. Ten have died; nine of 
these were brought in last year, and nine died of con- 
sumption of the lungs or bowels, one of spinal meningitis. 
Only two of the deaths were of pupils from the Norway 
House Reserve. 

The school started with sixty-five children, prob- 
ably more than should have been in the dormitories consid- 
ering the lack of ventilation. 

A hospital is a much needed institution se that af- 


flicted children could be removed at once from the sé@heol.

Buildings.-- 

The main building is kept clean but it is of 
such a finish that what is done does not show up to advane- 
tage. The floors on the ground flat are about worn out. 
The cellar md basements are in tumbledown condition and 
with about a foot of water in each andthe only relief is 
in baling it out with pails or pumping and at present the 
pump used is out of order. They are certainly very un- 
sanitary andt here mist be a drain, which will be a very 
difficult task to be accomplished when we have to depend 
upon native help. Quicksand and rock will be encountered 
and it will need shoring up and it is next to impossible to 
get Indians to work at that kind of job. 


Heating and Ventilation.-- 

The furnaces are placed in these dilapidated 
basements which are merely holes in the ground and the way 
they are installed it is an impossibility to heat the 
pbuilding. The Department have made a vote of $100.00 to 
fix the furnaces. What is required are new furnaces, new 
basements,and new flues if the building is to be properly 
heated and ventilated, and nothing whatever can be done 
towards this end with so small an amount of money. I ad- 
vised the Principal to get the consent of the Department 
to spend this $100.00 in box stoves and discard the fur- 


naces altogether. 
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There are so many requirements for this building to 
make it what it ought to be that I have already reported 
that nothing but a new building wili be a satisfactory 


solution of the problem. 


Other outbuildings.-- 

A good ice-house has been built and does good 
service in keeping milk, meats, etc.; a large woodshed, 
also, used for storing lumber and other supplies of a 
light nature; a root-house for keeping potatoes and vege- 
tables but it is a difficult matter to keep it frost- 
proof; and a good warm stable that will accommodate ten 
head of cattle and a team of horses. There are eight head 
of cattle belonging to the school.

Enclosed find a letter from the Principal as to reason 
for the large deficit. 

He applied to the Government for a grant for 65 chil- 
dren and was expecting that it would be granted. 

The item of over $3,000 for provisions contains the 
only cash outlay for meat, fish, hay, wood, and moccasins, 
provisions being exchanged for these articles. The most 
of the goods sold have gone out of this account. 

The freight and transportation account is high and 
cannot be controlled by the Principal. Freight rates from 
Selkirk were 40c. per 100 lbs. until this year, now 50c., 
and prices for goods and labor have been raised proportion 
ately. 

Some help would be rendered by having a large amount 
of the goods purchased for him and landed at Selkirk in 
the month of June in time to ship on the barge that goes 
up to the mission as soon as navigation opens. 

Under present conditions it will take at the very 
least $6,500 a year to maintain this school with 5 0 chil- 
dren. 

It will be seen from Mr. Lousley's letter that a 
freighting boat, team of horses, harness and wagon are es- 
sential to manage the outside work. I have looked care- 
fully into this and am of the opinion that the team, har- 
ness and wagon are an absolute necessity. 

All the wood on the school property is done am 
neither the Govermnent nor Indians will allow the supply 


to be cut from the Reserve so that a distance of 4 to 6 
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miles has to be travelled for fuel. Last year it took an 
average of 1¢ cords per day from November 15th to March 
let. The only time this wood can be hauled is over the 
ice and with the oxen it was an all-winter job and the oxen 
used 60 continually that they tired out on the journey and 
lay down on the road. It is impossible to get a supply 
aheaé at the school. At present there are about ten cords, 
not enough to last until the ice is formed. The stock of 
wood now on hand is from four to five miles from the 
school. ‘The horses and outfit are essential and should be 
sent up by boat so as to be there ready for use when the 
ice forms.

Replying to yours of July 11th, No.122/78, 
would say that I have no written authority for that expenditure 
except as you see it mentioned in No. 122/78, April 9th last 
from Hon. David Laird. In that he says, "But owing to your 
remote situation you may expend the balance this year". That 
word "balance" refers to what is left of the $1000.00 mentioned 
there after this bill which I sent in has been paid. I received 
verbal instructions from the Commissivner while in Winnipeg 
last Fall, also from Rev. T. Ferrier, and was also informed 
by the Inspector, Rev. Jno. Semmens, of the grant made, all of 
which however came too late for me to get the work done last 
Fall. But the goods were ordered last Fall, and part of the 
work is already finished. 

All work in this part has hitherto been paid 
for with groceries, drygoods, and hardware, etc., the Indians 
preferring it that way to any other. We never would be able to 
get work done at all if we had to follow the regular way of 
putting in vouchers for work done. These Indians would not, 
really could not, wait for it as they live daily from hand to 
mouth. 


I have a very wet muddy drain to dig, and 


anything but long rubber boots for the job would be useless, 


kence I ordered a few pair and will charge these on wages of 


men working at the draining.

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Re trading. All fufl for School, cutting and hauling, 


hay for stock, moceasins for children, meat, ete,, in short, 
all that the Indian offers us which is useful in the School, 
we buy and pay for in this way. 

This has all been discussed with the Commissioner

Referring to your letter of the Sth ultimo, 
with which you returned voucher No, 337 amounting to 
$538.75 in favor of Captain William Robinson for goods 
supplied for the Norway House Boarding School, you ask 
me to quote the authority for the expenditure, and also 
to explain the charges for flour, bacon, sugar, and 
rubber boots. 

The Principal of the School was asked for 
explanations, and I forward copy of his reply, which, 
upon the whole, is not very satisfactory. I cannot find 
that I gave the Principal any written authority for the 
expenditure, and I do not remember that I gave him any 
verbal instructions, At the same time, as Rev. Mr.Ferrier, 
on the 17th of last August, and Mr. Inspector Semmens in 
his report on the School dated the 5th of last September, 
reported the urgent necessity of draining of the basement 
of the School, I may have mentioned to them and to the 
Principal that there was an item of $1000.00 in the 
estimates of 1906=7 "to drain basement, repaint, and 
paint new building". Indeed I see that I placed a 
marginal note on the Inspector's report that such a sum 
Was available, and I understood the work was in progress. 

However, the material in Capt. Robinson's 
account appears to have been purchased for repairs to the

Your letter No. 122/78 of the IIth. of June has 
for long lain in the Stonewall Office owing to my continued 
absence from home. 

In reply to your request for a report upon the 
advisability of sanctioning the erection of a new building 
for the Norway House Boarding School, I wish to make some 
remarks. 

(I) In the summer of 1906 the Rev. Thompson Fer- 

ed at my Pay Tent and asked me to accompany him 
to the Boarding School for the purpose of considering cer- 
tain suggestions he had to make by way of improvements 
which he hoped with my recommendations the Government 
would provide for. 

I went with him and spent some time in discuss~ 
ing what appeared to be desirable. After mature considera~- 
tion I recanmended certain things as seen in my last special 
report totalling 1000,00 dollars. He has not been able +o 
carry out the improvements to the great detriment of the 
school’s health. He now says he "does not sanction the 
investment of this mney". He was the one to ask for ad-« 
ditional grant for improvements. He failed to use advantage 
afforded. He now covers up his failure by saying the 
building is not worth it. Why not have asked for a new 
School a year ago when he knew all he now knows concerning 
it. 

The Indian Commissioner, 


Winnipeg. 
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Had the improvements which I suggested been 
carried out,I could easily have recommen ded that a further 
improvement which I had kept in reserve be provided for 
this year. You will see that the new part lately added to 
the rear must needs add to the warmth of that side of the 
puilding. Now if to this new siding with a thickness of 
tar paper had been placed south west and east the Building 
might have been sorviceable for another five years. This 
was my idea which of course has not been realized. 

As it is now the building is scarcely fit for use 
and the children are bound to suffer with cold,and this may 
result in much ill-health,as was the case last year. It is 
impossible to place a new building there during the present 
season. I now feel disposed to recommend that the school 
be suspended for a year,and that in tne meant ime an amount 
be placed in the estimates covering the cost of a new build 
ing to be erected on a new site. 

In doing this I think that a representative of 
the Department should select the site and have authority 
to exercise supervision during the course of construction, 
and that the workmen should be sent out by the Department, 
that is +o say the contract should be let to same re~ 
sponsible contractor, 8° that the work done should be 
guaranteed and the unfortunate failures noticeable in the 
first building be avoided. 

I know all this is radical enough,but it is not 
the fault of the officers of the Department that things 
are as they are,and yet responsibility remains largely 
with the Department and 4{ll-health is likely to be charged 
against the Government by the general public, who do not 


understand how things have gone.

Referring to my Estimates for this Agency for the 
ear 1922-23, in my "estimates for Norway House Foarding 
ehool I asked for the construction of a silo. 


z 


T would ask the Department to let me know at an ear= 
ly date if thie wil? be allowed,as unless the silo is 
to be built, it would be useless to sow for sunflowers, 
since they are of little use except as silage. 


If we were to sow sunflowers, we, should know in time 
to order the seed before the mails over the ice cease. 
Tf ordered on the last mail, tne seed could come in via 
the Hudson's Bay Railway and Crose Lake.The first boat 
up the Lake, reaching here about the beginning of June 
would be a little late,but this would depend fargely 
upon the season. 


As there is very little arable land here, and as 
milch cows are a necessity at the School, silage is the 
moat profitable means of feeding.Sunflowere can be grown 
here without difficulty,and have proved themselves very 
satisfactory for silage.Hay costs here from $15. to $20. 
per ton,A silo would diminish the quantity of hay re- 
quired by the School by 40 or 50 tone per year,or & save 
ing in hay of a minimum of j600. per year.The work of 
cultivating the sunflowers or corn, preferably the XA#Ese 
former, as the Born mignt be frozen, could all be done 
by the Staff and pupile, to the advantage in experience 
of the pupils, “%nd after the first outlay for silo and 
feed cutter, the cost would be negligible. 

Owing to tne mail arrangements here,if a reply to 
this letter is to reach me UVMF LEME KCAL KL MCUXA YEN 
HULHSXANX LHMBATALS ANS OEEE in time to send out an order 
over the ice for seed,it would require an immediate 
anewer. Our last cutgoingm mail? leaves here Apr. 6th, 
so that &@ letter in order to reach me before that should 
reach Riverton at the latest about Varch 16th. 


Yy suggestion re silo and table was the building 
of an octagonal stable with a silo in the centre, which 
would reduce the cost, and make a building which would 
be very satisfactory for 4 windy country like this,and 


would also be very convenient. This, however, could be dec- 
ided later.

With reference to my report on Norway House Board- 
ing School of even date,I would respectfully call attention 
to two or three matters which should be attended to this 
coming Summer if at all possible. 


The rear foundation wall of the building heaves con= 
siderably with the frost,and is not only braaking up the

Dear bir:- 


We have, at Norway House, @ building owned by the 
liethodist Church. This was formerly situsted close to the 
church building. Rev. lir. Denyes, former Principal, moved 
this building to another part of the reserve. There have 
been some Four or Five Hundred Dollars' worth of improvema te 
made to it, and it is occupied by the mechanical man in the 
employ of the echool. ' 


Thies building should be on the echool property and 
under the control of the Department. I woulda suggest that 
the principal be inetructed to move it to a suitable site on 
the school property. For the expense of moving and some 
consideration for the value of the building, I would suggest 
the price of $500 to be paid by the Department. It would 
take at least $1500 to erect the building at the present time. 


The Methodist Church algo owns a school houee that 
has been used for the Junior claseroom of the boarding school. 
It is eituated alongeide of the reserve school. There are 
Serious objections to sending the children of the boarding 
School out onto the reserve to play with the reserve children 
during intermiesion and other play houre. The building is 
in need of repaire. It should have new eills, should be 
lined up and made more comfortable, some repairs made to the 
windows and shingles, and removed to the school property. 

For these repaire and moving it will require about $500. 


I would like the sanction of the Department to 
move this building and make the needed repairs for the above 
sum. It would be quite satisfactory to the Church sand the 
management of the school if these items were placed in the 
Setinates for the next Parliament, but, in the meantime, We 
would like the authority to move the building and make the 
repairs.

Sir,— 

T have to report that the new stable at the Norway 
House Indian Poarding School has been completed,with the 
exception of the painting of a portion of the roof, the 
cupolas of the ventilators,and some other touching up of 
parts recently finished.The additional paint was not rex 
ceived in time to do this work properly,as we were having 
frosts at night which kept the shingles damp for the greae 
er part of the day. A portion of the track for the litter 
carrier was not put up,as we were some 26 feet short of 
track and brackets.I asked for 110 ft. of track,and rece 
eived only 84 ft.. IT am writing Wr.Inspector Bunn re thie 
as the balance may have been ordered and lost in transit. 
Tavetroughing also was not received.T trust this will be 
eupplied,as it will protect the foundations from injury 
as otherwise the water will get under the wall,and the 
frosts will heave and disturb the building.The electric 
fixtures also did not arrive,but the school had some ex- 
tra fixturese,for repair work,and these were used for a 
temporary system. 


As the Department authorized the extension of t 
atable to enclose the silo,vide letter No.123-5-5,0 
Apre2Sth last, which letter was not received here until 
June, when the building was too far advanced to make so 
great a change,I took the liberty of making a emall add~ 
ition to the east end of the barneThis addition is 9' x ly! 
with 14' wall,and leanto roof to end of barn and silo.The 
foundation and floor is solid,and the ensilage cutter ia 
fastened to the concrete.’ wide door is left,so that the 
machine can ve fed with no inconvenience.A trap in the xa 
roof permite the passage of the blower pipe,and a small 
doorway in the side makes way for the belt from the eng~ 
ine.This addition furnishes some storage room for small 
toole,ete.for the ensilage cutter,and protects the silo 

to some extent against frost.Almost all of the material 
used in this addition was surplus from the stable, the ex~- 
tras being cement,nails and labor. 


A grain box was built in the hay léft above the hor- 
ses, vith a ehute down into the ree stable.A large feed 
chute was built from the floor of the loft to nearly the 
roof to keep the hay away from the doors of the silo.A da 
door opens from this te the hay loft.Good mangers were 
made for the horses,with a sloping bottom,and sufficient 
opening to permit all waste to elide out beneath the feet 
of the horses.Feed chutes were put in between the stalls, 
so that the horses eat from the sides of these.eThis should 
prevent considerable wastage of feed. ; 


The stable was floored with concrete throughout, and 
has a deep base of stones and pebbles with some sand.There 
hould be no shelling off or breaking of thie floor for 
many yeare.ePlank were put on top of the concrete for the 
horse etalle.The water has been connected from the school

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asystem,and the cattle have water in the bowls before them. 


The ventilation system appears to work well,we will 
be better able to judge of this when colder weather comes. 
A cold air pipe comes from above the roof to about one foot 
above the floor,in the passage in front of the cattle. Just 
across the passage a warm air pipe,for the foul air extends 
from the ceiling through the roof.fach hae a cupola above 
the roof.The low walls of the feed passage,about 30 inches, 
protect the stock from getting the cold air too direct from 
the pipe. These pipes can be checked if necessary.The windows 
are also made to open inward at the top,so as to leave an 
opening of about four inches and the width of the window,and 
deflecting this entering air upward. 


At one side of the silo is a good box atall,at the ot- 
her a stall which will accommodate Four calves or some young 
atock. Beeides these, there is accommodation for sixteen head 
of cattle,and six horsed. 


I may say that this stable is a very fine structure,and 
a credit to the Department and a splendid addition to the 
working plant of the School.The Principal of the School has 
requested me to convey to the Department hie appreciation of 
their kindnese in building euch an excellent barn for the 
school, 


I may also say that the building reflects credit on the 
quality of education being given in the Schools,as the work 
wae all done by Indian men who are graduates of the schoole. 
The foreman on the work throughout, concrete, carpenter work, 
and painting,wae Joe Keeper, member of the Norway House 
Band and a graduate of some years ago of the Brandon School. 


I also appreciate very highly the willingness of the 
Derartment to give us for our schools the very beet possible 
in the way of plant,and. TI have personally given conaiderable 
time and thought to this building,to have the maximum of 
atability and convenience,with the minimum of expense. The 
contrast between the new stable and the old is very great. 

ie Instructors will now be in @ position to teach the boys 
how horses and cattle should be cared fore 


The old buildings have been removed,and the material 
that could be used hae been used in chicken house and hog pa 
pen,and hog shelters in the outdoor pen.eThe ground about th 
new stable hae been graded and levelled,and the improvement 
in the appearamce of the echool property ie very considerable 


I will endeavor to secure the balance of the accounts 


due for labor,and forward them ae soon as possible.

I made a particuls nspection of the land they sre clearing 
and bringing und cultivetion at Hope Island.

In order to do this work he has found it necessary to build a 
house for the men to live in during the winter while engseged 
in cutting down the trees. At enother point on the island he 
hes elso found it necessary to build another dwelling and a 
steble for the horses and csttle housed there during the 
winter. The first house is 18' x 20' and the other 24" x 26'. 
The steble is ubout the seme size ss the second dwelling. All 
the buildings sre well constructed log buildings. MThe principal 
hes spent about $800 in cash for flooring, ceiling, window frames, 
doors, windows and hardware. I would estimate the value of the 
buildings at about $2600. 


As this is sn improvement in connection with the lund used 
for school property I would eppreciate it very much if the 
Depertment would make a contribution of $800 towards the 
construction of these buildings.

I have your letter of the 29th ultimo, 
confirming a telegram which you sent to me on the

You point out that it was necessary to 
telegraph in this connection as early shipment was 
advisable. I was in Winnipeg when I received this 
telegram and I got competitivs prices from the 
Vulcan Iron Works and the Manitoba Bridge and Iron 
Works. The former's price was $205.00, with $15.00 
extra for a safety valve; the latter's price was 
$201.00 and $8.50 for the safety valve. After 
reading the description of what was required to the 
two companies, they asked me at what particular 
position on the boiler these openings were to be 
placed. As your telegram did not make this quite 
Clear, nor did it state what size the openings 
were to be, or whether the boiler was to be 
perpendicular or horizontal, I wired you at once 
from Winnipeg, hoping to get an answer so that I 
could take it up with the company before leaving.

The whole of the labor in building the hen house. 

The labor of taking out and replacing the flues in one 
of the heating boilers. 

The inetallation of the boiler for heating water. 

Considerable fencing. 

Considerable work on the grounds about the building, ley- 
elling, ete. 

Building of a cottage and stable at Hope Island. 

Building of a kitchen addition to the engineer's house, 
and renovating the interior of the house. 


For the latter two not only the labor, but the material 
was supplied by the School.T am assured by the Principal 
that the lumber cost him over $900. 


As regards the cottage at Hope Island,7T may say frank- 
ly that I would not have Put so much money into this build- 
ing until production from the Tsland warranted. There is a 
possibility that the overhead costs at this point may not 
be justified by returns.

I had told him 
that I would take over some o/’ these when the work would be 
completed, such as 4 inch soil pipes, some elbows etc. at 
Winnipeg prices. Unfortunately, I was not at home when the 
work was completed, and the plumber, I think, must have left 
everything he had over. I received the attached statement 
a few days ago. 


It is very necessary that we have a supply of repairs 
for waterlines, plumbing, etc. on hand, both Zor the hospital 
the Agency, and especially for the school, as the latter system 
was installed several years ago and is constantly requiring 
some repairs. ‘the eave trough we can use to advantage, as 
we have several buildings which should be equipped with eave 
trough to protect the foundations. iepair parts cannot be 
secured here in winter. 


The prices, so far as I can discover, are fair. 
A few items listed I have been unable to find, and I have 
made corrections in red ink. I have certified that the 
material has been received.

Had it been anyone else but Mr. Gordon 
these men would have brought home their supplies, but 
as I have told you before, he is an easy mark, and as 
long as the Government is paying for it he will find 
an excuse to justify anything. 


Would you advise having these supplies 
sent back, or paying Yor them? I cannot see that 
everything that is there will be used; certain piping 
may be required, and a few odd tees. The Agent had 
no authority whatever to instruct Mesers. Paulin and 
Swayze to leave their goods at Norway House.
